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NLY YESTERDAY it was the apparent program of 
the internationalists to let Christian England and 
Aryan Germany wear themselves to collapse in this 
war of attrition, then for Communistic Russia to 
step in at the opportune moment and overrun Eu- 
rope. Stalin’s rapacious tactics along the Polish 
border sent this scheme haywire. Hitler saw the 

necessity for attacking Russia and dealing her a knock-out blow for 

all time. Subsequently the “‘invincible’’ Red army began to fall 
back before the Nazis in a cataclysmic revelation of the hoax that it 
was when brought to fighting face with an aggressive major power. 

Now the international strategists envision the unbelievable collapse, 

if not annihilation, of everything that Bolshevia has represented in 

their program. Their reaction, of course, is consternation if not 
panic. 

With Russia and Communism wiped from the scene, millions of 

White Russians liberated, the stupendous resources of the Ukraine 

and Siberia accruing to the Germans, and the British blockade grow- 

ing less and less effective week unto week, the situation calls 
for a new alignment of the forces of the world’s Invisible Govern- 
ment. 

The only free and uncircumscribed country left in the world where 

they can operate with a modicum of control, is the United States. 

On the other hand, the United States contains millions of enlight- 
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ened and aroused Americans who seem insufferably appreciative of what is being fanaggled, and the gesture to re- 
strain the Administration from becoming enmeshed in the least of it is gaining by leaps and bounds.

STARING readers in the face Sunday morning, July 
6th, was the headline over the A.P. dispatch from 
Washington: | 
‘New Spy Bureau Seen for Nation.” 
Beneath was the picture of the inordinately handsome 
Colonel William J. Donovan, the New Red Deal's ace 
troublemaker, credited by Demaree Bess in a Saturday 
Evening Post article as being primarily responsible for 
the Yugoslavian coup d'etat, which in turn was suc- 
ceeded by debacle-disaster.

for the navy; even direct the training and equipmen 
men to parachute behind enemy lines; even alsc 
check up on how all of us behave here.

HAT IS only part of the story, howev 
Catherine Curtis, national chairman 
the Women’s National Committee 
Keep U. S. Out of War, analyzes in 
masterly memorandum the implicatio: 
of Donovan's appointment as a Maj 
General and the creation of the su 

gested new Intelligence Bureau. 


‘The present law,"’ says the analysis, ‘provides th: 
when a new bureau is established, it comes under th 
Reorganization Act of 1939. Under Section 4 of th 
Act, the President is required to submit the Reorganizz 
tion Plan to the Congress and it becomes effective onl: 
if Congress does not act against it within a specifie: 
period. 

“Considering the first proposal—the appointment o 
Mr. Donovan as a Major General of the United State: 
Army—this cannot be effective until it is presented tc 
the Senate of the United States, referred by that body tc 
the Committee on Military Affairs of the Senate, acted 
upon by that Committee, referred back to the Senate 
and confirmed by the Senate. 


‘‘Army officials have made considerable effort for many 
years to remove all essence of politics from that branch 
of the service. Prior to the enactment of the present 
promotion system, officers were appointed to the army 
—and promoted—with little regard to qualifications or 
ability. This was found to contribute materially to a 
break-down in general morale. If all hurdles be jumped 
by Congressional act, such a move unquestionably will 
introduce political connections as the principal qualifi- 
cation for appointment to and promotion within the 
army and can only result in wrecking the general mo- 
rale of both commissioned and enlisted personnel.” 





HERE is much more to the “‘analysis”’ of a technical 
nature concerning the appointment of officers on 

the eligible-for-promotion list, but the foregoing gives 
in essence that the Administration is apparently intent 
upon introducing the Soviet system of having political 
kommissars in every unit of the U. S. Army—which has 
had such a disastrous effect in destroying the morale of 
the Red army under Stalin. Being Stalin’s pal seems to 
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make the Roosevelt New Red Deal anxious to adopt the 
Soviet system! 

Later in the memorandum, the following points are 
brought out: 

“I. It places the armed forces under complete political 
control. 

2. It will permit establishment of a military-political 
OGPU operating directly out of the White House for 
under this plan General Donovan would be responsible 
only to President Roosevelt. In this instance, it should 
be remembered one of the first moves by Lenin and 
Trotsky after seizing control of Russia was to establish 
such a bureau, placing members with troops to report 
direct to Moscow whether or not army commanders 
were true to the party. 


"3. Such an OGPU also would have complete control 
of all investigations of alleged subversive activities, 
since it would place the FBI under its direction. This 
would permit continued harassment of all who oppose 
our active participation in the present European war. 
“4. It could be used—through the use of FBI and In- 
telligence unit of the Treasury to shut off all possible 
sources of income for organizations now engaged in op- 
posing the trend toward war. 


“5. It would place all control of propaganda for war in 
the hands of this bureau in time of war. 

“6. It would give this bureau in time of war complete 
control of all news, radio and other public information 
dissemination services by transferring to it the various 
duties of the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, of the War 
Department General Staff. 


“7. It would give this bureau complete control of all in- 
vestigations into alien activities in this country—for ex- 
ample, present purported investigations of the FBI into 
the activities of alien Communists in labor and national 
defense program fields. 

“8. It could place all income tax data in the Treasury 
at the disposal of the British Government, since it is al- 
leged this appointment is being made and this bureau 
created to ‘bring about a closer cooperation with British 
Military Intelligence.’ 

This may be interpreted to mean that BMI would take 
complete direction and supervision of the bureau’s ac- 
tivities. 

“9. It could place complete planning and direction of 
our armed forces under the supervision and direction of 
the British Military Intelligence.” 


N THIS instance, it should be remembered that no 
commander puts his forces into action until he first 
has given due consideration to the Intelligence report, 
summary and estimate of the situation submitted to him 
by his G-2. 
That is, the employment, deployment and use of troops 
or units of the armed forces are planned largely upon in- 
formation obtained and analyzed by Army and Navy in- 
telligence units. 
Hence—if the British Military Intelligence should be 
placed in a position of supervising and directing all 
phases of this bureau's activities, it necessarily would 
supervise and direct preparation of intelligence reports 
and estimates of situations—which in turn, would gov- 
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ern the use of our troops and elements of our Navy. 
Considering this possibility, Congress should give deep 
consideration to the none-too-enviable record of the 
British Intelligence in the present war. . . 

The present record of ‘gallant retreats’ of British forces 
speaks for the value and reliability of such intelligence 
services. 


In the memorandum at the end is the “SUMMATION” 
which says that it seems “apparent the proposed new 
Intelligence Bureau cannot be created without approval 
by Congress under the Reorganization Act and/or other 
acts bearing thereon. 


‘Further, it would seem apparent that any such confir- 
mation and approval by the Congress must necessarily 
imply: 

“|. Intent to either declare war or the existence of a 
state of war, either of which is contrary to the expressed 
desires of a wide majority of the people. 

2. Intent and/or willingness to make our armed 
forces a ‘political football’ thereby breaking down and 
completely wrecking their morale at a time when sus- 
taining such morale is of primary importance. 

3. Willingness to allow the placing of supervision and 
direction of our armed forces under a branch of the 
government of a foreign nation thereby destroying our 
independence.” 


“Tas IS one of the baldest sovietizing proposals ever 
brought forward by the New Red Deal, and it means 
the Stalinizing of the United States on the one hand, 
and then handing over the sovereignty of this nation to 
Great Britain.

XPLOSIONS will be the order of business 
in the Congress when the members return 
after the Independence Day recess. The 
Washington columnist, Mark Thistleth- 
waite, wrote July 2nd that “for some 
time Congress has been showing unmis- 
takable signs of blowing off, not only on 

the Administration's foreign policies but also on its na- 
tional defense program.’ The defense program is bad- 
ly bogged down—or in a sorry state of haywire—as was 
shown by the report of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, issued after several weeks of investigation. 

Members of Congress have been hearing from their con- 

stituents since the New Deal embraced Godless Red Rus- 

sia in its crusading program of carrying the Four Free- 
doms to all countries but the United States. 

With the exception of such hot-heads as Senator Pepper, 
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Congressmen are wary of endorsing the war party's pro- 
gram of All-Out Aid to Russia. Says Mr. Thistleth- 
waite: ‘Members profess to believe that Congress may 
be able to force from Mr. Roosevelt a reassuring state- 
ment comparable to those he made against United States 
war entry in the presidential campaign." 

He remarks that since the President's December 29th 
fireside chat, his remarks have become more and more 
warlike. Now the White House mail is bulking up heav- 
ily on the anti-war side .Most Members of Congress be- 
lieve the President is too good a politician to take steps 
contrary to prevailing national opinion—running eas- 
ily 90 percent anti-war. 

On the other hand, international Jewry is now fighting 
for its life, with Red Russia in collapse and Hitler every- 
where victorious. What racial frenzy will do, envision- 
ing an anti-Semitic world just around the corner of the 
months, remains to be seen. The success of Hitler means 
also the complete debacle of the Laski-Frankfurter New 
Deal economy. Terrific issues are at stake for the inter- 
ests of which Mr. President is mouthpiece. He must lis- 
ten to these men who sponsored him before he can take 
into consideration the debatable welfare of 130 million 
citizens who merely go through the form of casting their 
votes. It may prove to be a case of ‘‘after us the deluge’ 
and the most crack-brained gamble of all time—making 
war inescapable and making the Christians like it. 

But the Christians at the moment emphatically do not 
like aid to Stalin. 

Sooner or later, of course, the Perfect Man would have 
to stub his toe! 

However, an open revolt in the New Deal itself will be 
an interesting thing to watch. 

And if the American rank and file ever do go sour on 
Mr. Roosevelt, that sourness will be epochal. 

It may be on its way! 








America Angry 


RTHUR Sears Henning says in the Chi- 
cago Tribune in his July 3rd dispatch 
from Washington: “Four of Mr. Roose- 
velt's Cabinet Secretaries have made 
numerous speeches designed to incite the 
United States to go to war on the general 
proposition that the future security and 

welfare of the United States requires the extermination 
of the totalitarian governments in Europe and Asia. Mr. 
Roosevelt also has put forth prodigious efforts along the 
same line—the latest one his message to Congress de- 
nouncing the Nazis as pirates for sinking the American 
merchant ship, Robin Moor. 

‘Up to date, however, these efforts have been a com- 
plete failure. The President and his coadjutors have 
failed signally to sell their conception of the war to the 
American people. That conception, derived from the 
late Lord Lothian, is that if Britain goes down, Hitler 
will be able to invade and conquer the United States. 
‘There is abundant evidence that the more the Presi- 
Jent and Cabinet have striven to inflame the public for 
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war, the more public sentiment has turned against the 
war. The reaction against war has been visibly pro- 
nounced since Germany extended the conflict to Rus- 
sia. 

“Only a few days ago such Administration supporters 
as Senator Walter F. George of Georgia, chairman of 
the Senate foreign relations committee, warned the 
President not to venture into an undeclared war without 
consulting Congress, and Rep. Clifton A. Woodrum of 
Virginia, another Democrat, declared against any inter- 
vention in Europe's wars. 

‘Administration leaders make no bones of the admis- 
sion that a declaration of war would not get more than a 
handful of votes today in either house of Congress.” 








Camel’s Schnozzle 


EANWHILE, we have taken over Ice- 
land. Only by the remotest technicality 
is Iceland in the western hemisphere. In 
fact, it would seem that the purely hypo- 
thetical line accepted as dividing the 
western from the eastern hemisphere, in 
other words the twentieth meridian, 

passes pretty much straight down through the center of 

Iceland. However, Mr. Roosevelt’s whole Administra- 

tion is one of “remote” technicalities. We have “occu- 

pied” Iceland, says the official sloppogaramus, as an out- 
post of protection for the Americas, although the first 
accounts printed in the newspapers on the night of the 
7th were unwittingly more candid. ‘‘We have sent our 
navy to take Iceland under the New Deal wing that we 
may the better assist the British Navy in its North At- 
lantic operations.”” In other words, the American Navy 
is thus cooperating with the British Navy that the latter 
may the better promote hostilities against Germany. 

Furthermore, Iceland commands the northern approach 

to the British Isles. It does not command anything of 

the slightest protective value to the United States, since 

a glance at any map will reveal that it is further from 

Iceland to the inhabitable parts of Canada and the Unit- 

ed States than it is directly from continental Europe to 

the United States. 


Now when one navy cooperates to all practical purposes 
with another navy that is actively engaged in hostili- 
ties, the former is prosecuting the war just as much as 
the latter. The fact that the former mayn’t have actual- 
ly fired any guns to the moment, does not alter the mili- 
tary status. 


Senator Wheeler expressed everything when he com- 
mented: ““They—Knox and Stimson—know that they 
can't get a declaration of war by Congress, so they are 
going in by the back door, step by step. They are try- 
ing to trick the American people into war.” 

Senator Vandenberg put it: ‘‘As presented by the Presi- 
dent in his message, a very persuasive case can be made 
for the occupation of Iceland for purely protective pur- 
poses. The chief anxiety will arise from the fact that 
the occupation of Iceland is preceded by the unrepu- 
diated statement of the Secretary of the Navy which 
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would indicate the use of Iceland for totally different 
and totally unacceptable purposes.’ 
> In all of it, of course, we don’t consult the people of Ice- 
land in the slightest. Whether they prefer to be aligned 
with Denmark, the Axis, or the United States, seems to 
- be none of their business—that we should regard. The 
_ Four Freedoms are being brought to Iceland on gun- 
boats. The Administration pleads necessity of possible 
‘ war. So did Hitler when he entered Norway, Holland, 
Denmark and Belgium. However, Hitler is a beast be- 
cause he controls the Hebraic element and so the cases 
’ seem to differ. In the United States the Hebraic ele- 
. ment controls officialdom so anything we do is lily-white. 
Senator George, chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, who has denounced proposals to occupy 
Dakar, the Azores, and the Cape Verde Islands, also 
_ said that he regarded the President's action as ‘a pure- 
ly defensive step, both against any possible invasion and 
- for the protection of the sea lanes across the North At- 
_lantic.”” Following which, the Georgia Senator advanc- 
ed a unique proposition: ‘If the Axis group has noth- 
ing but pacific intentions toward the United States, the 
_. occupation of Iceland by American forces will not oc- 
casion any collision between this country and Ger- 
' many.”

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Father Coughlin 


HOUSANDS of good Americans who 
don't understand the circumstances, de- 
plore the fact that in this most vital inter- 
lude in America's affairs, Father Cough- 
lin has “‘folded up’’ and seems to be mak- 
ing no effort outside of Social Justice to 
assist in the No-War fight. The ignomin- 

ious truth is, that the Royal Oak priest has been silenced 

by his own church authorities and this rather pathetic 

explanation was inserted in Social Justice for May 19— 
‘Father Coughlin wants to remain a priest in good 

standing. If he were a priest in bad standing, his ene- 

mies would say that he was not only anti-Roosevelt, 
anti-Communist and anti-Semitic, but that he was anti- 


Catholic. 


‘Father Coughlin is so circumstanced that he cannot 
remain a priest in good standing unless he submits 
humbly to all the orders which he receives from Arch- 
bishop Mooney. 


‘Most certainly he does not enjoy the freedom of ex- 
pression which Monsignor Ryan enjoys or which thou- 
sands of other priests enjoy. If Father Coughlin en- 
joyed the same freedom which was his several years 
ago, he would be out fighting as Lindbergh is doing. 
Probably he would be the first consignee to a concentra- 
tion camp before he would submit to the passage of the 
Lend-Lease or Convoy Bill. 

‘Under present circumstances, he has no alternative. 
He refuses to speak over the radio if he is forced by his 
superiors to ‘pull his punches.’ "’ 

That is putting responsibility squarely up to Archbishop 
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Mooney insofar as the above public statement goes. But 
the above public statement does not go far enough. 

A story went the rounds about the time Father Cough- 
lin left the air, that a group of New York Jewish bank- 
ing houses had negotiated a sizable loan to the Vatican, 
a condition of which was that the Vatican forthwith 
order the radio priest to stop his broadcasting about 
international bankers. 

The most intimate Catholic circles with which Roll-Call 
is in touch, say that in all fairness to everyone concern- 
ed, the arrangement was not precisely that. They ac- 
credit the more plausible explanation that our State De- 
partment’s resumption of diplomatic relations with the 
Vatican, a la Myron C. Taylor, put Mr. President in a 
position where he could turn thumbs down on the pres- 
ence or conduct of any American Catholic prelate as a 
Vatican representative. Take note that Father Cough- 
lin got the gag shortly after Mr. Taylor's arrival in 
Rome. 

Mr. President and his Kosher Kabinet, it appears, were 
the ones who arranged for the silencing of the Royal 
Oak priest, as proving too much of a thorn in the side 
of the war-making financiers. 

And the resumption of diplomatic relations with the 
Vatican goes back to a Democratic party deal in 1936 
when the present Pope was domiciled here in the Unit- 
ed States. The report had it that the Catholic hierarchy 
made a deal with the Democratic party chieftains to the 
effect that it would put the Catholic vote behind Mr. 
Roosevelt if the diplomatic arrangement was effected 
with the Vatican after Mr. Roosevelt’s election. So 
most of the officials of Father Coughlin’s own church, 
including the present Pope, let him down in the support 
of the Union party. Now they seem to be letting him 
down in his agitation against communism. 

Father Coughlin doesn’t want to be unfrocked. Like ten 
thousand other Americans of calibre he prefers to main- 
tain his silence for the moment till this present stricture 
on a free press and free speech in the United States is 
lifted. Then he will doubtless say plenty. 


Meanwhile, Social Justice continues to be one of the 
outstanding weekly papers of the United States. 






NOTHER militant anti-war women’s or- 
ganization is the one in Detroit, the

‘‘America Sends Bundles for Britain While Bundles 

FROM Britain Flow Back Across Atlantic.” One para- 

graph of a significant dispatch, sent to the Detroit Times 

by Walter Kiernan, I.N.S. correspondent, reads: 

“There is no Bundles for Britain in Canada. Here the 

population is asked to ‘buy British’ rather than to do- 

nate anything and the range of products offered for sale 
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is amazing considering that they come from a country 
at war.” 

Next time LaGuardia, Stimson, Knudsen, Knox, or 
others of the War party ask American citizens to make 
sacrifices for Britain, remember that the hard-headed, 
and cold-hearted, selfish British are conducting Busi- 
ness-as-Usual campaigns in Canada, Australia and all 
countries of South America at our expense, and in some 
instances—many authenticated instances—they are tak- 
ing lend-lease goods secured from soft-hearted Uncle 
Sucker Sam for nothing and selling them in South 
American countries in competition with U. S. firms. 
Coming to Canada from Britain in boxes stamped 
“Britain Delivers the Goods’ and displayed in Cana- 
dian store windows are “hundreds of sweaters of all 
colors and sizes, neatly wrapped and packaged,’ says 
the dispatch. 

“Britain is delivering luxuries as well as staple mer- 
chandise,’ and one huge package case displayed in 
Eaton's store window was stamped ‘‘Convoyed by the 
British Navy’ '—will somebody page Secretary Knox? 
When Britain can use naval vessels to convoy ordinary 
merchandise to Canada, does she need the U. S. Navy? 
Americans have a right to know—Americans should de- 
mand to know! 


That big packing case stamped as being convoyed by 
the British Navy contained ‘“‘service plates and dainty 
figurines from Britain's famous china makers. Five 
and ten cent stores feature British lacework with a 
good-sized table scarf available for 63 cents.” 

For the kosher clothing stores, it seems Business-as- 
Usual—"'Convoyed by the British Navy,’’ of course—is 
quite bully, for the dispatch reads: 

“Tip Top Tailors, Inc., a tailoring chain, has brought in 
approximately $4,000,000 worth of suiting materials, 
indicating that British looms are functioning smoothly. 
In the first 16 months of the war only about one-seventh 
of the material ordered was lost at sea, indicating that 
the British convoy is also working smoothly. 
‘Furniture turned out in Britain’s famous William 
Birch plant at Ipswich continues to arrive in Canada, 
and the Eaton company notes: 


“Even the threat of raids (the crash of bursting bombs) 
can neither hurry nor delay the painstaking carving and 
creating of beautiful furniture.’ 

“To citizens of the United States who think of all-out 
war in terms of complete abandonment of luxuries, and 
of war transportation in terms of troop movements, the 
manufacture and shipping under convoy of furniture, 
Wedgewood plates and toffee seems strange but Cana- 
dians think it not unusual.” 

Next LaGuardia tells us what we must sacrifice for the 
non-sacrifiicing British people, and when Ickes arises to 
speak his gasless Sunday piece, there should come loud 
and raucous cheers starting upstairs in the Bronx and 
lasting in billowing echoes clear across the country to 
San Francisco. 

The same Mothers of the United States of America cir- 
cular reproduces an advertisement of the Custom Tail- 
ors of 6346 Cass Avenue, Detroit, which they say is 
“Opposite General Motors Building’’—it is a real up- 
stage, tophat store. The advertisement is headed: 
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‘Bundles FROM Britain Bring Us Fine New Imported 
Suitings for Spring Showing.’ 

The text of the Detroit store's advertisement says: 
“Britain delivers the goods . . . despite ever-increas- 
ing hazards. We are fortunate to be able to offer you 
—for Spring—distinguished fabrics from England's 
finest mills. Under the circumstances, we urgently 
recommend an early selection of suitings or top-coat- 
ings.” 

Now, what does all the sentimental nonsense of Bundles 
for Britain—and the dozens of other phony tear-jerking 
British-aid organizations—amount to? It boils to the 
cold-blooded proposition of the people of the United 
States paying for Britain’s war while she conducts Busi- 
ness-as-Usual campaigns at our expense and with our 
own lend-lease paid-for products, given by our taxpay- 
ers to the British which they in turn sell in competition 
with our own goods in the Western Hemisphere mar- 
kets. What a sickening swindle! 











Strike Dynamite 


OOMING as a possibility before this evil 
sequence of the New Red Deal runs its 
course and crashes is that we shall face 
the ugly consequences of a general strike, 
instigated by the Reds who have been 
coddled by Washington officialdom 
throughout the Roosevelt regime.

HARGING that a Cleveland woman's 
rights had been violated by Government 
agents, Congressman Martin L. Sweeney 
has declared he would ask for a De- 
partment of Justice investigation and 
may even take the matter before Con- 
gress. The Congressman said that Miss 

Marina Cavoli, 29, of 2533 E. 23d Street, had been 

questioned by secret service agents, fingerprinted and 

photographed because she wrote letters to President 

Roosevelt protesting against America’ s possible partici- 

pation in the war. 

“Five days ago, Sweeney Seclavedl ‘two secret service 

agents went to Miss Cavoli’s home on the pretext they 

were investigating her boss. She is a receptionist for 

a west side dentist. 

“They took her to the Federal Building, where she was 

questioned by Assistant U. S. District Attorney Frank 

Kavanaugh. ey wanted to know why she was writ- 

ing threatening letters to the President. She told them 

she was not writing threatening letters, but was simply 
against war. 

“It certainly looks as if the Gestapo is operating in 

Cleveland when things like this are allowed to go on. 

Why, they even told her they would put her in an insti- 

tution for the feeble-minded if she did not stop writing 

letters to the White House.” 

Kavanagh denied that Miss Cavoli had been threatened. 

‘I told her what the law was and warned her that she 

had come pretty close to violating it, but I decided there 

was no cause for prosecution in her letters. They did 

not contain a direct threat,’ Kavanagh said. 








Cleveland correspondents of Roll-Call report Mrs. Ca- 


voli as saying that at one time in her tilt with the FBI 
men, she exclaimed: ‘“Things have come to a pretty 
pass in this nation when a person can't do their own 
thinking on such matters as war and peace without hav- 
ing to go through this sort of thing.” Whereat one of 
her inquisitors is alleged to have retorted: ‘We'll do 
whatever thinking needs to be done, madam.”’ 


If correctly reported, such an attitude speaks volumes— 
and there is no reason to suspect that the substance of 
he retort was not correct, for Mrs. Cavoli was too riled 
to maliciously fabricate what had occurred. 


The FBI is the police branch of the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration. When it begins to do the thinking for gritty 
American citizens, the duplication of Red Russia is not 
far distant. 
Cleveland is reported as boiling over the incident and J. 
F:dgar Hoover's men have decidedly lost caste. 
Senator Clark has stated publicly that if anyone is in- 
vestigated by the FBI as the result of writing: respect- 
able protests to the President, he will investigate the De- 
partment of Justice. 
At her home ‘today, Miss Cavoli told reporters:

WO WEEKS ago, the interventionists

But the Chris- 
tians and humanitarians who once called on 
us for aid to France now sit complacently 
by and watch her children starve. 


One month we hear that England and 
France will fight to the death against the 
gangster tactics of Germany. The next month we hear that 
the British navy has turned its guns on the French fleet, and 
that French aircraft are dropping bombs on Gibraltar. 


One year a war is declared without consulting America. The 
next year we are told that America is responsible for that war. 
One year we are called “Uncle Shylock,” and the next year 
we are asked for the loan of billions of dollars. 

If we had gone to war a few months ago, France would have 
been with us and Russia would have been on the other side. 
If we go to war now, Russia will be with us, and France may 
be on the other side. 

At the moment, no one seems to be sure whether Japan would 
rather fight Russia, or fight us. Some of our American inter: 
ventionists want to fight Germany, and some want to fight

at peace. As long as our government insists on interfering 

with the affairs of Europe, this confusion will continue. 

It may be a new experience for our generation here in Ameri- 

ca, but confusion is nothing new to the nations of the old 

world, 

Jefferson understood that when he said: 

“They are nations of eternal war.” 

Washington understood it when he warned us against Euro- 

pean entanglements. 


These European wars have been going on for centuries, and 


there is certainly no indication that they will stop now. Every” 


major country in Europe has fought every other major coun- 
try in Europe time and time again. 

In one generation, England and Germany fight France. In 
another generation, France and England fight Germany. First 
we hear that Napoleon is going to conquer the world. 

Then, Stalin constituted our greatest menace. And now it is 
Hitler. But it is interesting to note that the only time this 
country was ever invaded, it was not by Germany, or Russia, 
or France. 


ONFUSION is not an accidental fact in this war. 

the major weapon of the interventionists. They have 
flooded this country with propaganda intended to confuse us— 
propaganda for the purpose of drawing us into war. 


Our press, our radios, our book stalls, and our theaters, are 


full of it. Our news is governed by the formulas of propa- 
ganda more than it is by the factual developments of the war. 
For instance, the news of almost every campaign of the war 
has followed a fixed formula. First, there are headlines of 
German aggression. Then, unlimited aid is promised to the 
attacked nation. Then, for a few days, we are encouraged by 
allied successes, and sOmeone says it is the turning point of 
the war. 


Then, if there are any Allied forces present, they evacuate. 
Then, the defending armies collapse. Finally, an announce- 
ment is made that the campaign was really a victory for the 
British because it upset the time schedule of the German army. 
This is no reflection on the British soldier. He has shown 
great courage; but he has been put in impossible situations, 
and he has been appallingly equipped. 

Try this formula on the campaigns to date and see how many 
it fits. Try it on Poland, Norway, Holland and Belgium, 
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France, Jugoslavia and Greece. Try it on the Russian cam- 


paign when it is over. 


ERE IN America, all news that will create support for 

England is exaggerated; all news that will not is sup- 
pressed. A refugee who steps from the gangplank and advo- 
cates war is acclaimed as a defender of freedom. A native- 
born American who opposes war is called a fifth columnist. 


There is another propaganda formula, a more fundamental 
one, that you can apply to all the news you read about this 
war. It is that the British position must be good enough to 
make us think that England will eventually win, and bad 
enough to persuade us to assist her. 


If the British position appears too good, we may not lease and 
lend with sufficient generosity. If it appears too bad, we may 


- think it necessary to concentrate on our own defenses. 
It is - 


If these propaganda formulas are successful in misleading the 
American people, we will enter the war. On the other hand, 
if our people understand the facts behind this propaganda, our 
entrance into the war is unlikely. 


Let us look at some of these facts. Let us take the salient 
facts in the latest turn of the war, the Russian-German con- 
flict. 

You remember that the relationship between Germany and 
Russia had been close to the breaking point for years before 
the conference at Munich in 1938. Russia was not even rep- 
resented at that conference. 

When I was in Czechoslovakia in September, 1938, I saw 
Russian bombing planes on Czech air fields—bombers that had 
been sent to fight Germany if she invaded Czechoslovakia. 


ie eee YOU ever stopped to think why war did not break 
out between Russia and Germany at that time? Have 
you ever stopped to realize that Russia and Germany would 
have been at each other’s throats two years ago had it not been 
for the interventionist interference of England and France? 
This conflict between Germany and Russia, which the inter- 
ventionists all applaud now, would have taken place then if 
only they had shown a little more insight. The German 
armies were prepared to march eastward; but what happened ? 
Did the interventionists welcome such a move then as they do 
now? They did not. They beguiled Poland into a futile war. 
and when Germany turned East they attacked her in the West 
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Instead of pushing her onto Russia, they drew the German 
onslaught to their own countries. They postponed the inevi- 
table conflict between Russia and Germany, and forced instead 
a conflict between Germany, France and England—a conflict 
for which France and England were completely unprepared. 
Have you ever stopped to consider what interventionist lead- 
ership has done to this world, and how ineffective and disas- 
trous it has been? 

Intervention with sanctions in the war between Italy and Abys- 
sinia did not save Abyssinia; it simply threw Italy into Ger- 
many’s open arms. 

Intervention by England and France in the war between Ger- 
many and Poland did not save Poland; it postponed the war 
between Germany and Russia, and brought the defeat of 
France and the devastation of England. 

The attitude of American interventionists toward Japan forced 
that country, too, into the arms of the Axis. If they had had 
their way, Germany would be fighting us today instead of Rus- 
sia. 

The record of the interventionists has been a record of abject 
failure. They cannot point to a single important instance of 
success in connection wtih this war. 

I was in Siberia in 1931, and in western Russia in 1933 and 
1938. I made a number of trips through Germany in 1936, 
1937, and 1938. I lived for two years in England; and for 
one year in France. 

When I speak of Europe, I speak from first-hand knowledge 
of conditions there. As you know, I have opposed a military 
alliance between the United States and England. 

If the question had arisen I would have opposed even more 
strongly a military alliance between the United States and 
Germany. But I tell you that I would a hundred times rather 
see my country ally herself with England, or even with Ger- 
many with all of her faults, than with the cruelty, the godless- 
ness and the barbarism that exist in Soviet Russia. 

An alliance between the United States and Russia should be op- 
posed by every American, by every Christian, and by every 
humanitarian in this country. 

The fundamental point is that we do not want to ally our- 
selves with Russia, or Germany, or England, or with any for- 
eign power that seeks to embroil us in the quarrels and chaos 
of Europe. 

We do not want to fight for the Russian way of life, or the 
German way of life, or the English way of life, or any way 
of life except our own. 

Men and women of California, why should the United States 
of America be divided by these eternal European wars? Why 
should the question ever arise as to whether we will fight for 
England, or France, or Germany, or Russia? 

We in America descend from every one of those nations. We 
will never agree among ourselves as to the rights and wrongs 
of their quarrels. 

But there is one thing upon which we can agree, upon which 
we are not divided, and that is that we are ready to fight for 
America if the need should ever arise. 


Why dissipate our unity and strength here at home in an at- 
tempt to force us into another European war? Why give up 
an impregnable position in America for a hazardous and un- 
tenable position in Europe? 

Why bring to this country the chaos, the intolerance, and the 
hatred that will inevitably come with a foreign war? 

‘"o one has attempted to attack us, and if we prepare ourselves 
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properly no one will be in a position to attack us. It is not 
a question of whether Hitler would like to invade America. 
It is not a question of trusting promises that may be broken. 


I never have, and I do not now, recommend basing the security 
of our nation on the promises of any man, or any foreign gov- 
ernment. 

The point is that if we prepare intelligently, regardless of 
promises, or treaties, or anything that may be done in Europe, 
this country is strong enough and able enough to take care of 
itself, 


We have taken care of ourselves when we were far weaker 
than we are today, and we can do so again. The real defeat- 
ist in America is the man who says that this nation cannot 
survive alone . 


The United States is at a crossroad in its history. The war 
party advocates that we give up the independence our fore- 
fathers won, and that we merge our destiny again with the 
nations of the old world, taking on our shoulders all the wars 
and quarrels and problems that have been theirs for a thou- 
sand years. 

We, on this platform, represent people who believe in an in- 
dependent destiny for America. We have banded together to 
form the America First committee, which stands firmly in op- 
position to the war party and intervention. 

Our principles are open and clear. We stand for a unified na- 
tion behind an impregnable defense and an independent destiny 
for America. If you believe in these principles, we ask you 
to join our committee. 

The crisis is here, and we need your support, that we may 
pass on to our children the free and independent American 
heritage we received from our forefathers. 


The Great Betrayal 


HAT AMERICA is fighting to uphold Godless and ruth- 
less Communism is, to millions of Americans, incompre- 
hensible. That America, after its present leaders have de- 
clared many times that this country is fighting dictatorship, 
would plan to aid the world’s monumental atheist, Josef Stalin, 
is, to millions of God-fearing Americans, almost beyond be- 
lief. 
For the past two decades Communism has plotted world revo- 
lution; for the past twenty years its agents in this country 
have plotted, and openly advocated, the overthrow of the Unit- 
ed States Government by force.

Nobody in his senses finds the slightest pleasure in agitating 
against this race because it is a race, or because it is different 
form other races around it.

‘When a gang so clever has ensconced itself in such im- 
pregnable power, how can the hapless minority ever 
hope to get anything done about it?” 
“Roosevelt will do what he wants to do, anyhow, and 
with a majority in Congress, how can we halt him with- 
out an overturn of government?”

extract a few New-Deal fish-hooks from his breeches 
and acknowledge that any Constitution of any State is 
only as sacrosanct as the people insist that it shall be. 
Second, we are not due to ‘get into the war sooner or 
later’’ and by the Lord Harry we are by no means in it 
now—excepting as the Chief Executive cynically ignores 
public opinion and sets himself up as supreme arbiter 
over the nation instead of functioning as its head public 
servant. And if he does that, how is he any better for 
seizing unwarranted power in the United States in peace 
time than Hitler was for seizing unwarranted power in 
Denmark, Holland or Belgium in war time 

Third, things have not gone so far, and we're ‘“‘not in too 
deep” to avert universal catastrophe. To admit they 
have is to concede that this is a world in which evils can- 
not be corrected and that the United States constitutes 
one problem which has no human solution. 

Fourth, the group that has ensconced itself in power is 
not so impregnable that the purposeful minority can't 
do plenty about it—if it but recognize that its own num- 
bers are greater by tens of thousands. 


Fifth, Roosevelt may try to do what he wants to do, or 
what his family of Hitler-haters recommend that he do 
to adjust their racial grievances, but if his power derive 
from a Congressional majority, then 266 men are re- 
sponsible for the nation's dilemma and 130 millions of 
citizens consider them Untouchables. 


Sixth, Hitler will not take us with ships, stukas, fifth 
columnists or economic competition, because if the war 
ended tomorrow he would have twenty years of the 
hardest kind of toil to organize and stabilize what he 
has already seized and brought beneath the jurisdiction 
of the Reich. He would only bother with more expendi- 
ture of blood and treasure in this western hemisphere 
as frustrated Judaists poke and prod him into retaliatory 
action, in order that his achievements of the past eight 
years may not be jeopardized.

| When saoble arose in ve Arthur just after the un of " 
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the century, bringing on the Russo-Japanese War, the 
Elder Statesmen in Nippon were the last to suspect that 
international Jewish banking houses of London and New 
York had clandestinely provoked that war to take out 
their spleen on the Czar whom they hated and proposed 
eventually to overthrow. 

When the war drew toward its close with Nippon ex- 
hausted and the troops of the Czar the obvious victors, 
it was to the United States and specifically the American 
President, Theodore Roosevelt, that the Japanese turned 
' for mediation and settlement of peace. 

Out of the Portsmouth conference Japan emerged tri- 
umphant, not suspecting again that Theodore Roosevelt, 
acting at the behest of ‘“‘his dear friend, Mr. Loeb,’’ had 
maneuvered to see, in the interest of the world’s Jews, 
that Russia got the short end of it. Nippon felt deeply 
grateful to the United States and the “‘solicitous’’ Ameri- 
can Executive. 

These same international banking interests had acted to 
install the Japanese currency system after bringing her 
finances out of chaos. When Nippon needed big loans 
to prosecute the war and later to recoup its losses, the 
house of Kuhn, Loeb & Company floated her securities. 
The Nipponese, in their naive way, assumed that such 
services were demonstrations of American altruism. It 
never dawned on them at the time that they may have 
been used as cat’s-paws to pull Jewish chestnuts out of 
the fire and get Japan to injure Russia as the Jews could 
not accomplish otherwise for themselves. 


EVEN down to the World War’s outbreak and after, 


Japan scarcely suspected the existence of a world 
super-government whose ends she was secretly serving 
as its leaders pulled the diplomatic or financial strings 
from Paris, London or Washington. In fact, not until 
Hitler began publicizing the Jewish Control and Japan 
suddenly understood the motivations of the brutalities 
of “‘Russian’’ Communism right at her Chinese back 
door, did the unsophisticated Nipponese learn that there 
was a force in charge of world affairs that they had not 
previously suspected. 

It took the China War, and the aggressive behavior of 
the world’s banking Jews in support of Nippon’s ene- 
mies to disillusion the Mikado’s people—and particular- 
ly their leaders—and start them probing throughout 
other nations to ascertain just what this Jewish Question 
was, and how the kosher Internationalists performed. 
Meantime, while Japanese agents investigated this un- 
suspected Jewish control in the Occident and Hitler 
went on from success to success without Yiddish kibit- 
zers to gum up operations, the China government be- 
gan to get atrocious help from the nations under Jewish 
domination. Roosevelt began to inveigh against aggres- 
sor nations and imply that Japan should be quarantined. 
The Asiatic fight against Bolshevism degenerated into 
a purposeful opposition from all peoples who declared 
themselves “democracies."’ Japan began to suspect this 
‘democracy’ gag and later to understand it. Her agents 
went home and reported on their findings as regarded 
the Yiddish domination of America, England, France, 
and most of the smaller coutries of Europe. 

It will do Jewish anti-defamation publicists no good to 
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screech denials of these facts, or say that anti-semitism 
would not have started spreading through the Orient if 
it hadn't been for Nazi propaganda from Germany or 
Pelley'’s “nasty little leaflets’’ from the United States. 
The Japanese employed their own investigators and 
made their own examinations throughout a dozen for- 
eign countries. And by no means were they inhibited by 
Christian tolerances. They went after the facts—and 
got them! 

Japan began to see clearly what America did not—and 
has not seen to the current moment—that Judaism and 
communism were synonymous and that Hitler had been 
so right that the realization was painful—so very painful 
in fact, that Japan had to do something about it or lose 
her war against Jewish-supported China . . 


T WAS this ultimate realization that brought about the 
appointment of the Konoye Cabinet and the joining 
of Nippon with the Axis. It was not so much that the 
Japanese desired to ape Hitler or induct a Fascist econ- 
omy into the Flowery Kingdom. Japan’s leaders had 
come face to face with the reality of the Jewish world- 
control and had to do something about it to save their 
national existence. But the first attempts to deal with 
the problem, as the revelations of the China War had in- 
troduced it, was only in the nature of an experiment. 
Nippon was feeling her way for the first time outside of 
Hebraic supervision. Furthermore, even her own states- 
men were abruptly appalled when they turned up oppo- 
sition from Nippon’s vast financial, industrial, and ship- 
ping interests and discovered how deeply the Jewish con- 
trol had become ensconced. Great firms like Mitsui & 
Company with connections among Rothschild cartels all 
over the world, used every power and ruse at their com- 
mand to unseat the men who had only Nippon’s well- 
being at heart. 
Furthermore, all the major nations still operating under 
the kosher-dominated system, began to square off and 
inveigh against Japan, giving every aid and comfort to 
her enemies. Chief among these, of course, were Britain 
and the United States. Roosevelt and his colleagues be- 
came especially poisonous. Nippon simply refused to 
continue doing the bidding of the international financiers 
operating through the Bank of England and the Federal 
Reserve System and was paying the price. The Roose- 
veltians, ‘tis said, exacted a price of two millions of 
dollars in settlement of the Panay incident. Japan be- 
gan to appreciate the reality of the Jewish control from 
bitter experience. The English and American govern- 
ments were demonstrating in whose interest they were 
working. The leaders of Japan started going anti-Semitic 
in a big way. Sooner or later a Cabinet was bound to 
come that handled Japan's opposition to the whole of it 
without gloves. To continue with the Jewish control 
was to condone Bolshevism—in fact, Matsuoka found 
himself involved in such an arrangement when he had 
negotiated the pact with Stalin. He did it, of course, in 
the hope that it might lessen Russia's aid to the Red 
Chinese, as well as mitigate the treatment that Japan 
was receiving from the Jewish-directed United States 
and Great Britain. But that was while Hitler had a sim- 
ilar working arrangement with Stalin. When Hitler dis- 
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covered that that Stalin pact was worthless, that Stalin 
was using it as a means for edging into Europe and that 
it was truly a sort of compromise with World Jewry, and 
turned his troops on the Communists, Japan had to fol- 
low suit. The fall of the first Konoye Cabinet occurred 
deliberately to make way for a realistic struggle with the 
forces of world spoliation. Now the army and navy men 
are in command. They entertain no illusions about the 
masters of England and America, and are prepared to 
““go the whole hog” in crushing this cartel for world 
power. That envisions an England and United States 
that are one unit for all practical purposes, doing the 
bidding of the frustrated Rothschilds. Insofar as Japan 
is concerned, Union-Now has already taken place and 
the Americans have surrendered their country to the 
pro-Jewish aristocracy of Britain. Japan is determined 
to crush Bolshevism as a perpetual threat to Shintoism 
and if that means dealing realistically with Britain and 
the United States as well as Russia, that is too bad—for 
Britain and the United States. 

Anyhow, Japan is awakened as well as aroused, at last, 
and if trouble comes between this nation and Nippon, it 
will not necessarily be because of the Hitler influence. 
It will be due to Japan's discovery, more or less on her 
own account, that any nations or governments that are 
Jewish dominated will espouse communism as a matter 
of course, for as Rabbi Wise once frankly announced, 
**Judaism and Communism are synonymous.” 

Japan will square off to the United States because she 
has every reason for believing that the government of 
this country is secretly communistic—a truth that seems 
to be known to the nationals of every land but our own. 
When such truth is voiced in this country, the voicers 
are quickly investigated by congressional committees, or 
smeared by the Walter Winchells, or prosecuted under 
various devices of the law and sent to jail. 

There seems to be only one way of rescuing this nation 
from an early embroilment with the new leaders of Nip- 
pon and that is to convince them that fundamentally the 
United States is quite as anti-Semitic as any other nation 
and that union with Britain is by no means the accom- 
plishment that the British propagandists are shouting 
from the world’s roof-tops. 

Whether this can be achieved in time to do any good in 
the Far East is problematical. 


It is a fact, gathered from a reliable survey of the whole 
country and reported by readers of this journal, that 
surrender of the United States to Britain—insofar as the 
rank and file of our native population is concerned—has 
by no means been made. The wholesome truth is, that 
the Union-Now proposal was never more sour since it 
was projected, than it is at this present moment. Never 
has there been such widespread dissatisfaction with the 
Roosevelt regime and policies as maintains at this date 
over this tragically-involved nation. Never has resent- 
ment flamed so high over the entanglement of this coun- 
try in the English-Russian debacle. But repudiation of 
the Administration by wildcat attempts to embarrass 
the government in present war policies, can only prove 
abortive. The Administration itself, by practically every 
move it makes, is only drawing the rope tighter about its 
own neck. Probably it will require some drastic devel- 
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opment like the Japanese crisis and its aggressive after- 
math, to show the American people what the Hate-Hitler 
mania on the part of its publicists and public officials has 
let them in for. 

Of course, what the nation needs more than all else to- 
day, is the type of Executive who is not above praying 
to the Almighty for guidance as Washington is reported 
to have prayed in the snow at Valley Forge. However, 
if this nation had been led over the past dozen years by 
the type of statesmen who bethought to pray at all—in 
the snow or anywhere else—it never would be at its 
present pass anyhow. 

The week's development in the Japanese situation, how- 
ever, is going to create plenty more headaches for the 
Roosevelt administration, and hasten instead of retard 
a show-down on the foreign-entanglement situation in 
Washington. 

If Japan’s new military Cabinet decides not to let the 
Jewish-dominated ‘‘democracies’’ push Nippon around 
any longer in the interest of perpetuating their Hitler- 
extermination program on the continent, the United 
States may find herself involved in an oriental conflict 
six thousand miles from her base of supplies, overnight. 
Then good-bye Aid to Britain! 

The embattled Americans are going to demand that their 
armaments be conserved at home to win that conflict, 
not be poured into the British-Russian maw on the off- 
chance of preserving Winston Churchill's racket. 

If such a conflict reveals just how badly American re- 


‘sources have been depleted already, and the Americans 


proceed to get sore about it, Aid to Britain will be ended 
over-night. 

Yes, surrender to Britain has by no means been accom- 
plished, and thanks to Japan, perhaps it never will be! 
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“ Without a Shot 
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VIDENCE continues to accumulate con- 
firming that many of the proposals ad- 
vanced in the name of national defense 
are sinister devices instead for sabotag- 
ing business and industry in this country 
to benefit British and Canadian cartels. 
For instance, it is now well known that 

the British increased their exports to Central and South 
America by more than ten percent in September, Oc- 
tober and November of 1940, according to U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce reports, which information leaked 
through to the press. That Department of Commerce 
leak has now been stopped and it is difficult to secure 
figures on later British exports.

The New York Journal-American, June 28, 1941, said 


that ‘‘the government has compelled the nation’s air- 
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lines to surrender |15 ships, or 32 percent of all avail- 
able equipment. 

“Yet, in puzzling contrast to these demands for ships, 
is the evidence gathered by Col. Edgar S. Gorrell, presi- 
dent of the Air Transport Association of America. 

“The Air Transport Association of America said that 
about ‘200 Hudson bombers, made by Lockheed, are 
lying idle on airfields and even in vacant lots in New 


York, Miami, New Orleans and Burbank, California.’ "’ 


These ships were made for British bombing but have 
not been moved for six weeks and more. And at an- 
other point, this: 

‘Photographs have been taken of these idle bombers 
and also of surrendered airline planes which were claim- 
ed by the Government six weeks ago and have not been 
used since. Although American airline groups, in sur- 
rendering their best planes, have been forced to discon- 
tinue many regular flights and have admitted the pas- 
sengers’ margin of safety may be decreased, Canadian 
airlines have expanded and a completely new outfit, 
Trans-Canada, has come into being. 


‘* ‘It seems peculiar,’ one airline official stated, ‘that we 
are called upon to cut deeply into our passenger serv- 
ice when England is managing to keep so many of its 
commercial lines open. 

** ‘Recently, although several American companies were 
trying to obtain an okay on this route, Trans-Canada, a 
Canadian airline firm, received ships and permission for 
the run from Toronto to New York. They now have in- 
creased to 3 round trips daily. They, at least, have the 
ships to do it.” 

John T. Flynn in his July 7th column stated that when 
the | 2 transport planes recently demanded by the Wash- 
ington kommissars for transfer to Britain are turned 
over, the British will have either in England or in the 
United States a total of 103 American commercial 
planes taken from our commercial airlines. 


Consider that 200 Lockheed bombers built for Britain 
are kicking around U. S. airfields and vacant lots, and 
then note Mr. Flynn’s decidedly mild complaint: 

“Here is a policy which is deliberately crippling not 
merely the growth but the actual present status of our 
own commercial airlines.” 


Then comes insult added to injury as revealed by Mr. 
Flynn, as well as by the Air Transport Association of 
America. Mr. Flynn says: 

“Since this policy of delivering American commercial 
planes to England has started, this country has been 
delivering commercial planes to Canada for use in com- 
mercial aviation. Yet, so far as is reported, none of 
these planes is being taken from Canada to send to the 
British. 


‘Here is a question that calls for an answer. The Pan- 
American Airways operates an airline to Europe. Now 
it is proposed to permit Britain to operate another air- 
line between the United States and London. And it is 
proposed to have the Pan-American turn over some of 
its huge Boeing clippers. The pretty part of this is that 
these Boeing clippers belonged to Pan-American Air- 
ways and it was forced to turn them over to the Eng- 
lish company. They will now be operated in competi- 
tion with Pan-American Airways. 
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“One effect of all this is that the fleet of our American 
commercial planes has been cut 25 percent by these 
transfers to Britain.” 

Mr. Flynn says ‘“‘there is a whole lot more to this,’ and 
suggests rather pointedly ‘‘that Congress should have a 
look at it.”’ 

Thus two things have happened and continue to happen: 
First, the U. S. national defense forces are stripped of 
necessary bombing and fighter planes, and second—well, 
let Mr. Flynn tell us: 

“If the war stopped tomorrow it would find America 
poorer in air power and in commercial air facilities than 
when it started and Britain immeasurably greater.”’ 

Just who is subverting the Government of the United 
States? Webster's dictionary defines treason as the ‘‘of- 
fense of attempting by overt acts to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of the state, to which the offender owes al- 
legiance,"’ and our Constitution—unfortunately—in 
Article III, Section 3, gives too limited a definition of 
treason which shall consist ‘‘only in levying war against” 
the United States, “or in adhering to their enemies, giv- 
ing aid and comfort to them.” 

How about gutting the resources and assets of the na- 
tion as a whole, in another country’s favor—particularly 
a country that has been a trade rival for 150 years? 
Obviously, the Founding Fathers could never foresee 
the time when the highest officials in the U. S. Govern- 
ment would sell out the entire nation to a foreign power 
and call it national defense. According to Roosevelt 
Administration’s definition the British are not our 
enemies, but our friends—perhaps the next Fireside 
Chat should begin with the touching salutation: ‘Our 
Friends !|—" 

And yet which nation today constitutes the greatest 
threat to the sovereignty of the United States—Germany 
or Great Britain? 

Germany has never made a hostile move against us. 
Britain is striking at the nation’s financial and indus- 
trial heart! 








Union Never! 


RIME MINISTER Winston Churchill, if 
London dispatches be interpreted prop- 
erly, implies that it is only up to the 
English people, whether or not Federal 
Union with Britain becomes a reality. 
The Prime Minister stupidly ignores 
how the great rank and file of Ameri- 

cans may be feeling upon the subject. When Rupert 

de la Bere, Member of Parliament, recently declared 

in the House of Commons that the English people did 

not want any such union—now or at any time in fu- 

ture—his words were met with cries of “Shame!” and 

‘“Nonsense!”’ | 

In a verbal tilt between Bere and the Prime Minister, 

the latter snapped: “So great a change could not be 

brought about without the fullest public and _ pazrlia- 
mentary discussion beforehand.” 

But, one might ask, what about the American people? 

Is this union with Britain merely an academic decision 
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to be made as between the English people and Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt? What true-blooded American wants 
his country to become a part of the British Empire? 
What real American wants his flag changed? Certain- 
ly there must have been conferences, to have such a 
matter reach the floor of the House of Commons. Dur- 
ing the flare between Churchill and Bere, the latter 
asked if Churchill “could give any assurance that the 
government would not formulate a plan for Federal 
= without a mandate from the whole British peo- 
ple?” 

The Britishers obviously cannot conceive of a situation 
where any other government under the sun would not 
want to rush into John Bull's arms and become a 
member of his family of dependents, if offered the 
chance. But the history of the proposal since 1917 
shows that higher-bracket Englishmen are keener to 
have this amalgamation take place than they were at 
the time of the first World War. 

At that time the Creel committee was engaged at the 
job of “selling the war’’ to the American people through 
the newspapers. It was also their task to sell the Yan- 
kee effort to British newspapers and try to coordinate 
the war efforts of the English and Americans to make 
popular the sacrifices which the Internationalists knew 
the two peoples would be called to endure. 

Charles Edward Russell had charge of this coordination 
in Great Britain. Listen to his report to Creel in 
1918— 

*‘T don’t see much use in trying to cut a wide swath 
here anyway, even if it could be done. We are not 
getting much into the British newspapers and never 
will get much. . . . The British are not interested in 
bringing about a closer working understanding with 
America for the winning of the war. .. . What they 
want and are well obsessed about is a permanent An- 
glo-Saxon alliance. We have had two dinners of news- 
paper editors and proprietors for the purpose of discus- 
sing best ways to make Great Britain acquainted with 
America’s efforts in the war, and both have drifted off 
into discussions of the best way to form an enduring 
Anglo-Saxon league to control the world.” 

Great Britain, it was to be assumed, wanted to control 
the world through an alliance with the United States 
even twenty-three years ago; the United States of 
course, to be the minor partner in such league, and 
thereby forever keep other peoples under their subjec- 
tion. Quite jolly arrangement, don't you think? 








Cheer for China 


ON’T BE too sanguine over the swift 
termination of the Nazi-Russian war. 
Hitler's troops may crack the Stalin 
Line and even capture Leningrad, Mos- 
cow, and Kiev. But ten to one you will 
thereupon see Stalin and his Red mur- 
derers withdraw east of the Urals and 

set up their government in Asiatic Russia. From that 

point they will court the aid of millions of Bolshevist 
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Chinese. European Russia may be lost to them, but 
not the ‘democracy’ of such oriental personages as 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

The real issue determining the outcome of the war will 
then be, how far the Jewish Bolshevists under Stalin 
can rely upon China's man power to fight their fight on 
the guerrilla basis with United States’ help. For the 
Roosevelt Cabinet will help the Chinese Bolshevists 
with all aid in its power.

S° LET us see this Union Now chicane for exactly 
what it is. To declare that without fullest Ameri- 
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can support, Great Britain is on her last legs and in 
process of collapse, is worse than imbecility—for the 
British Empire, in the throes of the claimed extinguish- 
ment, has three times the population, three times the 
wealth and six times the land area of the western Re- 
public whose help is sought so frantically.

F WASHINGTON newspaper accounts be 
reported accurately, the President by a 
wave of his two-foot cigarette holder 
abolished hemisphere lines as between 
east and west in a recent press conference” 
and cheerfully acknowledged that United 
States men, materials and money might be 
constructing fortifications for the British in northern 
Ireland. ‘“‘It’s all perfectly legal," was his contention. 
Just the day before, his Secretary of the Navy had given 
the famous Shoot Order to American naval vessels en- 
gaged in helping the British in the North Atlantic and 
around the coasts of Iceland. That seemed to be all 
legal, likewise. It amounts to the United States’ going 
to war alongside the British sea power—and yet we 
are not at war officially, because the American people 
are 90 percent against the war as a citizenry and would 
not vote it. 
It has been said that exactly fifty men could be named 
as the protagonists, sponsors, and promoters of the ne- 
farious New Deal and pro-British policies now plaguing 
America. Restrain those fifty men from any further 
maneuvers in national policy-making, and America’s 
troubles woul dclear up in six months. 


The Fifty Men have thereby achieved everything that 
they desire, however, without taking that 90 percent 
of protesting citizens into account. They have Ameri- 
can industry concentrating on all-out aid to Britain. 
ey have seven billions of American money put be- 
hind the British Government. Now they have the 
United States Navy operating in closest liasion with the 
British Navy—under the latter's command. 
What more could be realized were the United States in 
the conflict by Congressional enactment? 
All of it is a tricky scrambling of the resources, military 
forces and governments of the two countries into one. 
It couldn't be done in broad daylight, with the whole 
American people looking on and the declaration made 


frankly and officially. But there is one more step for 
the Fifty Men to take. 


Should social upheaval arise in either England or the 
United States in righteous indignation over such means 
of gaining their objective, the commingling of the man 
power of the two nations would not be without its por- 
tent. 

It is inconceivable that if the common people of the two 
nations — England and the United States — finally 
reached the breaking point over the tricks and feints 
performed by their leaders to amalgamate the two na- 
tions, that American soldiers would assist with en- 
thusiasm in curbing their own fathers, brothers and rela- 
tives. Neither should it be expected that a nation of 
frenzied Englishmen, wanting the whole mad war to 
halt, would receive much non-sympathetic pushing 
about at the hands of British Tommies who were their 
own flesh and blood and recruited from the ranks of the 
same humble folk thus endeavoring to mitigate their 
sufferings. 

But if the soldiery of the two nations could be jockeyed 
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to such an extent that American conscripts be transport- 
ed to Britain in sizable numbers—under the excuse that 
Britain does not have enough man power over there to 
face Hitler—and British soldiers transported over here 
into the United States, either via Canada or as a mere 
exchange of military courtesies, then the situation in the 
two countries for the purposes of the Fifty Men decided- 
ly looks up. 

American conscripts transported to Britain and depend- 
ing on the rulers of that country for eats while in serv- 
ice there, could not do otherwise than carry out the com- 
mands of the Fifty Men to forcibly curb the British peo- 
ple, while British Tommies over here in the United 
States would be in the same predicament and facing the 
same necessities on this side of the Atlantic. 

Americans who passed their twenty-first birthdays quite 
some time ago and who are not at all bamboozled by the 
Union Now trickeries, can easily envision a few months 
more of this scrambling of official eggs as between the 
British and American military, and the realization of 
foreign bodies of troops in each country by no means 
sympathetic with the protesting rank and file. 

The effects would be the lodgment of great bodies of 
non-native mercenaries in each country, in the dilemma 
of having to obey orders or confronting no means of 
eating or getting home, that would function as a super 
or “‘international’’ police force to konk disorders of every 
description that might tend in the slightest regard to up- 
set the authority of the Fifty Men in whichever country 
exercised. 

Watch, therefore, for one of these scrambling-steps to 
come presently which advances the proposal of swapped 
bodies of troops. 








Brassy Formula 


NE OF these days it will begin to dawn on 
the American people that the Fifty Men 
who are making the United States over 
—into an Israelite-British union—pro- 
ceed to a formula. 

Let us say thnt they envision some par- 

ticularly audacious step they wish to ac- 
complish. They wish to propose some departure so 
radically un-American that it would bring an indictment 
upon them for treason if times were normal. But times 
are not normal and they are reasonably certain that they 
have worn down the American people to a point where 
there is not much fight left in them. 

Taking note of this, their formula recommends that their 

executive and legislative spokesmen double the audac- 

ity of the proposal or ‘request.’ That is to say, they 
demand twice what they ever expect to get. Then they 
send this demand to Capitol Hill, or they have a Cabinet 

Secretary blast it upon the air in a radio speech. 

Tired out by attrition or no, the public is properly horri- 

fied or indignant. The opposition in Congress rises in 

wrath. Editorials appear in all the newspapers con- 
demning what is being sought. Senators Wheeler, Nye, 

Johnson, and others, give scathing interviews to the 
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newspapers. One would imagine, to hear the rant and 
roar, that the proposal was fated to die a-borning. 

But it does not die. The President pulls a Fabian step 
backward and makes it appear that, after all, the point 
is not of importance at the moment. That is exactly 
when it is of importance—when the President says oth- 
erwise. 

Because what is thereby put into action is compromise. 
As for the rant and roar, the callous and cynical Fifty 
Men know that they can expect just about so much 
blowing off of steam by the outraged Gentiles, but that 
after all, it won’t amount to much besides talk. Given 
a chance to blow off steam, to speak their minds, to 
damn and castigate, the rank and file will come around 
to the thinking of the Fifty Men because there's noth- 
ing left for them to do. 

So the compromise goes into effect, and, with barnacles 
of amendments, the wanted legislation—some of it pure 
sovietism in its character—becomes inexorable law. 

Of course, the Fifty Men can get anything out of a 
stooge Congress and a bedeviled people who can do 
nothing but rant and roar, if they—the Fifty Men— 
only proceed adroitly enough, a step at a time, and give 
all appearance of compromising and bargaining through- 
out the whole nefarious program. 

Nobody on Capitol Hill, or in the newspaper columns, 
bethinks to recommend tossing the dastardly project out 
upon its head and instituting impeachment measures for 
the men thus engaged in torpedoing the Republic. What- 
ever the President and the Administration recommend, 
must have all respectful attention and be the subject of 
compromise, no matter how evil or disastrous it may be 
in character. 

Thus we have had the original conscription proposal, 
the first step of which was to get our boys pulled out of 
private life and into the army camps for just one year 
of training. And solemnly and honestly they were not to 
be thus drawn off and trained to go outside the United 
States to fight—cross Mr. Roosevelt's heart, nossir! 

On such a proposal—step one—the conscription act 
went over. The drawings began and the boys started 
to camp. Okay. The conscription act becomes an ac- 
cepted sixpence in the minds of American fathers and 
mothers. 

With that achieved, comes step two. 

The Army Chief of Staff rises up and says that really, 
it was a mistake for the Chief Executive to promise what 
he did; that with Mr. Hitler winning such successes 
abroad, the boys must be drawn from private life and 
kept in camps indefinitely, and by no means should that 
limitation of fighting only on American soil—or at least 
in the Western Hemisphere — maintain. The boys 
should be retained for as long as the Fifty Men may have 
need of them in their quarrel with Hitler and they shall 
have no say as to where they shall fight. They shall 
even fight in China if the Fifty Men think it advisable. 
So we have the Presidential promises tossed into the 
trash-can and we find ourselves quibbling over what 
does or doesn’t constitute the Western Hemisphere. 


The point is, that the formula of the Fifty Men has been

Unholy Spectacle 


HE PICTURE in the Sunday papers of a 
Jackson, Michigan, farmer setting fire 
to his windrows of ripened wheat in 
wrath at the flats of the agricultural 
kommissariat of the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration—and this at a time when mil- 
lions of Americans are still going hun- 

gry under the New Deal brand of economy—shrieks to 
high heaven for the Almighty to take note of the trav- 
esty being pursued in the name of democracy and prof- 
its. Throughout the whole Middle West the farmers 
are revolting at the 49c wheat penalty, only a fraction 
of their protestings reaching announcement in the pub- 
lic press. 
One wonders, of course, with this sort of thing breed- 
ing anarchy of a kind, why the Administration doesn't 
do something about it. But the explanation should be 
simple. 
Like the strikes permitted in defense industries, a situa- 
tion is thereby created where the Federal kommissars 
can step in and confiscate the property of such recalci- 
trants. 
Let this wheat-destroying program go far enough, and 
kosher Washington will seem to have every excuse to 
move in on the nation’s farmers, as Stalin and his breed 
moved in on the recalcitrant Russian kulaks, oust them 
from their acres and throw the whole into the syndi- 
cated-farm proposition so dearly beloved as a peasant 
system by the refugee brand of economists. 

There is only one fly in the ointment insofar as the 

American situation is concerned. 

American farmers throughout the great Middle West are 

not numbskull Russian peasants. 


If they proceed into open revolt against the Roosevelt- 
ians, they are entirely likely to constitute a graver men- 
ace to kosher officialdom than anything turned up to 
date in the line of Nazi fifth-columnism. Farmers in 
furious assemblies throughout Indiana and Illinois ase 
not only booing the President but threatening to beat 
up or tar and feather agents of the Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

Merely placating them by negation of an offensive 
penalizing statute, won't suffice to pacify them this 
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time. The New-Deal Commies have gone 
too far. 

While these Commies are throwing this na- 
tion into State Socialism, the Triple A has 
the effrontery to send speakers into Indiana 
to tell the farmer that “he can handle the 
threat of national socialism if we can work 
together in a single-minded purpose.” 

That bosh was thrown out to the farmers at 
Columbus, while at Noblesville, about fifty 
miles northward, the AAA was exacting a 
49-cent penalty on wheat which was grown 
to feed the charity inmates of the county 
farm. Hamilton County, of which Nobles- 
ville is the county seat, has no appropriation 
to pay the penalty which the Triple A de- 
manded—demanded regardless of the fact 
that the wheat was grown to help defray the 
expenses incurred in caring for the unfortu- 
nate aged and infirm citizens of the county. 


But like Shylock, the AAA demands its 
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pound of flesh. After much argument the 
wheat, which was sold at 95c per bushel, was 
hauled to the elevator. The hauling charge 
was set at 2c a bushel and the penalty of 49c 
left the county 44c per bushel—less than 
half the selling price. This in free America! 
While that was taking place in Hamilton 
County, Dr. Robert Montgomery, a Triple 
A “expert” was trying to get the farmers 
mind off the fact that the New Deal has set 
itself up as his guardian by telling a group 
at Columbus, Ind., that ‘the people of the 
United States have only a few months in 
which to decide which form of world gov- 
ernment they want—a world democracy or 
a world of national socialism.” He said nothing about 
the people of the United States having the choice of go- 
ing back to the Republic as a form of government that 
up to the coming of Roosevelt had been responsible for 
making the United States one of the leading nations of 
the earth. 
The farmer wants a Republic in the United States—just 
what his forebears bequeathed him. 
But burning windrows of wheat, fired by an American 
owner in protest at the enactments of his own govern- 
ment—what an unholy spectacle!

Jones of England 


TRANGER than fiction are some cases 
of factual subversion of our government 
and the subordinating of Executive- 
created bureaus to British direction. 
There has been much said about an al- 
leged shortage of aluminum and other 
strategic metals and materials, magne- 
sium included. June 28th the New York Sunday Ameri- 
can published the following from the recent report of 
the House Military Affairs Committee on its investiga- 
tion into the national defense and lend-lease programs: 
‘The situation in regard to aluminum is more critical 
still. The aluminum industry relies on power—electric 
power. The unwillingness of some government officials 
to provide hydro-electric energy from government dams 
in such an emergency as exists today is at least short- 
sighted.” 

The House Military Affairs Committee directly charges 
Secretary of Interior Ickes for this scandalous state of 
affairs, saying: 

“Whatever may be the merit of any controversy be- 
tween these so-called monopolies and the Administra- 
tion, it is the sense of this committee that a squabble at 
this time on the subject of monopoly is a tragic and 
sorry spectacle indeed."’ 

Just why did the radio blitz smear expert from the De- 
partment of the Interior refuse to grant power rights 
to the aluminum-producing industry? Perhaps he was 
advised by the British citizen, a Mr. John C. Jones, an 
official in the widely-ballyhooed agency, the OPM—Of- 
fice of Production Management. Now, Mr. Jones—not 
the well-known Texas boy, Jesse Jones—is not a United 
States citizen, nevertheless he is the czar in charge of 
aluminum and similar production for the Office of Pro- 
duction Management. 

As pointed out in the testimony of Miss Catherine Cur- 
tis, the national chairman of Women Investigators in 
America, Inc., and also national chairman of the Wom- 
en's National Committee to Keep U. S. Out of War, the 
reputed aluminum shortage “‘is the result of action simi- 
lar to that described on the House floor on June 19th of 
this year by Congressman Martin L. Sweeney, Ohio 
Democrat. .. ." 

“Mr. Speaker, a group of businessmen in my district, 
willing to put up capital to help our national defense, 
came to Washington to secure priority on steel and 
power from Boulder Dam. They were to engage in the 
business of extracting magnesium from certain deposits 
in Nevada. They asked for no money from the Gov- 
ernment. They were finally turned over to John C. 
Jones, an Englishman, not a citizen of the United States, 
employed in the OPM. He told these men they could 
not secure the power or the priority. How do you like 
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that—an alien telling our citizens what they can do? 
“Now, this Englishman, Jones, is not a citizen of the 
United States—therefore he cannot take an oath of of- 
fice. He is getting his per diem from the United States 
Government. In due time, Mr. Speaker, | shall demand 
a thorough investigation. It looks to me as if the Brit- 
ish have taken over the United States without firing a 
shot. 

‘Mr. Speaker, these reputable Cleveland businessmen 
to whom | refer have a process to extract magnesium, a 
metal that is rare and vitally necessary to national de- 
fense. My information is that because they refused to 
disclose this formula to the English technical adviser, 
Mr. Jones, who is employed in the aluminum section of 
the OPM, they were refused a certificate of convenience 
and necessity to secure power from Boulder Dam. 
‘Boulder Dam is a project built by taxpayers of Ameri- 
ca, and | vigorously object to any alien, no matter who 
he is, making final decisions on the question of the pow- 
er that we taxpayers of America helped to create. The 
suspicion is prevalent among many Members of Con- 
gress that British capital and in many cases money fur- 
nished by the United States Government to British capi- 
tal seeks to control the production of aluminum and 
magnesium in this country. 

‘To me it seems to be dangerous, to say the least, for 
the Government to permit employment of aliens who, 
however sincere they may be, would be inclined to dis- 
criminate in favor of their own nationals against citizens 
of this country. 

‘The information furnished me on this British subject, 
Mr. Jones, is that he was employed as a metallurgist in 
the British Aluminum Co., Ltd., Warrington, England, 
and also consulting metallurgist, Arthur Seligman and 
Co., Ltd., New York City. 

“I make no complaint about the British Purchasing 
Commission, who are employing hundreds of their na- 
tionals here in Washington, so long as they are paid by 
the British Government, but | strenuously object to any 
agency of our government delegating final authority to 
an alien to dictate to American businessmen. Just as 
the precious metal of magnesium shines, equally does 
this disclosure, in my opinion, stink.”’ 

Miss Catherine Curtis, in her testimony before the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee on the Property Seizure 
Bill, S. 1579, pointed out that one of the purposes of 
that proposed legislation would be to permit the Chief 
Executive to seize not only physical property but all 
patents and formulas such as that formula for extract- 
ing magnesium which the Cleveland industrialists re- 
fused to turn over to the Englishman, Jones. 

Since this eminent Englishman has had connections 
with the British Aluminum Co., Ltd., and Jewish firm, 
Arthur Seligman and Co., Ltd., of New York City, no 
great strain is imposed upon the imagination to discern 
why Mr. John C. Jones of the OPM—drawing a salary 
from the U .S. Government—wanted the Cleveland in- 
dustrialists to disclose their secret formula for extract- 
ing Magnesium. 

It all makes the soundest kind of sense, ladies and gentle- 
men of the Roll-Call audience, when you have your cue 
as to what this world upset is all about!

Cheese and USO 


WASHINGTON newspaper, June 17th, carried a hot 

editorial as to how the Wisconsin cheese and dairy in- 
dustry is reported not overjoyed at Secretary of Agri-culture 
Wickard’s recent statement that Americans might cut down on 
cheese consumption so that Britain may have more. 
Says the editorial, “Similar lack of cheers and hat-tossing is 
reported from the Middle West over Lord Woolton’s sugges- 
tion that Americans try an occasional creamless day so as to 
step up American shipments of cream to Britain.”’ That is 
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fine, too, for now such cream can be iced down in Iceland, 
if a sour crack may be made this warm weather. 

The editorial continues that all the cheers ‘“‘we’ve yet heard 
for Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes’ gasless Sun- 
day idea have been of the Bronx type.” 

Then the editorial writer got down to the main business of 
the day when he said: 

“All these proposals look like the old war medicine to us. 
The cheese business suffers from frequent surpluses, because 
a lot of Americans haven’t yet found out what a fine thing 
cheese is. One of these surpluses is now in existence.”’ 

This editorial points out the hokum behind the drive of the 
United Service Organizations and tells of the campaign 
raising $10,765,000 by popular subscription, and then cracks 
out these debunking lines: 

“With almost 59 billions now available for defense orders, 
however, and only 18 billions yet placed, an expenditure by 
the Government of this $10,765,000 would be just a fore- 
noon’s task.

Red-Coats Take Over 


WRITES A Washington, D. C., resident: “Here in the 

Capital City we white Americans have to stand aside and 
watch the British move in and take us over without firing a 
shot. In just two blocks they have taken six-year leases on 
three large apartment buildings, and those are only a fraction 
of the buildings into which they are moving, forcing out old 
tenants some of whom have been occupying such locations for 
over thirty years.

“What a thing to throw out in this American Republic: that 
the British king three to four thousand miles away can’t be 
sued, even though in the matter of occupying these premises 
for his American agents, he enters into a valid contract. The 
question arises: is it a lease at all, seeing that the landlord has 
no redress at law over it? And what standing should such a 
lease have in American courts? 

“But overshadowing the question of the validity of a contract 
in an American court if a Britisher signs it, is the greater ques- 
tion of how long these Britishers expect this war to last, if 
their forces over here are signing up for six years? Or do 
they expect to reside here permanently and the six-year lease 
is only a starter? 

“Already we have four o’clock tea in our State Department, 
a typical British custom, said to be under the control of the 
British Foreign Office, with this man Jones, not an American 
citizen, the all-highest top-boss in our Office of Production 
Management. 

“The crass fraternizing of big-shot Britishers and their staffs 
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with the predominant New Deal Jews of this town, indicates 
all too plainly that the latter have worked an arrangement 
whereby the former pull their chestnuts out of the fire without 
risk of anti-Semitism’s growing to uncontrollable proportions.

T IS the story of an aroused and suddenly 
vigilant America that is coming in from 
every quarter of the nation.

"THE Fifty Men who started out eight years ago to 

make America over after the pattern of their ‘old 
racial dreams’ may think because they can command the 
contents of the daily press, either positively or negative- 
ly, that they have the country buffaloed and whatever 
they want to agitate as propaganda, the citizenry will 
believe. They may think that because that citizenry is 
voiceless for the moment as to press and radio, that it 
iS acquiescing in the program set for its acceptance. It 
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is a fool's delusion and sooner or later the Fifty Men will 
wake up to it.

The President may imagine that because he hates Hitler 
as venomously as any of his tribesmen, that such hate 
extends to the least of our bamboozled citizens. It might 
astound him if he only had some means of knowing how 
many millions of Americans not only do not hate Hitler 
but privately admire him—and say so!—and add with- 
out equivocation that we need a similar personage here. 
Of course they've no mind to substitute Mr. Roosevelt, 
no matter how ardently he desires to be so honored! 
Americans by the million are saying these things to one 
another in the privacies of home or office, and pulling no 
punches in the use of language when it comes to com- 
menting on the Executive as a man. Hating the Reds 
and calling them the arch-scoundrels of history one day 
and pouring out goods and treasure on them the next, 
because overnight they’ve broken with the Nazis, may 
be the kosher brand of expediency, but it’s emphatically 
not the way of the spiritual Gentile-Christian.

AR FOR the United States with any 
country, anywhere in the world, so 
long as it gives the Red Deal in Wash- 
ington its opportunity to sovietize this 
country and scramble its identity with 
that of England, now stands forth as 
the essence of the Roosevelt foreign 

policy. The people of the United States, not wishing 
war, emphatically opposed 95 percent’s worth to enter- 
ing into war, having elected Mr. Roosevelt for a third 
term because he solemnly promised to keep them out 
of war, now suffer to see trans-Pacific relations handled 
in such a manner that conflict with Japan may be ac- 
tuality within a handful of days or hours.

WISH world leaders and their Gentile banker-fronts 

on both sides of the ‘Atlantic are not at all hesitant in 
admitting that they want this United States involvement, 
not to whip Hitler so much as to counteract Hitlerism, 
with England and the United States operating as a unit 
of world obstruction to Germanic plans for a better 
economic order, when the peace shall come that seems 
to have been arranged when the United States shall 
have been tricked into shouldering her share of Great 
Britain's losses. 
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They also want this American involvement because it 
shall set up military conditions within the United States 
where-under their Washington satraps shall issue edicts 
treating drastically with all anti-Semites and anti-Se- 
mitic groups. In the interest of war-time “unity’’ these 
persons and groups shall be suppressed. Thereby does 
the Israelite achieve the ‘‘crushing’’ of his enemies. 

It makes no difference whether the United States fights 
German U-boats in and around Iceland, or Nazi Panz- 
ers in Africa, or Nipponese naval squadrons in the Far 
East. The thing is to get America involved in the 
fighting. 

Already the President has mixed the American military 
with the British military in Iceland. And on Friday of 
the past week Senator Wheeler sent a demand letter to 
Secretary Stimson that he declare or deny officially if 
the report were true that 20,000 American Marines had 
been landed to reinforce the British in Egypt. 

This country having been turned over to the British 
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Cabinet by its acquiescent President, it is plain that the 
Senate of the people’s representatives would be the last 
persons in the nation to know whether such a thing had 
actually occurred. 

The thing is to get America involved in the fighting— 
let it be repeated. 

Thereat it shall be argued that as Britain and America 
have the common cause, that they shall operate under 
the common control. 

This unified control means the gradual and tricky 
amalgamation of Britain into the United States or the 
United States into Britain. 

Whichever way the amalgamation is effected, the same 
kosher group now presiding over the two countries 
separately shall thereafter preside over the two coun- 
tries as a bloc, and openly. 

Thus war-time “emergency” serves to give the frus- 
trated Israelite his chance to place himself at the head 
of a world state of sufficient size to give the Axis pow- 
ers a perpetual challenge. 

The temporarily frustrated Israelite knows that there 
can never be peace in the world so long as he commands 
the combined strength and weapons of the United 
States and Great Britain.

F(XPECTING impeachment of a President who does

In the Bag 


VERLOOKED in the rush of the news 
of late has been the epochal radio ad- 
dress of Stephen A. Day, Congressman 
from Illinois. 

Representative Day charged that there 
was a deliberate plan afoot to merge the 
American Congress with the British 

Parliament and make actual‘an Anglo-American Union 

of which the rulers would be Roosevelt and Churchill. 

Said Representative Day: — 

‘Lord Halifax has been sent here to put this deal over. 

Anthony Eden has proclaimed it. Winston Churchill has 

said the movement is flowing steadily onward. When 
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Wendell Willkie went to London, he carried a note to 
Winston Churchill stating that the union would sail on. 
Ambassador Winant has just returned from Britain 
with a report that all is well. 

*“How near is this new union?” Mr. Day asked. ‘‘Ameri- 
can armed vessels now are acting as patrols all over the 
high seas escorting merchant ships to Britain. The 
President, proclaiming the freedom of the seas, has is- 
sued an order for an unlimited national emergency. He 
is carrying on an undeclared war with Germany and 
never will come to the Congress for a declaration of war 
as provided in our Constitution. Secretary Stimson and 
Attorney General Jackson have stated publicly that all 
previous international law has been cancelled. 
‘Secretary Stimson testified before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations that we are acting under the 
edicts of a conference held at Budapest, Hungary, in 
1934; that President Roosevelt can make war anywhere 
in the world without any authorization from the Con- 
gress." 

That he is intent on doing so, mostly in the interest of 
the British Empire, is becoming so obvious that young 
children can see it. 

Harry Hopkins is alleged to be sitting daily in Churchill's 
War Cabinet as an accredited member. 

Go across the line into Canada and you can read enor- 
mous roadside posters, bedecked with lithographs of 
Churchill and Roosevelt, and the Gargantuan tocsin 
to the Canadian public— 


“HELP US FINISH THE JOB!” 


The “‘job,”” of course, is whipping the anti-Semitic Hit- 
ler. And the “us” implies that somebody considers that 
Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt have already teamed 
up. As well might the portraits of Cornwallis and Bene- 
dict Arnold have edified the Canadian public of another 
generation, with the similar caption, “Help US finish 
the job!” 

Representative Day said “plans are under way to ask 
the.Congress to recess and go home from the middle of 
July until after Labor Day,” and he added that up to 
that time Congress had appropriated 43 billion dollars, 
while ‘less than one third of this sum is all that is need- 
ed for American defense.” Since June 15th some addi- 
tional 15 to 20 billions have been appropriated, and 
daily headlines flare the warnings: 

‘President Roosevelt Asks for 5 Billions’’—‘President 
Says 3 Billions Needed for Shipping’ —etc., etc. 

That is, the Administration is piling up appropriations 
far in excess of actual needs. Why? 

The reason is not far to seek. If the American people 
suddenly go sour on the tricky Anglo-American partner- 
ship, it won't get another kopeck from our taxpayers. 
Apparently Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt feel per- 
fectly capable of “‘finishing the job” without any kibit- 
zing from the people's representatives. The people are 
supposed to do what Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt 
command and any remonstrance—as Mr. President said 
of Senator Wheeler—"‘is going too far.” 

Later Representative Day said: 

“Let us get this straight. Can it be possible that the 
Congress will sit idly by and watch the President take 
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us into an undeclared war in open defiance of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, which clearly states the 
Congress alone can declare war? Can it be possible that 
the American people will sit idly by and see their sons 
shackled into a union now with Britain without any 
authority from them, from the Congress or from the 
Constitution? 


“Today, we find the Congress of the United States in 
about the position of the French Council of Five Hun- 
dred in the early autumn of 1799, just before Bona- 
parte drove them out of their chamber with his dra- 
goons. Measures are offered for the consideration of 
the Congress under rules which put a gag on debate. 
Amendments are offered to bills on the floor of Con- 
gress which the Members have not read. If this condi- 
tion continues, our Republic will pass away and we 
shall have an endless emergency dictatorship and only 
those measures will be submitted to the Congress which 
Hitler would submit to the Reichstag.” 

Perhaps the New Red Deal Administration plans to do 
entirely without the Congress, as did Napoleon. The 
present Congress has been as subservient to Roosevelt 
as has the Reichstag to Hitler. Mr. Roosevelt may soon 
feel he can dispense with Congress. Then Churchill, 
Eden, the Sassoons, the Monds, and Chaim Weizmann, 
can take over our government—or rather the govern- 
ment of the anti-Hitler Union. 

These gentlemen evidently consider “‘it’s in the bag.” 





World Hoax 


FTER THE refined manner of the gradu- 
ate of Harvard—and polished off in Brit- 
ain—Sumner Welles in his lofty and 
austere manner July 22 broke down to 
tell us that there must be a post-war ‘‘as- 
sociation of nations.” :

is it idealistic? Study the history of such firms as the 
House of Morgan, Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Lehman Brothers, 
and of other houses in the international banking field. 
Then read the World Hoax which tells of the other kind 
of “new world” created by the murder of 30 mil- 
lion Christians in Russia. Can people who have carried 
fire, the sword, chaos, destruction, disease and pestilence 
throughout the earth build “a fine new world”? That 
is the kind of people for whom the Harvard-trained 
stooge of internationalism is speaking when he asks for 
an ‘association of nations.”

Why Aid to Joe 


ANY OF the high-ranking Jews were re- 
moved from prominent posts after the 
German-Soviet pacts of 1939. James 
Waterman Wise, son of Rabbi Stephen

ion, edited by his father, December, 
1933, said: 

“With the rise of the Soviet regime . . . never the world 

witnessed such a spectacular change of front on the 

The State which 
previously did not employ any Jews at all, now employs 
in White Russia 61 percent Jewish officials. . . .”” 

The Jewish population of Russia is less than two per- 

cent! 

Came 1939 and the German-Soviet rapprochement. 

Maxim Litvinov Finkelstein-Wallach disappeared from 

the news. 


July 9th an A.P. dispatch from Moscow called upon the 
world to support Red Russia in the fight against the 
Nazis—their partners who couldn't endure them. 

The July 4th issue of the Detroit Jewish Chronicle 
said Finkelstein- Wallach, alias Litvinov, is now back in 
favor, and pays this fulsome tribute to Jewry’s hero: 
“Litvinov is the one world statesman, aside from 
Churchill, who fought appeasement steadily.’ 

Because Litvinov is in high favor in London, says the 
Chronicle, that worthy is being returned to the political 
limelight. Before he was succeeded by Molotov, pre- 
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sumably a Gentile, but married to a Jewess, Litvinov 
was Commissar of Foreign Affairs. 

According to the Patriot, published in London, the Jew- 
ish influence never disappeared. Its issue April 18, 
1940, declares: 

‘The idea that the Jew influence in the Soviets has 
given way to a Nationalistic policy is also utterly er- 
roneous, for though the Kaganovitch family and other 
prominent Jews have been removed from their key 
positions, the Comintern, which is primarily controlled 
by the International Jewish influence, is still the supreme 
factor of the Soviet regime, and Jews are found at the 
head of every department or political cell.” 

Evidence that the Jews still dominate in Soviet Russia 
was found when tens of thousands of them fled from 
the Baltic states and eastern Poland when the blitzkrieg 
struck. 

Many think of Soviet Russia as being a Communist 
state. Is it? Out of 180,000,000 people, only 5,000,000 
belong to the Communist party. 

Then the whole gigantic spoliation by a select ma- 
chine-gun ruling minority, principally Jews, shows that 
the Soviet Government is an oligarchy set up by Jews, 
is run by Jews and only Jews in that country enjoy any 
of the vaunted “four freedoms,’ which explains the 
deep concern of Litvinov, the one-time bank robber, 
over Russia's immediate future. 











Convenient Stooge 


LMOST forgotten are those happy days 
in November, 1933, when President 
Roosevelt and _Litvinov-Finkelstein— 
erstwhile bank robber pal of Joe Stalin 
—sat down in conference together in 
Washington to negotiate this country’s 
recognition of Finkelstein's Red Russia. 

It was a companionate marriage, in point of fact, be- 

cause there was nothing legal about it. Walter Mc- 

Shane said of this ‘secret’ treaty, allegedly made at the 

time Red Russia was recognized— 


‘We cannot forget the reported ‘secret’ treaty between 
FDR and Litvinov effective since late 1933 and 1934. 
We have seen a certified copy of it taken from the files 
of the Congressional Reference Library in 1934. It 
has never been denied. It amounted to an ‘offensive 
and defensive alliance’ between the United States and 
Moscow, without any authority from Congress. 

‘This would account for the Administration's defense 
and protection of thousands of Reds, alien and native. 
It would account for nothing having been done after 
various State and Congressional Committees have ‘of- 
ficially’ exposed vast activities of alien and native 
‘agents’ and traitors. It would account for the employ- 
ment in every Government Department of thousands 
of Reds, their retention and protection in these ‘key’ 
jobs even in a ‘complete emergency ; even when every- 
one—except high officials—knows they are supplying 
Hitler with everything he asks for.

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It would seem so, because Germans said they hoped the 
United States would speed every aid possible to Joe 
Stalin so that it would get into Red Russia in time to be 
captured and used by the Nazis in their campaign against 
England.

some time until certain adjustments have been made.” 
That writer says he doubts if “there will be any more 
activity on the Western Front,’’ and that Germany and 
England both will like that. 
The joker in the deck is ‘certain adjustments, mean- 
ing, of course, to give Mr. Roosevelt time to maneuver 
to get troops in different parts of the world by Septem- 
ber | when Britain and Germany will call off the show, 
leaving, as stated by Publicity’s writer, “the U. S. out 
on the limb, as usual,’’ and he adds, “we should have 
full peace by September. Then for the aftermath in 
this country.’ 

Perhaps this unprepared nation—left unprepared by 
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the Roosevelt Administration—will then face real “‘na- 
tional emergencies’ on two fronts. Such ‘national 
emergencies. will be the result of a diabolical foreign 
policy which has made enemies of practically all the na- 
tions in the world. It is not beyond the realm of pos- 
sibility that Britain may yet use the arms given her 
against us. 
Further, do not forget, Great Britain controls tin and 
rubber and if peace is made with Germany, it is more 
than likely our tin and rubber supplies will be cut off— 
if Japan does not blockade the Dutch East Indies and 
other Far Eastern points before Britain slaps down an 
embargo.

Yet the fact is that in the past 
Mr. Roosevelt has been deterred from action by that 
fear. The case of Mr. Jerome Frank isthe best ex- 
ample. 
“Mr. Roosevelt, of course, has no personal anti-Se- 
metic prejudice, observes Mr. Kent, “as he has often 
proven. Nevertheless he recognizes the existence of 
such a thing in the country and has feared to excite it. 
It is a bad thing for the President publicly to recognize 
this prejudice and to be frightened by it.” 
And who did the estimable Mr. Kent think should have 
been appointed Chief Justice of the Supreme Court? 
Magnanimously, he suggests: 
‘**. .. If he must name a New Dealer, Justice Frank- 
furter i is clearly the best qualified man. It will be a ter- 
rible thing to pass him by because he is a Jew. If there 
:s any other reason, no one has suggested it.”

Morgan's George W. Perkins became ‘“‘financial direc- 
tor’ of the YMCA. Cigarettes given to the YMCA by 
generous U. S. citizens, for instance, were sold to the 
AFF at fine profits!

And this from that same Plain Talk article—which was 
entitled, “Mystery of the YMCA.”

“During the war, the YMCA received official authori- 
zation to erect its own buildings on government land 
and to receive light, heat, police protection, and certain 
transportation privileges at public expense. This led 
the general public to believe it was a government de- 
partment and not a private corporation.” _, 

The chairman, ex-officio, of the board of the United 
War Work Council, Inc., was Raymond B. F osdick, 
brother of the well-known Harry Emerson Fosdick— 
the latter's pedigree in internationalistic activity is giv- 
en in The Red Network. 

Following are some of the famous people who were 
active in the United War Council, Inc.: 

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., George W. Perkins, Morgan 
partner; John R. Mott, Morgan man; Mrs. Henry P. 
Davison, wife of a Morgan partner—she was active in 
the YMCA; Mortimer L. Schiff, of Kuhn, Loeb and 
Company; Myron T. Herrick of the British Pyopagan- 
da agency, the Carnegie Foundation; Frank A. Vander- 
lip, also of the Carnegie Foundation; Cleveland H. 
Dodge, of the Rockefeller organization. 

This World War organization put on three big drives 
for funds, and collected a total of $166,961,450.62. 
Now for the payoff when the war ended—to the inter- 
national bankers; the following is from the Plain Talk 
article: 

“In December, 1918, Mr. George W. Perkins,- of J. P. 
Morgan & Co.; Mortimer L. Schiff, of Kuhn, Loeb and 
Company, and Fletcher S. Brocknian, associate general 
secretary of War Work Council accompanied by John 
R. Hall, formed a commission representing the YMCA 
to divide up the huge sums left over after the war end- 
ed. They went to London with suggestions about f- 
nance and business. They went from there to Paris 
and met up with the Paris executives. 

‘‘At the Paris meeting, the committee voted to restrict 
the gifts to American veterans to ten percent of the 
total. The National Catholic Welfare Council and the 
Salvation Army voted ‘no.’ On February 24, 1919, 
the National Catholic Welfare Council came out with a 
resolution denying the right of the committee to re- 
strict free giving.” 

The point about this bit of World War history is: Is the 
USO simply the old banker-controlled United War 
Work Council idea revived and is it controlled by the 
same kind of patrioteers— international billionaire bank- 
ers?

Officials of organizations will be asked to provide full 
information about members’ abilities at defense activi- 
ties—whether engaged or interested in them, or train- 
ed for them. 
The Tribune says the most alarming entries head the 
long list of activities in this order: 
Auxiliary police, air-raid warden service, civilian air- 
craft warning service, auxiliary fire protection, salvage 
demolition service, emergency repair service, ambulance 
service, hospital and clinical assistance, sewing and 
preparation of surgical dressings, Red Cross assistance, 
and first aid. 

There are 23 other suggested types of defense activity 

listed on these communistic questionnaires—this is 

not for national defense, naturally. In closely packed 

England such activities were developed to meet the con- 

stant German bombings and to prepare for a possible

N ALL FRONTS looking toward estab- 
lishment of the Soviet type of dictator- 
ship in this country, the New Red Deal 
is working.

“It completely changes our industrial economy to a 

military economy under absolute control of military 

personnel or government bureaucrats.” 

S. 1579, should it become an Act of Congress, would 

in fact destroy the last remaining vestige of the Repub- 

lic of the United States. 

The President then would in fact be in the same posi- 

tion as Stalin in Soviet Russia, and the Christian Gen- 

tiles would find themselves subject to the whims and 
caprices of swarms of Jewish kommissars just as Soviet 

Russia has suffered from their kind in the last two dec- 

ades and over.

HE STORY goes that as Benjamin Frank- 
lin was coming out of the chamber in In- 
dependence Hall where the famous Dec- 
laration had just been signed, he was ac- 
costed by a patriotic lady who asked him: 
“What sort of a government have we 
got, Dr. Franklin?” To which the vener- 

able and canny statesman made reply: “A republic, 
Madam, if we can keep it!" 
A republic—if we can keep it! 
A republic is a form of government where representa- 
tives of the people make and execute the laws—not the 
people themselves, capable of mass passions and being 
swayed emotionally by every demagogue who happens 
along with a popular line of bunk. 
The representatives of the people, in a republic, are de- 
pendent on the people for election and accountable to 
the people for their stewardship. But they are only of 
power as they conduct themselves strictly in observance 
of the Federal Constitution. If they ignore the Constitu- 
tion, or do aught that is not sanctioned by it, they are 
just as culpable as usurpers and subversionists as though 
they had executed a coup and taken the government 
from the people by force and violence. _ 

The crime in overthrowing government does not lie in 

the use of force—executed by arms or otherwise—but 

in the business of performing acts which the Constitu- 
tion does not sanction. 








A REPUBLIC if we can keep it! 
Have we kept this republic given us by Dr. Franklin 
and his colleagues, or have we allowed it to be filched 
away from us by conspirators who call up no reprisals 
against themselves as yet because they have carefully 
avoided the use of armed force to accomplish their de- 
signs? Suppose we glance at the strangeness of the re- 
public’s essence as we behold it in operation 158 years 
after Dr. Franklin's reply to that woman. 

Hubert Herring has set forth in his book ‘And So to 


War” exactly how cunningly the ‘republic’ form of gov-

ernment has been changed, particularly in the matter 
of the functions of the Executive— 

In one chapter headed “The Powers of the President” 
is the following insufferable rendition— 

‘In the conduct of foreign affairs, the President of the 
United States is the most powerful constitutional ruler 
of our times. For all the constitutional checks upon him 
he exerts an almost absolute power in the area of the 
greatest national danger. He can, on his sole responsi- 
bility, take steps which make war inevitable for 130 
million people. 

“The President is commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy. There is no power on earth to prevent him from 
parading our fleet under the very shadow of Fuji—to 
keep him from maintaining gunboats on the Yangtze, or 
stringing our battleships in any sort of strange design 
across the Pacific or Atlantic. Such maneuvers may be 
consummated at his simple command, without advice 
from his cabinet, without an act of Congress. The exer- 
cise of such power exposed us to the Panay incident and 
invites further incidents which lead us to war.” 


THT. however, is but the beginning of it. 

The President has come to appoint the Secretary 
of State and his chief assistants. He appoints the men 
who represent us in negotiations with foreign govern- 
ments. He appoints the Secretaries over all the Depart- 
ments of the Federal government, including the judges 
of the Federal courts. In addition, he is the head of his 
majority party in the Congress—which means that he 
is arbiter of the spoils by which that party adheres to- 
gether. In the current period of depression and war, the 
President has asked for, and received, such extra-consti- 
tutional power as to make him virtual dictator over all 
departments of American life. 


This in a republic that exists now in name and hollow 
shell only. 


So long as a capable and conscientious man—say like 
Abraham Lincoln—exercises such pontifical powers in 
this Executive's position, the situation may be tolerabla 
But even so, it is not the type of government that the 
founding fathers supposed they were providing for us.

OT to be over-squeamish in the choice of language, 
someone should tell the help-expectant Britishers 
that, all in all, America herself’s in one ‘ell of a shape, 
with the Great Promise Breaker’s own party in the Con- 
gress getting out of his control, the draftees and their 
parents furious at the conscription-time double cross, 
hundreds of mills and factories shutting down and turn-

Dee ed HERE is the American veteran of the first 
fA world war who doesn't recall the cussing 
V4 out that the men of the AEF gave “That 
Dam’ Y—meaning the Young Men's 
Christian Association? The reason for the 
cussing out was the cold-blooded commer- 
cial practices of the Y in demanding pay for cigarettes 
and chocolate brought up to where men were fighting at 
the front. The average doughboy of those years took it 
for granted, of course, that this supposedly Christian 
organization was racketeering financially in the front- 
line soldier's inhuman dilemma. It never dawned on him 
that the great bankers who had gotten him into the di- 
lemma in the first place, might be the ones who were 
pocketing the profits with the Y as the means. 

This journal showed in an article last week that over 
$166,000,000 was thus taken away from the men at 
the front, that the Y as an organization got practically 
none of it, that it was all part of a cold-blooded busi- 
ness, and that the same thing is obviously being repeat- 
ed today under the guise of the USO. 

It seems strange indeed that with America’s throwing 
away billions—not millions—to Britain, Russia, and 
China, that the citizens must be called upon to make 
penny-ante contributions to a fund to entertain the con- 
scripts or see that they get the knickknacks. that were 
formerly sold by the United War Work Council of 1917. 
But that's how it is, and swiftly indeed do the war rack- 
eteers seem to be taking advantage of it. 

The big Wall Streeters like Morgan and Kuhn-Loeb did 
the trick before by having their own agents on the direc- 
torial boards of the YMCA. Today more “right peo- 
ple” do not seem lacking to handle the huge funds re- 
quired to sponsor the draftees’ entertainment—mostly 
Jews and Jewesses from the movies and stage. 












A CUE as to what goes on was given us in the papers 
of July 18, wherein it was announced that Harper 
Sibley, Rochester, N. Y., had become president of USO 
for National Defense and Walter Hoving, ‘‘who held 
the position since its incorporation last February, was 
elected chairman of its board of directors.” 
Studying the records of these two men leads one to the 
inevitable conclusion that the USO is big business, and 
whether for profit, history will have to audit the balance 
sheet.

In Who's Who in America, Harper Sibley is shown to 
be the finished product of Groton School, Groton, Mass., 
and of Harvard University, from which he graduated in 
1907. He is listed as a banker and agriculturist. He is 
lirector and chairman of the Security Trust Co., Roch-

ester, N. Y., and a director of the Rochester Savings 
Bank. He is also a director in the New York Life Insur- 
ance Co., American Security Co., Western Union Tele- 
graph Co.; he owns the Sibley Farms in Illinois; also 
the Round T Ranch, Alberta, Canada; the Rancho San 
re California; and the Silbeyville Farms in New York 
tate. 
Sibley is former president of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States. 
In the field of community service, so-called, he is presi- 
dent of the Y. M. C. A. in Rochester, and vice-president 
of the Rochester Community Chest—most community 
chests are known to be rackets more or less. 
Sibley is also a trustee in the British propaganda agency 
known as the Carnegie Foundation for International 
Peace. 
Thus is it seen clearly the eminent Mr. Sibley qualifies 
for his place at the banquet board with the billionaire 
bankers of all shades and degrees. 


AND WHAT of that charming young man, Walter 
Hoving, not a native of this country but born in 
Stockholm, Sweden, in 1897? He’s a graduate of Brown 
University, 1920. From 1924 to 1932 he was a di- 
rector of the Jewish outfit, R. H. Macy & Co., and con- 
nected with the export and import business of that firm; 
the last four years with Macy he was vice president— 
quite a responsible position for a man who had just got 
out of the university a few years before—indicating a 
heavy drag with the Internationalists; that is, he knew, 
and was known by, the right people. Young men with- 
out pull get precisely no place in great Jewish firms like 
Macy’s, and certainly do not become vice presidents at 
the tender age of 31. 
Hoving was vice president of Montgomery Ward & Co., 
1932 to 1936, and was a member of the board of di- 
rectors 1934-36. Since 1936 he has been chairman of 
the board of directors of the upstage Lord & Taylor 
firm, and president since 1937; in 1936-37 he was a di- 
rector of the Associated Dry Goods Corp’n., New York 
City. 
In the lucrative field of community service—Morgan's 
firm and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. proved it was lucrative dur- 
ing the first World War—he is listed as member of the 
advisory board of the Salvation Army of New York, 
and in 1939 he was chairman of the Drive of the Salva- 
tion Army of New York Citizens Appeal. 
This public-spirited gentleman, Mr. Hoving, was also a 
member of the Community for Organized Hospitality 
and National Advisory Committee for New York City’s 
World Fair in 1939. 
He became vice president of the Mail Order Association 
of America in 1933, and in 1930 he was a director of 
the National Retail Dry Goods Association. 
Thus do we see developing in 1941 the same pattern of 
supposedly philanthropic activity in the USO which 
proved so profitable during the first World War to the 
gentlemen of the Houses of Morgan and Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. 
As might be expected the top and key positions are held 
by gentlemen whose connections with the international 


banking fraternity are well indicated by the type of posi- 
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tions they have held, and do hold, in the field of inter- 
national finance. 

Religion and philanthropy pay dividends—if handled by 
the right people. 

This seems to be particularly true when such things as 
cigarettes, given to the YMCA by generous U. S. citi- 
zens, were sold to the AEF at fine profits in the first 
world war, and at its close, Perkins of Morgan, Schiff of 
Kuhn-Loeb, and a Fletcher S. Brocknian, met in Paris 
after the conflict and split—allegedly—$166,961,450. 
One wonders, after eight years of depression, what the 


split may be at the wash-up of the USO. 





Dehorn Roosevelt 


So-34 OW THEN cometh Rep. Stephen A. Day 
1 of the Congress of the United States, who

**If we break down the spirit of independence, we will 
be wide open to communism that is creeping into the 
midst of our people. No one thought that when the 
President recognized the soviet union in 1933, that in a 
few years he would pass beyond mere recognition to ac- 
tive support of the ideologies of communism by actu- 
ally embracing the soviet union. 

**As I said, the soviet military mission is now in Wash- 
ington. Harry Hopkins is now in Moscow. These so- 
viet agents, working with British agents, are perfecting 
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plans for the total aid to Stalin promised by the Presi- 
dent. Though blessed by Winston Churchill and Sumner 
Welles, they are still communists and have not recanted 
one word of their bloodsoaked doctrines of mass mur- 
der. Men and women of America, this thing has gone 
far enough! 

“We have been patient, but we are not fools. The last 
nine years have been full of pain and suffering, but we 
are not ready to admit that all our history, our greatest 
traditions, and our great institutions shall be surrendered 
to the domination of Stalin.

Airport Money-Bust 


INCE the Pots-and-Pans Mayor of Kosher- 
AY town-on-the-Subway is beating aluminum 

“J tom-toms for war up and down the nation, 
take a look at the gentleman—a good one. 
Al Williams wrote in his column July 23: 
“Talking of airdromes and airports, it’s no 
secret that those great airports recently built and com- 
pleted, have cost fabulous prices. La Guardia Field, New 
York, is reported to have cost about 50 million dollars. 
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For 17 million dollars the Canadian Government built 
fields for the Trans-Canadian Airways from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific.” 

Major Williams was right on both counts. 

La Guardia Field did cost no less than 50 million iron 
men. Competent aeronautical engineers say the finest 
airport can be built for $7,000,000 and the highest es- 
timate should not run over $10,000,000. 

And La Gaurdia Field cost $50,000,000. Question: 
what became of the money? 

Of course Fiorello wouldn't know. 

An article in the New York Sun, June 10, 1939, said 
that “had private industry been given the job of raising 
an airport out of the Long Island swamps at North 
Beach, taxpayers would have been saved $40,000,000 
or thereabout—enough to build another Red Hook or 
Queensbridge housing project. 

Private contractors, in response to inquiries, said that 
the La Guardia Field airport should have cost not over 
$19,000,000—and the Sun submitted an itemized state- 
ment of estimates of private contractors. On July I 1th 
the same newspaper quoted a lengthy diatribe delivered 
by the Pots-and-Pans Boy that should have done credit 
to Horrible Harold Ickes.

He wonders why 
United States farmers should be allowed to produce 
only 30 percent of the sugar this nation consumes, while 
at the same time we pay out good cash for the 70 per- 
cent shipped in from Central America. Then too, ships 
bringing in this foreign sugar could be used to advan- 
tage in other trade. Boggs is all bogged down about it, 
being only a puzzled Congressman who can’t figure out 
what's wrong with the world when all should be sweet- 
ness, light, and prosperity—but from Boggs’s point of 
view, especially sweetness. His State makes an awful 
lot of sugar. His voters might be quite prosperous if 
the backers of the Roosevelt administration would only 
let them. 

Well, it seems that the Central Hanover Bank & Trust 
Company bought ten mills of the Cuba Cane Company 
originally carried on the books as worth $64,097 ,398.61 
before “‘reorganization.””

De- 
spite our surplus of meats, the Adminis- 
tration still buys Argentine beef. Secretary Morgenthau 
has a nice big beef ranch down in the Argentine, ‘tis 
said. Of course, it’s got to have business. 

Let the angry wheat farmers, however, laugh this one 
off: Washington bureaucrats tell U. S. farmers they 
cannot grow wheat, and yet in the Senate July 29th, 
Taft of Ohio said— 

‘The increase in the importation of feed wheat from 
Canada is well worth noting. The total imports of feed 
wheat in 1939 from that country were 87,000 bushels. 
From July 1940 to April 1941, the importation of feed 
wheat amounted to 924,000 bushels. In the month of 
April alone this year, the importation of feed wheat 
from Canada amounted to 234,000 bushels.. In May it 
jumped to 1,712,000 bushele—wheat which we are im- 
porting from Canada to go into feed, which has been 
sold to the American farmer, while the American 
farmer is penalized to such an extent that he cannot even 
afford to sell his wheat for feed after paying the penal- 
ty, and, as a matter of fact, he is practically forbidden to 
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use wheat for feed on his own farm.” 

Thus do the kosher Rooseveltians contrive and strate- 
gize to sell out the farmers in the interest of the British 
Empire and its dominions. Probably the idea is to set 
up a condition where there will be no more wheat grown 
in the United States—where these troublsome farmers

Russian Mess Production 


Com G from Donald Day, who is with the Finnish army 

advancing toward Kemi, Russia, was a dispatch of July 
23 to the Chicago Tribune. Day said a Finnish patrol had 
captured five Russian prisoners, Day acted as interpreter. He 
said that instead of the Finns interrogating the Russians, it 
was the reverse. But the Russians put their questions slyly. 
It seems they had expected to be tortured and then killed. The 
prisoners said that the political commissars had warned them 
that the Finns would pour gasoline over them and burn them 
to death. That made the Finns laugh. As Day says, the Rus- 
sians, with obvious relief, laughed also. 


A six-foot Tatar from Kazan disclosed that in all factories 
where he had worked, employes were obliged to attend prop- 
aganda courses several evenings a week. Said the dispatch: 
“A worker from Moscow spat as he said that Stalin’s special 
decree calling for a ‘happy joyous life’ for the Russian worker 
was bluff. Everything in Russia, he said, was bluff. But no 
one dares to call the bluff because of the secret police.” 

Now tie in with being forced to attend propaganda meetings 
in Russia, a July 26 dispatch from Detroit in which William 
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H. Mason, commander of the Berkley, Mich. Post of the 
American Legion was quoted as saying— 

“In spite of the lofty purposes of the U. S. O., reports from 
army camps indicate a definite resentment against regimenta- 
tion of leisure time and compulsory attendance at ‘entertain- 
ments’.” 

Mr. Mason cited the example of Michigan soldiers in Louisi- 
ana who had worked hard all day. In the evening’ they were 
informed at retreat that they would march to a U. S. O. show 
that night. Said Mr. Mason— 

“Everybody had to go. It was compulsory. The entire regi- 
ment had to appear in a body. Money raised for the U. S. O. 
should be spent for recreation the men will enjoy—not for 
something the U. S. O. heads think he will enjoy.” 
Regimentation is the rule in Russia. Our own New Red Deal 
evidently is trying to introduce identical methods over here. 
The boys are writing back to their folks that practically all 
of the army camps are filled with communist agitators but the 
officials do not seem to take them very seriously. 

Referring again, however, to Donald Day’s dispatch, he re- 
ported a Ukrainian peasant had much the same complaint as 
U. S. wheat farmers. He launched a tirade at the Red regime 
and said the crops on his collectivized farm had been taken 
away with little or no recompense. “All the Ukranians,’’ he 
declared, “hoped the Germans would win the war!’ The other 
prisoners nodded their agreement. 

At his August Ist press conference, President Roosevelt said 
that the Red Army’s resistance to the German war machine 
was “magnificent.”

“In 1776 we waged a war in behalf of the principle that gov- 
ernment should derive its just powers from the consent of the 
governed,” the President said. No one can disagree with the 
President—excepting that he seems to be about the only one 
intent on destroying the principle at the moment.

WEEKLY ROLL-CALL 
Polls Still Tell the Story 


EVERMIND what the kosher war-makers contend to the 

contrary, the people of the United States are of no mind 
to go to war—against Germany, Italy, Japan, or any other na- 
tion. The polls that are still being taken all over the country 
repeat the same story, giving 92.3 percent of our population 
as against it, no matter where the poll of the moment may be 
be taken. 
Sometimes the percentage is higher than 92.3 percent. 
94.9 percent of the women of the country are still opposed to 
involvement abroad, as has been shown by the Women’s Na- 
tional Committee to Keep the United States Out of War. 
Headed by Catherine Curtis, National Chairman, this wom- 
en’s organization conducted a poll, asking these questions : 
“Do you oppose our involvement in the present European 
war? 
“Would you oppose a common citizenship with England, such 
as proposed by the Union Now movement?” 
Said Miss Curtis in a statement: 
“We have been hearing more and more about certain polls 
showing an increasing war involvement sentiment in this 
country. Unable to find anyone who had been approached 
and questioned by any of these polls we decided to conduct 
our own poll, contacting women in all parts of the country 
direct by mail. We sent a special polling blank to housewives, 
nurses, school teachers, members of college faculties, business 
and professional women, doctors, lawyers and others in every 
State in the Union. 
“We did not ask those voting to sign their names to the poll- 
ing blanks but made provision for signature and address for 
those who wished to so identify themselves.” 
Miss Curtis at the Washington headquarters said that “while 
88 percent of those voting against war involvement and com- 
mon British citizenship” signed their names and gave their 
addresses, only 45.6 percent “of those voting for war involve- 
ment and common citizenship so identified themselves.” 
“We consider this poll—with its direct contact by mail—a 
definite demonstration of the true sentiment of a vast ma- 
jority of the women on the war involvement and common citi- 
zenship issues. They are definitely opposed to both—particu- 
larly west of the Allegheny Mountains. 
“Analysis of the returns reveals that 77 percent of the pro- 
war common citizenship vote came from the Eastern sea-board 
with 55 percent of that vote originating in the big North- 
eastern States and 22 percent from the Southeastern group. 
These returns also show that New York City furnished 41 
percent of the pro-war vote in the Ngxtheastern section, while 
certain communities in New Hampshire having a number of 
Rhodes Scholars—Oxford University graduates—either in 
local faculties or in the local business and professional fields, 
furnished 25 percent of that section’s pro-war vote. 
“We included the question relative to a possible reunion with 
Great Britajn—common citizenship—because we recognize 
that is one of the strong underlying motives in the campaign 
toward war here. We feel that is more than evidenced by the 
fact that everyone who voted for war involvement also voted 
for ‘Union Now’ or a return to the colonial status from which 
our forefathers freed us by the Wars of the Revolution and 
of 1812. 
“Unquestionably, acceptance of this so-called ‘Union Now’ 
proposal by our people will be sought under the guise of ‘unit- 
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ing the strength of the democracies’ or some such fanciful 
phrase. But, no matter how it may be cloaked in confusing 
language, this poll shows our people are opposed to tt because 
they realize it means not only the loss of our liberties and in- 
dependence, but also a union of world debts to be saddled up- 
on the backs of American taxpayers. Our taxpayers prefer to 
stay American.” 


One Father’s Letter 


NEWS DISPATCHES last week reported that Mr. 
Thomas W. Tillery, a rancher of Stauffer, Ventura 
County, California, had sent the following letter to President 
Roosevelt : 
““My son, Thomas Winslow Tillery, Jr., has just been crushed 
to death in submarine O-9. He died without a chance to re- 
sist in an outdated, wnseaworthy craft. His mother and I 
find little comfort in knowing that the modern products of 
America’s defense effort are being given to a foreign power.

ILLIONS of New Deal critics over the past 
eight years have conjectured what Roose- 
velt and his colleagues would do when the 
More Abundant Life turned out a bust.

Elected as Congressman at Large by the entire electo- 
rate of the State of Illinois—which State has a popula- 
tion of over 8,000,000 people—for his first term in the 
House of Representatives in the November 1940 elec- 
tions, he is now distinguishing himself by waging a mili- 
tant fight in the House, and in radio addresses, against 
the New Deal's policy of all-out aid to Soviet Russia. 
Not only does Mr. Day live west of the Alleghenies to- 
day but he was born in Canton Ohio,—in that section 
of the country which Ralph Waldo Emerson said was 
populated by the people who represent the real United 
States. And correctly! 
It was July 13, 1882 when this gentleman of the old 
school was born, which means that he is now entering 
his sixtieth year. 
Men of his age have witnessed the most dramatic transi- 
tional period in all history in any country for in his 
youth he rode in the horse-and-buggy for transporta- 
tion. He can remember the day when the kerosene lamp 
was the regular utensil for lighting homes. Too, he can 
recall the days when there were no telephones; he could 
tell of the time when he saw his first motorcar. The 
gramaphone was an object of wonder and amusement. 
In the era of the invention of the airplane, he has lived 
through the years from the time of its invention by the 
Wright Brothers to the Stuka dive-bomber of the pres- 
ent. In brief, Congressman Day has lived long enough 
to know the United States as it used to be in the days 
when Christian officials in the Federal and State govern- 
ments believed in the Constitution, the Flag, the Re- 
public and everything for which these emblems of na- 
tional greatness stood. 
This Illinois Congressman has his roots deep in the soil 
of the land that all Christian patriots love, as may be 
seen by noting the schools he attended. As a youngster 
he went to the public schools of Canton, O., in the Mc- 
Kinley Era. From there he went to Cleveland where his 
education was continued in the University School, to be 
followed by a period in Asheville, N. C. In 1905 he re- 
ceived his B. A. degree from the University of Michi- 
gan, studied law, and was admitted to the bar 
When Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller headed the Su- 
preme Court in the years betwen 1888 and 1910, Day 
for a time was one of his secretaries. In those days the 
Supreme Court had not been packed and it adhered to 
the rigid principles of sound jurisprudence. 
It is not hard to see, therefore, why the powers of the 
Congress, suddenly usurped by the Executive, severely 
disturb the Congressman at Large from Illinois. 
But Mr. Day’s political experience goes further than act- 
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ing as secretary to Chief Justice Fuller. After leaving 
that position he became special counsel to the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. Interesting too is the observa- 
tion that he is the author of a book, The Constitutional- 
ist, written many years ago, which shows that his rever- 
ence for the constitutional processes are rooted deep in 
his soul and spirit. 

He is a widower, and the father of five children. 

From this brief sketch of Mr. Day’s life it is not hard to 
understand why the thought of all-out aid to Soviet 
Russia would be repugnant to him. He resents it so 
fiercely that he has introduced a concurrent resolution 
to have all the dictatorial powers delegated by the New 
Deal Congress, repealed, on the ground that the Execu- 
tive is using them for purposes to which he has no right. 
Whether the revolting 77th Congress will generate suf- 
ficient spunk and genuine patriotism to go down the 
line with Representative Day, remains to be seen. But 
he should have the zealous backing of every citizen in 
the United States who is militantly opposed to permit- 
ting President Roosevelt, or any other New Red Deal 
official, to take further steps in the direction or war. 

If the 77th Congress really wants to go the whole hog 
on the revolt, here is its chance to prove whether it is 
composed of Christian patriots or Stalin-Roosevelt in- 
struments—whether they love their country more than 
they love Jewish-controlled Russia, with Jewish-con- 
trolled Britain thrown in for boot!

eet O READ the war headlines in the papers

This week in the House, the President got his Property 
Seizure Bill passed, 241 to 136. The measure, which 
already has been passed by the Senate in substantially 
its present form, will go now to a conference committee 
of both chambers for minor adjustments, after which 
it goes to the White House for the Executive's signa- 
ture. It was described by its opponents as a threat to 
fundamental American liberties and a departure from 
Constitutjonal government. 

“Is there any. necessity for this bill?’ Hoffman of 
Michigan demanded. ‘Why does the President want 
the seizure bill he is jamming through Congress today? 
With all the greedy grasping for absolute power shown 
by an ambitious dictator, the President insists on pas- 
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sage of the bill . . There is just one reason. Like all 
greedy, ruthless dictators, he wants to make his will, 
his whim, supreme over everyone. Like every dicta- 
tor, he cannot brook opposition. His spokesmen con- 
cede, as they are forced to concede, that he now has all 
the power necessary to build an adequate national de- 
fense. No! There is no necessity for the enactment of 
this bill!"

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While gallery spectators gasped at such a defense of 
the Stalin Murderbund by a member of the House of 
Representatives of the United States, Hamilton Fish 
put it neatly when he got the floor and anent the Rus- 
sian fight for “‘liberty’’ retorted— 

‘And I say that the Russian people have nothing to say 
about it. They’re fighting because they have to. And 
theirs is a fight for communism and the world revolu- 
tion. | say let them fight the Nazis as long as they want 
to, and let each destroy the other.’ 

Rep. Knutson of Minnesota later got the floor to say 
that in addition to fighting for their homes, the Russians 
also were “fighting for the preservation of hundreds 
of new cemeteries and thousands of fresh graves as 
everlasting memorials to Stalin's regime.” 

Sabath tried to get the floor again and was jeered and 
booed down. For this sort of sympathy for Reds mixed 
with kosher piffle, the taxpayers of America pay the 
Jewish gentleman from Illinois some ten grand a year. 





Grace Says it 






~H nati have started a new anti-British bulle- 
ve tin which they call “P. S.’”—meaning 
334 Post Script. 

A letter by William J. Grace, chairman of 
Citizens Keep America Out of War Com- 
mittee, Chicago, features Issue One. Roll-Call filches 
the following from it, because it should be read all over 
the nation— 

**Some leaders are afraid to attack the real, historic en- 
emy of our country, the British Empire. If the Ameri- 
can people want to stay out of this war, those who try 
to get us into the war are our first, immediate and most 
dangerous enemies, and no man or woman honestly in 
favor of keeping America out of war can advocate ‘aid 
to Britain’ in Britain's war against Germany. 

“The legal and moral position of the American govern- 
ment under American law, under any known moral 
code, must be that of being neutral and not of wanting 
or desiring or actually helping one belligerent to defeat 
naother. Individual Americans may have their sympa- 
thies. This is human and cannot be stopped. But our 
government, being a government of laws and not of 
men, can have no sympathies in this war. It can only 
have interests, and its interests are solely the interests 
of the people of the United States and no one else, as 
long as our Constitution exists with its declared pur- 
pose in the preamble ‘to secure the blessings of liberty 
to ourselves and our posterity.’ 

‘The idea of denouncing Hitler and Germany for im- 
morality or treaty-breaking or pledge-renouncing or 
the like is contemptible hypocrisy. The foremost finger- 
pointer at Hitler in the United States outclasses Hitler 
in this ability. Whatever the atrocities of Hitler in this 
respect, I claim that they pale into insignificance beside 
the centuries-old record of the British Empire—which 
record of broken promises is brought right down into 
the current memory of this generation. 

“The position of our Committee is that Americans can- 
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not be pro-British, that the foundation of American 
patriotism lies in the fight against British tyranny and 
the recognition of the fact that in every national crisis 
in American history, Great Britain was our enemy. 
“When anyone accuses me of being anti-British—and 
it is always done in the expectation that | will deny it— 
I merely say: ‘Of course | am. I'm an American. And 
unless you're anti-British, you're NOT an American!” 
Being anti-British does not mean taking sides in Brit- 
ain’s wars and international complications; it means 
that in controversies between Britain and the United 
States, we are for the United States. And at the pres- 
ent moment there is a controversy between Britain and 
the United States. The people of the United States want 
to stay out of war. On this we are anti-British. We are 
American! 

“I know that British propagandists, and people who do 
not know any better, are taking the position that Con- 
gress in passing the lend-lease bill established ‘aid-to- 
Britain’ as an American policy and this ‘aid-to-Britain’ 
means military and naval aid. This is not so from a 
legal or any other point of view. The lend-lease bill was 
not an ‘aid-to-Britain’ bill. If it was legally ‘aid-to-Brit- 
ain’ such would have been written into the title and in- 
to the body of the act. They couldn't have written or 
adopted an ‘aid-to-Britain’ bill without being in conflict 
with the Neutrality Act, with a great many other laws 
and even with the Constitution itself. 

**The lend-lease bill, and anybody attempting to func- 
tion under it, in my opinion, is as much an enemy of 
our country as any fifth columnist, or saboteur, or in- 
vading or attacking force. Americans are under obliga- 
tions—while they continue to be Americans—to resist 
those whose acts, whether under color of law or other- 
wise, would attempt to destroy our Constitution. This 
is substantially the position of the Supreme Court 
every time it denounces an act of Congress as being un- 
constitutional. Anyone who attempts to place our coun- 
try in the position or danger of going to war without a 
declaration of war by Congress, is little less than a ty- 
rant and an enemy of our country. 

“Definitely our Keep America Out of War groups have 
postponed the evil day of war; but by the same token 
it definitely appears that the tyrants of Washington 
are moving us along the path to war even while we 
protest and denounce it. 

“When they ask the question: “What are you going to 
do if our country gets into war?’ we quickly say: “Of 
course we'll fight.” I'm wondering if the question 
shouldn't be changed and if we shouldn't ask: ‘What 
are we going to do to stay out of this non-American 
war?’ and if the proper answer isn't: ‘Of course we'll 
fight—TO STAY OUT.’ 

**That's the Patrick Henry spirit! That's the John Han- 
cock spirit! That's the Muhlenburg spirit! That’s the 
General John Sullivan, the Mad Anthony Wayne, the 
General Herkimer, the Captain Warren, the Lexington, 
the Valley Forge, the Yorktown spirit! It’s the 1776 
spirit. It’s the American spirit. 

Our trouble today is that there isn’t sufficient active 
and fighting American spirit. is ig because genera- 
tions of adult Americans have been practically dena- 
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tionalized as they went through school, and have other- 
wise been drugged or vaccinated against real patriotic 
emotion or action. This has been done through the re- 
writing of American history by Rhodes scholars and 
similar-minded men and women, through the efforts of 
the English Speaking Union and like organizations, and 
through the British influence in the papers, in the pul- 
pits, on the stage, in society, over the radio, and other 
This fight against getting into war must’ be 
waged on waking up and returning to the original tradi- 
tional American fighting spirit. When it comes back, 
men and women in public office will have fear and re- 
spect for it, in place of the contempt for people's feel- 
ings and opinions that now is manifested by-the public 
servants. 

“This may be strong language, but whatever is strong 
is simple. I believe we may not have the success for 
which we hope until we get around to where our peo- 
ple are aroused not only to the necessity of letter and 
petition writing and resolutions and meetings, but to 
the point where the enemies of our country in govern- 
ment itself begin to realize there is a sentiment in this 
country that if men are going to be forced to die in wag, 
it will be better for them to die here, DEFENDING

British Slave Trade 


‘The Slave Business” by George W. 
3 Booker, sold by Flanders Hall, Scotch 
Plains, N. J., for fifty cents. A current 
review states that this is a historical rec- 
ord of the slave trade conducted by the 
British Empire from the days of John Hawkins , whose 
first slave-trading ship, by the way, was called ‘Jesus.’ 
Slave-trader Hawkins was knighted by the Crown.

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Nor only do ninety-two percent of our population 
want no part in Europe's quarrels but hourly their 
indignation is mounting at the audacity of the Adminis- 
tration in openly espousing the cause of Russian Bol- 
shevia that up to day before yesterday it was heatedly 
condemning. 
From all over the nation comes in the news that press, 
pulpit and public are insufferably outraged by Mr. 
Roosevelt’s policies in respect to foreign governments. 
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The isolationist spokesmen in the Congress have given 
it out that Roosevelt and his colleagues have no consti- 
tutional authority to extend such aid to Russia. 


The nation as a whole has not entered the war against 
the Axis and has made it noisily clear that it disap- 
proves of doing so. Beyond aiding England, and let- 
ting England face a beating if the aid be not effective, 
the spirit of the law did not authorize the President to 
act. Action further than that incurs public condemna- 
tion. Witness tens of thousands turning out to ap- 
plaud Lindbergh, Wheeler, Nye and Clark uproarious- 
ly while the other day in Terre Haute a speaker for the 
notorious Committee to Defend America by Aiding the 
Allies drew an ‘‘audience” of one hundred and ten. 
Willkie, the Republican turn-coat, was booed out of 
Chicago within the month. He went to Hollywood and 
spoke in Hollywood Bowl. His audience was ninety 
percent conscripted from the Jewish-owned movie stu- 
dios, yet despite newspaper claque the rally was a bust. 
Ickes wanted gasoline conserved to aid beleaguered 
England. Within a month the consumption had in- 
creased beyond all previous proportions. 

Are these episodes indicative that our people are one 
with Mr. Roosevelt, or are they not? 


HE RULER never lived who took his people into 
a war against their will and encountered any- 
thing other than grief and ruin.

but a subconscious defiance—call it perversity if you 
will—amounting in practical effects to a sit-down strike 
against those who have finagled the catastrophe and 
all they recommend to achieve their objectives? 
Passive resistance is one thing. It might be overcome 
by the exigencies of conditions which the conflict brings 
about. 
If, on the other hand, the American public should take 
it into its head to embark on a sort of sit-down strike 
against Mr. Roosevelt and all which his Administration 
represents, how could the New Deal weather its sterili- 
ties and who would they have to blame but themselves?

ONE HARRY Hopkins, Roosevelt Totalitarian-in-

The 50 companies that were left, got $4,194,000,000 in 

orders, or 42.6 percent. 

Figures, as a rule, only appeal to the businessman who 

is accustomed to handling them. But here is a condi- 

tion where the average American should take time out 

to at least note the totals. 

e war business that all the thousands of small firms 
throughout the country got—the little fellows who in 
the long run pay the biggest portion of the taxes, 
amounted to $2,569,000,000. 


A®> a matter of editorial curiosity, the 56 big firms 
named in the Tribune dispatch were checked with 
the holdings of the Lehman Corporation, incorporated 
in Delaware and managed by the private banking-house 
of Lehman Brothers, New York City. 
The Lehman Corporation was set up to buy and sell 
stocks and bonds for profit. A check of these 56 cor- 
porations shows that the Lehman Corporation holds 
stocks in almost HALF of them! 


A® of December 31, 1940, the holdings of the Lehman 
Corporation show heavy holdings in agricultural 
machinery stocks—firms particularly making tractors 
and tanks — indus- 
trial machinery se-

It will be noted by the analytical reader that the Leh- 
man Corporation executives are very partial to profit- 
able common stocks—all in great corporations, and 
practically all of them loaded with heavy backlogs of 
national defense orders. 

Eyebrows might be raised, too, over the small percent- 
age of the total holdings invested in Federal Govern- 
ment bonds—only slightly over 15 percent of the total 
of $58,272,293 worth of all holdings. 

One wonders what the trouble may be in this regard. 
Can it be possible that the Lehman executives don’t 
think U. S. Government securities such a terribly good 
investment ? 

The mischievous thought intrudes that perchance they 
know too much about them—from the “‘inside” . . 


BY consulting the 1941 edition of Moody’s Manual of 
Investment Trusts—Banks, Insurance Companies, 
Real Estate, Investment Trusts—it is interesting to note 
the Lehman Corporation was incorporated in Delaware 
on September 11, 1929. Perhaps a study of the his- 
tory of that corporation would disclose some profitable 
operations during the fall of 1929—the year of the big 
crash in stocks. 
Another interesting fact to observe is that, while the 
stock in the corporation is widely distributed, the pri- 
vate banking house of Lehman Bros., New York city, 
gets 8-]/3 percent of the net realized profit for manag- 
ing the Lehman Corporation. 
Furthermore, check over the list of the directors, and 
‘nother significant fact emerges, to wit: The directors 
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are nearly all partners in the private banking house of 
Lehman Brothers. These directors also for the most 
part hold salaried positions with the Lehman Corpora- 
tion in executive capacity. It would seem to be a case 
of ‘‘out of the right hand and into the left.” 

In 1939 the total net income of the Lehman Corporation 
was $1,481,691; heavy holdings in profitable war 
stocks in 1940 raised their total net income in 1940 to 
$2,115,993. 

Curtis Dahl, erstwhile son-in-law of the President, was 
formerly a departmental manager for Lehman. The re- 
lationship between No. | William Street and 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue has always been most cordial. 
The foregoing gives a practical picture of one segment 
of the Jewish financial-industrial take-over of U. S. in- 
dustries, and shows in small part the technique being 
used. 

Remember that the defense orders are highly concen- 
trated in corporations whose stocks are largely held by 
international banking interests, Gentile bankers as well 
as Jewish. Then note what is happening to small indus- 
tries, according to Peter Nehemkis, |r., assistant to the 
chief of the contract division of the Office of Production 
Management, who made this statement: 

“By the end of summer, one-third of American industry 
will be obliged either to change over to munitions or 
stop operating.” 

Do not forget that Gov. Herbert Lehman, ex-officio 
head of both corporations, is the President's ‘good 
right arm” and despite all fair words to the contrary, it 
is the foreign policy of this President, with the head of 
Lehman Corporation as such good right arm that is 
keeping the mass-murder of Gentiles going at full tilt 
in Europe.

The adminstration workers but- 
tonholed other members in hotel lobbies, restaurants, 
and on street corners, using the usual methods of per- 
suasion in behalf of ‘‘must” legislation 
Meanwhile, crumpled sheets of paper littered the floor 
of Hoffman's office in in- 
creasing confusion as the 
day wore on. It was not 
until a hot sun had drop- 
ped behind Capitol Hill 
that he pulled the final 
draft from his typewriter. 
This morning, the evi- 
dence of his labor was in 
every stack of mail deliv- 
ered to the offices of each 
of his 434 colleagues, 
Democrat, Republican, 
Progressive, Farmer-La- 
bor, and American La- 
bor. The letter was a 
grim warning to. the 
others that they face re- 
tirement from public of- 
fice via the ballot box 
next year if they vote to 
keep the draftees in serv- 
ice beyond the twelve months provided inthe original 
selective service law. 
Hoffman told them to watch their step in handling the 
legislation or their political hides ‘‘will be tanning on 
the barn door.” Warning against any offers of compro- 
mise, he gave three reasons why the bill should be de- 
feated and urged the members to carry on a fight for 
their convictions and their constituents’ sons. 
Word of Hoffman's action, believed to be unprecedent- 
ed for its outspokenness and appeal to members of all 
political parties, soon got about the Capitol. Even the 
most enthusiastic supporters of administration policies 
did not deny its effects. 
Many Members brought their copies of the letter to the 
House floor and were seen flourishing them as they con- 
ferred in knots of twos and threes. Others sat apart 
studying them alone, while administration opponents 
crowded about Hoffman's chair congratulating him on 
his coue. 
The text of the letter follows: 
“Dear colleague: 


“Nov. 3, 1942 will soon be here. And, if you don’t 
watch your step, your political hide, which is very near 
and dear to you, will be tanning on the barn door. 

“There are three reasons—one bad, two very good— 
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why your vote should be cast against any extension of 
service, whether it be for five minutes or for an in- 
definite period. 

‘The second reason, and a good one, is that we should 
keep faith with the drafted men. Every man in the 
House knows, or should know, that when this bill was 
passed, regardless of what may be in it, ‘fine print’ or 
hidden meaning, we were given to understand, as were 
the people of the nation, that the term of service was to 
be one year. Let us not quibble That was the under- 
standing, and you know it. 

“Third, every Member of this House knows, or he 
should know, that, when this bill was under discussion in 
the House, we were told by those who sponsored it 
that it was purely a defense measure. Don’t make it 
foundation for another AEF. We can best defend our 
country by keeping our men at home, retaining their 
confidence, which we cannot do if we deceive them. 
“Do not be deceived by offers of compromise. A deter- 
mined effort will be made to sugar-coat this bill. But

“If you don’t want your scalp drying at your political 
opponent's campfire, watch your step. If you have con- 
victions, get over on the floor and fight for them and for 
your constituents’ sons.”

In the proposed Congress of the World Jewish Communist 
State—Union Now, if you please—in the upper house, called 
the Senate by the Union Now foxy promoters, Great Britain 
would have a majority of the seats.

England, “bust any gussets’ over the ep- 
ochal Atlantic Sea Party that was pulled 
off last week with malice aforethought be- 
tween Churchill the Great Promise- 
Extractor and Roosevelt the Great Prom- 
ise Breaker.

"THE FIRST question can be disposed of at once: En- 

tirely aside from the fact that a previous Prime 
Minister of England sat down with an American Presi- 
dent on a log beside the Rapidan about a dozen years 
ago, and discussed Anglo-American relationships, this 
meeting was in nowise epochal. 


For a thing to be epochal, it 
must create or mark an 
epoch. And an epoch is a 
point in the onward course 
of history from which suc- 
ceeding years are counted. 
It is probable from the 
speed with which our great 
Promise Breaker is losing 
his popularity and his grip 
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on the American rank and file, and the celerity with 
which Winston Churchill's haughty empire is losing its 
war with Adolph Hitler, that nobody in either nation 
is going to count any years because the two men went 
into a huddle under a battleship awning and talked of 
what could be done to shore up the rocking walls of 
their two collapsing empires. 

That the conference ‘“‘made history"’ is so much Holly-

WHEN we consider why the meeting was held, how-

Hess Peace Terms? 


Matssar SHESE terms, said to have been received by 
Churchill on June 9th, were reported as 
more or less ironed out and agreed to, on 
July 27th. Naturally they have left the 
United States and its authoritarian Chief 
Executive out on an exceedingly brittle 
limb. That is precisely where every President who has 
treated with England has found himself sooner or later, 
with the sole exception of George Washington. 
Roosevelt, so you can learn in the right places in Wash- 
ington, made commitments to Britain and Church;’ 
which he couldn't keep. 


Churchill, with his imperialistic war lost on every front, 
British prestige going sour in every corner of the globe, 
and his tight little isle ‘‘all bombed to hell’’ was inclined 
to be petulant about those Presidential promises. 


Churchill apparently shared British opinion that what 
Mr. Roosevelt should do was to put the United States 
into the Jewish-Hitler War without any more nonsense 
—just go ahead and do it! 

Opposition means nothing in the Churchill psychology, 
because over in his particular democracy, the man who 
opposes the parliamentary Sanhedrin is simply tossed 
into Bruxton Prison—and that goes for Members of 
Commons themselves. 

Mr. Roosevelt previously was going to deliver the Unit- 
ed States, miraculously armed and ready to pull trig- 
gers in Britain's defense, by last tulip-time. 

The reason that Roosevelt was unable to do this, was 
the grim determination on the part of 92 percent of his 
country’s voting citizens that they didn’t intend to go to 
war—for Franklin D. Roosevelt, Winston Churchill or 
anybody else. Mr. Roosevelt couldn't get ten votes 
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for war out of “his’’ Congress right at this moment. If 
anything, Mr. Roosevelt has bungled his political situa- 
tion at home worse than Mr. Churchill has bungled his 
military situation from Norway to Crete. 


Anyhow, it seemed the cunning thing for the two ex- 
pert bunglers to get together out of earshot of possible 
wire-tappers and bungle all over the place in private. 


RAYMOND Moley is responsible for the statement 


that Mr. Roosevelt rarely reads a book, writes let- 
ters, or figures things out on paper beforehand, His 
way of governing is to get a recalcitrant man into the 
same room with him—preferably with all exits barred 
—and turn the Harvard charm upon him till he alters 
his viewpoint as Mr. Roosevelt wishes it. Some of Mr. 
Roosevelt's critics are unkind enough to add that if the 
said visitor doesn’t alter his viewpoint, he goes forth 
with the contents of inkwells spilled down the front of 
him. Whether Mr. Roosevelt took to sea a goodly sup- 
ply of inkwells for Mr. Churchill. we have no means of 
knowing.

Roosevelt to lick Hitler alone—or rather, with the help 
of Secretaries Stimson, Knox, Ickes, Dorothy Thomp- 
son, Walter Winchell, Harry the Hop and Pop-Eye the 
Sailor-Man—Argentine spinach preferred. 
The situation would be comic if it wasn’t so tragic. Mr. 
Roosevelt may think that he and his personal American- 
Gentile Republic can go ahead and win such a war, but 
there is only one trouble with that. 
The people of this American-Gentile Republic won't 
fight such a war. 
Mr. Roosevelt, however, has yet to find this out! 


"THE RESULTS of the raucous powwows aboard the 
Prince of Wales can doubtless be counted upon the 
fingers of one hand.

Movies to Get It 


AJ ERRILY THE WAR propaganda game is 
§ plied with gusto by the Hollywood film 
magnates, most of whom are respectfully 
given attention in Who's Who in Ameri- 
can Jewry. August Ist a resolution direct- 
ed the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee to investigate war propaganda in radio and 
the movies, says a dispatch from Washington to the 
Chicago Tribune. 
It is stated in the preamble of the resolution that con- 
rol of the movie and radio industries ‘is in the hands 
' groups interested in involving the United States in 
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war, and adds that all this war-mongering publicity 
has been “directed to one side of the important debate 
now being held not only in Congress but throughout the 
country. t# 

Senator Nye, at an America First rally in St. Louis 
August | said ‘‘we owe it to ourselves to speak plainly” 
and charged that movie companies have been turning 
out films “‘designed to rouse us to a state of war hys- 
teria.” He mentioned such films as “Convoy,” 
“Escape,” ‘Flight Command,” ‘““That Hamilton Wom- 
an,” ‘‘Man Hunt,”’ ‘Sergeant York,” ‘The Great Dic- 
tatro,”” and “I Married a Nazi.”’ 

For the record Senator Nye does U. S. citizens a service 
in publicizing the warminded movie-makers, as follows: 
“There are ten major film companies. The men who 
dominate policy in these companies—own or direct 
them—are well known to you. 

“There is Harry and Jack Cohn of Columbia Pictures, 
There is Louis B. Mayer of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 
There is George J. Shaefer of R. K. O. There is Bar- 
ney Balaban and Adolph Zukor of Paramount. There 
is Joseph Schenck and Darryl Zanuck of Twentieth 
Century Fox. There is Murray Silverstone of United 
Artists, and the great Sam Goldwyn of Samuel Gold- 
wyn, Inc. There are the three Warner brothers, Ar- 
thur Loew, Nicholas Schenck, Sam Katz, and David 
Bernstein of Loew's, Inc.”’ 

Then Senator Nye draws a comparison, to wit: “Great 
Americans like Senator Wheeler, Col. Lindbergh, and 
Gen. Wood are in many places denied the use of a hall 
to speak up for America. But these men, with the mo- 
tion picture films in their hands, can address 80 million 
people a week, cunningly and persistently inoculating 
them with the virus of war. 

“Why do they want to push us into war? Well, they 
have all sorts of interests. But here is one I! can give 
you. One of the leading Wall street investment houses 
made a study of these movie industries only a few 
months ago. It told its clients that if Britain loses, 

seven of the eight leading companies will be wiped out.””

The doggy grocery stores 
take the orders for the enterprising Morris lad. 

For the lowest priced package for Britain, Morris asks 
$3.25, for which he will send a friend or relative in 
Britain the following: 
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I pound of vegetable shortening 

1/2 pound of Kraft’s cheddar cheese 

1/2 pound of Hershey's breakfast cocoa 

| pound of orange marmalade 

1 tin of concentrated orange juice 

The inquisitive reporter poked into a chain store and 
bought these items for 87 cents, and observes: 

“And, assuming Mr. Morris has wholesale connections, 
six-bits would appear to be a fair estimate of the cost to 
him. 

““What are his other expenses? Radio Commentator 
Fulton Lewis, Jr., in a recent broadcast based on con- 
siderable investigation, listed them as customs duties, 
11 cents; postage, 70 cents; insurance, 20 cents. 
There’s also a 25-cent fee for notary service, required 
by U. S. law, and a 15 per cent, or 50-cent commission, 
to the agent. 

*‘Add all that to the original 75 cents and you get about 
$2.50, leaving Mr. Morris 75 cents—or about 23 per 
cent—for wrapping and office expense and profit.” 
However, as the Washington News article points out, 
Mr. Morris is the gentleman who gets the 50-cent com- 
mission, so in reality he gets at least 38 percent gross 
profit. 

There is a parcel priced at $9.95, on which the profit 
must be at least $2.00. And is this enthusiastic worker 
for war sufferers in England making much money? 
Says the News write-up: 

‘All in all, his report to the State Department through 
June 30 shows $101,500 collected and $66,300 spent 
; . since he registered.”’ 

One of the eye-catching lines in his advertising posters 
is the pledge to give 10 per cent of all funds collected to 
the British-American Ambulance Corps. 10 per cent 
of $101,500 is $10,150. Officials of that organization, 
contacted in New York city, said that they received 
$3,000, and there is some doubt about another $3,000, 
of which says the News: 

“To give Mr. Morris the benefit, call the figure $6,000. 
But that is not 10 per cent of $101,500.” 

All is not rosy in this goyim-trimming racket, for the 
News story reports: 

‘“Two complaints are on file against Parcels for the 
Forces, Inc. In May, the State Department took un- 
favorable cognizance of his expense proportion at that 
time—46 per cent. And the New York Better Business 
Bureau, to whom Mr .Morris has declined to give a fi- 
nancial statement, has received one complaint of non- 
delivery.’’

fe V1DEN TLY so many plutocratic Britons have found the 
people of the United States to be such fawning scycho- 
phants that English contempt for Americans has become more 
or less subconscious. When they think we are not listening, 
they express their scorn. 

Senator Wheeler recently read excerpts to his colleagues from 
a confidential letter written to Captain David Margesson, evi- 
dently Jewish member of Parliament, by a Major in the Brit- 
ish army.

RNEST Goerner of Milwaukee, known to thonsands of

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Sought Million Dollars 
of Public Funds to Buy 
Two Jewish Papers .. 


“OW Dave Stern, Jewish publisher, tried to buy 
4 the New York Evening Post and Philadelphia 
4 Record with the United States Government 
§ money—or what amounted to it—is the atro- 
Ma cious disclosure made by the Chicago Tribune 
this week in what seems to be the first of a 
series of articles to expose the shenanigans that the Roose- 
veltians have perpetrated to establish control over the Ameri- 
can press. 

The backing given Stern for purchase of the New York Eve- 
ning Post and the Philadelphia Record totaled a cool million 
dollars and it came out of the Philadelphia Federal Reserve 
and two other banks in the metropolitan area. How much 
Stern put up of his own money, if any, is not related. The 
records of the transactions were so obscured that it took 
months for the Tribune sleuths to run the deal down. One 
wonders why. Or doesn’t one? 

The history of the transaction involves J. David Stern, for- 
merly owner and publisher of both the Record and the Post. 
Stern still publishes the Record and has large holdings in the 
Courier-Post Newspapers, Inc., in Camden, N. J. He sold the 
Post, however, in June, 1939, not mony months after he had 
obtained the loan and used some of the funds to purchase 
another block of preferred shares in it. 

To get the loan Stern made a pilgrimage to Washington early 
in 1938, frankly telling those to whom he went that he was 
seeking funds with which to keep his two pro-New Deal publi- 
cations alive. With the assistance of Senator Joseph F. Guffey 
(D., Pa.) he commenced negotiations with the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. These were carried out unofficially. 
When told that Stern needed $2,000,000, RFC Administrator 
Jesse Jones said he was not interested. 





Subsequently Stern won the sympathy of Harry L. Hopkins, 
then Works Progress Administrator chief but already a con- 
fidant of the President; and Thomas G. (Tommy the Cork) 
Corcoran, the President’s adviser and chief speech writer. 
They went to President Roosevelt himself saying “something 
must be done for Dave Stern.” 

It was said that the President telephoned Jones. Hopkins and 
Corcoran followed up, telling Jones: “The boss wants that 
loan for Dave Stern.” Jones, a tough-minded banker, still 
refused, saying he didn’t want any question about putting 
the RFC into the newspaper business. 

Although the RFC avenue was closed and there was no ap- 
parent way the WPA could put the newspapers on relief, 
strings were pulled. And eventually Stern succeeded in gain- 
ing a loan of a million dollars in Philadelphia. The federal 
reserve bank put up the entire amount, but only $400,000 of it 
was in the form of a direct loan. 

The Camden Trust company of Camden, N. J., and the 
Philadelphia National bank, participated in the remaining 
$600,000. It is understood that Stern’s notes to these banks 
were discounted at the federal reserve bank. The RFC is a 
stockholder in the Camden Trust company, which does the 
anking for Stern’s Camden newspapers. 
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SN’T it wonderful that the English speak American? We

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THE PRESIDENCY 


AF THERE be one thing which the interna- 
tional dramatics of Mr. Roosevelt is bring- 
ing home to the American people, it is the 
jeopardy to 130 million American people 
in the Presidential office when the wrong 

: man gets into it. Hitherto throughout 
the tenures of thirty-one Presidents, this Republic has 
been unsuspectedly lucky—apparently there is no other 
word for it—in acquiring Chief Executives who were 
men of dignity, reserve, integrity and remarkable acu- 
men. One outstanding trait they have had in common, 
to say the least, has been the political sagacity to read 
the temper of the majority aright and thereby stay 
within the bounds of what was expected of them in 
their roles and offices. 








TILL, in rationalizing our present incumbent's the- 
atric conduct—particularly such a thing as meet- 

ing the British Prime Minister in mid-ocean the other 
day—the American who truly knows the score in this 
Devil's Chess game, should take the more delicate and 
tenuous nuances of the contact into consideration. 
In the first place, people of brains and some knowledge 
of practical psychology will note the well-nigh laugh- 
able inferiority complex which bedevils Mr. Roosevelt 
in respect to Adolf Hitler. 
Month by month it grows plainer that Hitler has no 
more demarked votary over all the globe than the gentle- 
man with the large Hebraic iodine in his blood who for 
almost a decade has occupied our White House. 
First, he seeks the same type of authoritarian State to 
head and deports himself as the head of it with an identi- 
cal attempted affect at self-assurance and paternal aloof- 
ness from the common citizen. 
Second, he goes hither and yon about the Republic “‘in- 
specting” his armies, camps and ordnance plants as if 
the United States had never had such before his coming 
and were he not President they would not be of moment. 
Third, he goes ahead and does as he pleases in affairs of 
State and ‘“‘consults’’ Congress by telling it about his 
initiatives afterward. 
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Fourth, and most unpardonably childish of all, he be- 
thinks it necessary to the welfare of the world, as well 
as his own national and international prestige, to ar- 
range a meeting with the virtual dictator of an allied 
State where ‘‘the new world order” of their own is pro- 
vided for in the best dynastic manner. 

Probably the personal meetings of Mr. Hitler and Mr. 
Mussolini at Munich, Benner Pass and other places, has 
ever irked Mr. Roosevelt and caused him to gnash his 
molars that he could not have his authoritarian meet- 
ings with other potentates, too. So a week ago, regard- 
less of the fact that he and Mr. Churchill were reported 
as talking to each other three and four times daily by 
trans-Atlantic telephone, Mr. Roosevelt decided to have 
his own meeting in the Hitlerian manner, anyhow. 


OF COURSE, men with their heads screwed on tight 
know that the meeting really took place to bolster 
up the morale of the respective citizens of the countries 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill represented, to give 
the war politicians of each nation something to scream 
about, add a push to the Britain-and-Us psychology and 
withal hide by a show of authoritarian omnipotence the 
extremely weak positions which both men are in, to 
say nothing of the weakness of their respective sover- 
eignties. Strong men, confident, sure of themselves 
and their causes, earnestly busy with their constructive 
designs and sincerely achieving in the original manner, 
would be too busy to keep these marine trysts for the 
edification of the small fry. 
In Mr. Roosevelt's case, it was no more necessary for 
him to be out of circulation for five days than it was 
necessary for him to pay a visit to the moon. 


But Mr. Roosevelt is himself—obviously a rich little 
Jewish boy some fifty or more years old, wanting to be 
a big-shot but not exactly knowing how to go about it, 
capricious one moment, enraged the next, watching his 
great deity, Hitler, as small boys at ball-parks watch 
every gesture of some diamond hero. 

He will probably seek to get the United States into a 
war because Mr. Hitler has a war, just as he reached out 
and grabbed Iceland because he saw his idol—Hitler— 
grabbing strategic and undefended countries, albeit not 
for the same reasons. . There is this difference between 
them, however, that Mr. Hitler makes his totalitarian 
economy work. Mr. Roosevelt's hasn’t worked yet and 
his national position is none too secure because of it. 
The head of beaten Britain confers with the head of the 
economically stricken United States, and the two map 
their New World Order which they envision after they 
have won a war in which neither of them has triumphed 
in a single battle to the moment.

"TAKE note that all the quarrels with Germany and 
Japan are not on account of the four freedoms, or 
the eight Great Points, but for the coldly brutal purpose 
of using U. S. financial-industrial and economic resourc- 
es, together with millions of soldiers and sailors, to sus- 
tain financial-industrial interests in Palestine, Africa 
and the Far East. To exactly that end, President Roose- 
velt has picked quarrels with every nation with whom 
we should today be at peace, and evidence even indi- 
cates that the gentleman in the White House had more 
to do with encouraging the British and the French to de- 
clare war on Germany than did any other living head of 
a State today—Bloody Joe Stalin not excepted. — 
And such a Chief Executive goes unimpeached! 
Set it down that Winston Churchill is less interested in 
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England as England than in representing the interests 
of his British-Jewish financial masters in Palestine, 


Africa and the Far East. 


From the complex pattern that has been forming up for 
almost four years, it appears that Churchill and that 
bright galaxy of immensely wealthy British Jews sur- 
rounding him,\ are preparing to leave England to her 
fate and retreat to the United States where they will 
emulate the traitorous Frenchman General DeGaulle, in 
establishing a “Free British’’ government in the United 
States. 


REMEMBER the greatest defense asset the British 
Empire has is the great naval fleet, augmented by 
50 so-called over-age destroyers—actually new destroy- 
ers just out of the shipyards when FDR made this gift, 
evidence shows. That was a part of the Churchill- 
Roosevelt conspiracy to effect in a practical way the 
Union Now program. 
Then came the _lend-and-lose-everything-to-Britain 
seven billion-dollar fund, under one provision of which 
British warships could be repaired in U. S. shipyards, 
and some months ago it was revealed in Congress there 
were almost 150 British warships in our yards.

HAT “epochal” waveside chat somewhere in the

HEN BETTER kommissars are needed in Wash- 
ington, Roosevelt will appoint them—the latest 
being Samuel Rosenman, New York judge, often 
called by FDR his “‘good right arm,” and who sees that 
Mr. President gets just the right material into his fire- 
side chats. 

Rosenman is the new priorities czar in the lately publi- 
cized super policy board of seven, nominally headed 
by Vice President Wallace, and he has been “given 
crate blanche by President Roosevelt to remove the 
kinks in the priorities situation;’’ said the Washington 
Daily News August 15. 

The man who controls the priorities holds the power of 
life and death over all industries. Ostensibly, the ap- 
pointment of this top-ranking Jew as priorities kom- 
missar is to speed up defense.

Churchill, foggy-sea, secret-except-to-the- 
British fishing conference, seems like a 
mere reiteration of principles that any- 
body—even the most vicious criminal— 
could make with a smirk on his face, such 
as was worn by Churchill when the pictures showed him 
talking to our President.

“THERE is effrontery in Mr. Churchill’s being digni- 
fied by mention of his name, and the name of the 
man who should be representing the United States be- 
ing omitted from the record.

Do, as the Tribune does, accept the 13.8 tons figure. 
Add another 10 million tons estimated as being required 
to keep the lend-and-lose-everything kosher-British 
racket going, and for war purposes we secure a figure 
of 23.8 millions. 

Steel is now being produced at the rate of 90 million 
tons per year:

A aluminum drive was primarily for the 
purpose of building up Fiorello La Guard- 
ia as high pooh-bah of the Office of Ci- 
vilian Defense rather than because there 
was any actual shortage of the metal for 
supplying the needs of the national defense. The short- 
age, in other words, was mythical, as shown by an ad- 
vertisement by the United States government in the 
San Diego, Calif. Sun to sell 130 tons of aluminum 
to any junk dealer who entered a successful bid for the 
stuff. “‘At buyers’s option, the Government will load 
material on railroad cars at naval station,” the adver- 
tisement announced. This at a time when patriotic 
small children were canvassing back doors for sauce- 
pans and skillets to add to unsightly messes on the na- 
tion's court house lawns. 

The sourest insult of all to all those people who thought 
they were aiding national defense by giving away 
their old pots and pans to Stubby LaGuardia was 
brought out in the June 1941 issue of the British Export 
Gazette, a 50-year-old London-published monthly. In 
it, says the Export Trade and Shipper magazine, New 
York City, was a full page advertisement which 
‘brought our thoughts back to the charges recently 
made in the New York Times that articles or materials 
being lend-leased to Britain were finding their way to 
foreign markets, competing with American exporters.” 
In the British Export Gazette advertisement a picture 
of a British naval convoy for merchant ships was 
shown, under the title ““Constant Vigilance’’ which was 
followed by: “The best British goods have been de- 
livered in the past. The best British goods will be de- 
livered in the future, but most important, the best 
British goods can be delivered now.” That last argument 
was set in capital letters. 

And what can the obliging British deliver now? Take 
a look-see at the following quoted from the ad: 

‘Send your roders for —paper and rubber, insulated 
‘‘Send your orders for . - paper and rubber, insulated 
electricity meters, static condensers, wireless con- 
densers, overhead equipment for railways, tramways, 
light and power; copper and aluminum among 
many other things. 

That advertisement was signed by the British Insulated 
Cables, Ltd-., Head Office, Prescot, Lancs, England, and 
just above the signature was the inspiring line: 

“The British Navy is the Guarantee of Delivery.” 
While on the subject of the British sabotage of our do- 
mestic and export trade, consider the consummate 
insolence of the Office of Production Management in 
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Washington—in which British saboteurs of U. S. busi- 
ness are sitting as paid Government officials—denying 
to an industrialist aluminum needed to keep his plant 
running, as was reported August 6 by the National 
Observer. This industrialist makes dies needed in de- 
fense industries, but comes the word from Washington 
that after August 15th he gets no more aluminum. 
Mulling that fast one over, the bedeviled and puzzled 
manufacturer of dies needed in national defense indus- 
tries hies himself homeward, only to get another shock. 
That same day a salesman for aluminum ware had ar- 
ranged with his wife to put on a demonstration of the 
cooking utensils in his own home. Not only did she 
consent to have her kitchen used for the demonstration, 
but she did the cooking herself. 

Then the obliging wife of the bedeviled industrialist 
ordered a set of aluminum ware! Just a few days before 
she had turned over old pots and pans, in response to 
the urgent pleas of Pots-and Pans LaGuardia. 

Neither, says the Observer column, does it make the U. 
S. die manufacturer any happier to have noted that 
many of the chairs and office fittings in the Office of 
Production Management are made of aluminum. 

After all, the only thing needed to collect a lot of junk 
aluminum is lots of brass in the cheek. There will be no 
shortage of that kind of ‘‘metal’’ as long as the New 
Red Dealers run the political sideshows.

SIS 7ej VE thousand Jews from German-held Po- 
4 land are to be deported to Madagascar, 
declares the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
from London, August 7th. 

The Vichy government of France, says 
the dispatch, has agreed to permit the 
transfer of these European undesirables to another part 
of the earth. The JTA story, published in the American 
Jewish Outlook on August 8th, said that the settlement 
of the deported Jews in Madagascar will be financed 
by the French administration there, which will use the 
deportees for “‘forced labor to develop the island.” 
Meantime, the pessimistic JTA correspondent expresses 
the fear that the Vichy government will confiscate 
property of Jews in unoccupied France. 


Madagascar has been suggested for some years as a 
good place to send Jews unwanted in other countries. 
Nowhere, however, do Jews enthuse over the idea. 


This island has an area of 241,094 square miles, and the 
adjoining island of Comoros 790 square miles. The 
combined population of these two islands was last re- 


ported as 3,/97,936 people. 


Viadagascar is thus larger in area than any State in the 
Union except Texas which is 265,896 square miles in 
=xtent, while the population was 6,418,321, according 
to the 1940 census. 

Viake another comparison. England, Wales, Scotland, 
Northern Ireland, Isle of Man, and the Channel Islands 
make up the United Kingdom, often referred to as the 
British Isles. Government figures for the latest official 
-ensus showed 46,213,169 people living in these 
islands with a total area of 94,279 square miles, or 
about one-fourth the area of Madagascar. 

Since the Jews only lay claim to a total of some 16 to 
17 million population in all the world, it is obvious they 
should be able to find a homeland in Madagascar where 
they would not need to bother, or be bothered, by the 
people in other nations who do not want the Jews 
among them. 

[t is nonsense, of course,’ to accept Jewish figures for 
their population. More likely the actual Jewish world 
population runs from 40 to 50 million men, women and 
children.

he is forced to do in order to exist. 
There is terrorism in Hollywood—according to G. Alli- 
son Phelps, who made an epochal broadcast over Sta- 
tion KGER in Los Angeles on the ‘‘American Life 
Hour’ August 10th. Mr. Phelps’s broadcast is of in- 
terest to the nation at large because of the investigation 
of war-making propaganda by the motion picture Jews 
which has been asked for in the Senate. There has been 


terrorism in Hollywood for a number of years, ever 
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since the Russian-born manipulators of the film indus- 
try gained control of the business and made it a monop- 
oly. Phelps evidently would sidestep the charge of 
anti-Semitism by describing them as “Russian-born.”’

Men have been discharged from their jobs to make room 
for European refugees that the Joy Boys of the Tower 
of Babel have helped to import into America and place 
in industry. And the result of these practices has been 
to terrify and to cow thousands of good American 
citizens. 

Men of good standing in their com- 
munities who have dared criticise the Russian-born 
manipulators of this giant film industry have been 
crushed, some ruined completely, through a process of 
intimidation, of coercion, of threats of boycotts, of 
strikes.

HEN the committee 
x \ \\ ae appointed by the In- 
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ganda pictures opens its 
hearings, those who control 
the industry will not be 
able to have representatives 
working from inside the in- 
vestigation. The Senate In- 
vestigating Committee is empowered, authorized and 
directed to hold hearings, to sit and act at such times and 
places (either in the District of Columbia or elsewhere 
during the sessions, recesses and adjourned periods of the 
Senate in the Seventy-seventh and subsequent Con- 
gresses) as found to be desirable, and to employ such 
experts and other assistants as necessary, and to require 
by subpena, or otherwise, the attendance of witnesses 
and the production and impounding of such books, pa- 
pers and documents and to administer such oaths and to 
take such testimony and to make such expenditures as it 
deems advisable. This Committee is furthermore em- 
powered to call upon all branches of the government for 
evidence and documents pertaining to this investigation. 
The satellites of the picture monopolists have all been 
numbered, labeled and catalogued. Honest testimony 
given to this Senate Committee, comprising Senators 
Clark of Idaho, McFarland of Arizona, Bone of Wash- 
ington, Brooks of Illinois and Tobey of New Hampshire, 
will be held in strict confidence and all who cooperate 
with the Senate Committee to investigate motion picture 
hate propaganda will be fully protected. If any acts of 
coercion, intimidation or threats are made to force actors, 
directors and producers to attempt to hide facts, such 
things will be of great interest to this investigating com- 
mittee. 

My information from Washington confirms the fact 
that this Committee will sit for six months, a year, two 
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years if necessary, until such time as all un-American 
systems of blacklisting, boycotting, and conspiracy to 
undermine American ethics have been cured and regu- 
lated. 

The entire country is aroused over this national motion 
picture hate-propaganda scandal, tax evasions, stock 
juggling, film orgies and other acts which have created 
the Terrorism in Hollywood. If the motion picture in- 
dustry attempts to obstruct, intimidate or in any way 
thwart this investigation by holding a Cossack whip 
over the heads of those who have already been terrified, 
I predict jail sentences will be meted out to any who 
are found guilty of suppression of facts and of thereby 
obstructing justice. 

Many men will have ample time to review and recon- 
sider actions which have caused their fellow men to lose 
faith in them and in their standards and to become 
drunkards and suicides when deprived of their rights of 
livelihood and as they have considered the deplorable 
plight of their broken families. 


" [THESE are dangerous times we are passing through 
and drastic measures have become necessary to curb 
enemies of American society who have been boring 
from within. Those who might desire to destroy our 
principles from without can be taken care of properly by 
our Army, by our Navy and our air forces, backed by 
the National Spirit; but that National Spirit must be 
protected within, and those who, through their actions, 
undermine the National Spirit of America must be 
stopped in their activities for the general good of the 
Republic. 
It is time the motion picture industry took its proper 
place in the structure of this nation, as a medium of en- 
tertainment, of honest education, of culture, of good 
moral influence. It should not be permitted to remain in 
the control of, or under the direction of, a small, arro- 
gant group‘monopoly who would use motion pictures as 
an instrument of evil to exploit a people for greedy 
desires and foreign ideology at the expense of the 
American public. 
America has been depicted on the screen as a nation of 
gangsters, a sex-mad nation filled with hate, lust, liars, 
cheats and degraded, wasteful, alcoholic citizens. We 
have become discredited in the eyes of every other na- 
tion in the world except perhaps one, and that nation is 
crying for our help at this particular time. 


BUT the reign of terror in Hollywood is about end- 
ed. And there can be no “‘fixing’’ of the Senate in- 
vestigation now under way. 
It is doubtful if the Joy Boys of the Hollywood Tower 
of Babel will be able to arrange palsy-walsy photos for 
publicity purposes of Senators Clark of Idaho, Bone of 
Washington, Tobey of New Hampshire, Brooks of IIli- 
nois or McFarland of Arizona. There will be no snappy 
camera angles of these Senatorial gentlemen taken with 
Hedy LaMar in a bathing suit, Ann Sheridan in a hula- 
hula costume, Dorothy Lamour in a sarong, or dual 
poses with Paulette Goddard taken on an off night in 
Ciro’s. These Senators will attend strictly to business 
in the interest of the public, and it is the patriotic duty 
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of every patriotic American to cooperate with them. 
Theatre owners, all over America, are being canvassed 
to come forward with facts concerning how they were 
forced to show war propaganda films. 

So, actors, writers, directors, producers, workers of all 
studio crafts, business men, lawyers, doctors—all good 
Americans—write facts to the Senators selected to in- 
vestigate this motion picture industry and encourage the 
Senators to make their investigation thorough and com- 
plete. 

Long has there existed in Hollywood a reign of terror. 
But through its Senate the people of America are 
now going to examine the persons and the conditions 
which created and sustained the evil. And soon there

tonate in Japan's favor as the British situation or the 
German situation. 
Japan has everything to lose by plunging into open 
hostilities with the United States right now, and every- 
thing to gain by stalling, marking time, pursuing an ap- 
peasement policy, till the Kosherveltians make a slip, a 
wild gyration, and start down the well-buttered chute 
toward oblivion. 
When Adolf Hitler brings Russia under his control, 
relationships are bound to change decidedly between the 
United States and England.

“THE independent farm-~~ =—— 
ers are finding out _) — 
they are no longer independent but are already regi- 
mented right along with New Deal farmers and commu- 
nist farmers and others who seem to like having the 
government run their business, according to the Calhan 
News. 

A case in point is that of C- E. Shaver, who raised a crop 
of wheat on his farm north of Calhan. Mr. Shaver had 
declined to sign up for the wheat program now in effect 
under the impression that a farmer might still farm his 
land without government supervision so long as he was 
asking for nothing more than being left alone. That 
was Mr. Shaver’s mistake. When his wheat came in, a 
federal field man came onto his place, measured the 
Shaver acreage, estimated the crop and sent Mr. 
Shaver a statement of what he would have to pay the 
government before he would be allowed legally to store 
his wheat or dispose of it in any manner whatsoever. 

In this case the penalty assessed against Mr. Shaver is 
$94 and some cents and this Mr. Shaver must pay to be 
legally entitled to the wheat he raised on his own farm 
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without benefit of special government permit. “‘Is this 
the sort of democracy we are supposed to be fighting 
for>’’ the Calhan News, Mr. Shaver’s home town paper 
wants to know. 

It may be democracy or not, according as one views 
it, but it certainly is what Mr. Roosevelt and his col- 
leagues are fighting for.

a APROPOS of the debasing influ- 

ananai ences that are destroying the 
a aikots of aoealley and decency that heretofore char- 
acterized the conduct of American affairs, the court- 
martialing of Earl Southard of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars should be critically examined. 
Southard was a member of Progress Post and was elect- 
ed Illinois State Commander in a recent election. In 
seventeen months of active service overseas, he re- 
ceived nineteen wounds. He endured two and a half 
years of disability after leaving the service. 
But this man Southard happens to be the National Sec- 
retary of the Citizens Keep America Out of War Com- 
mittee. He is an efficient worker. He is likewise an elo- 
quent and forceful speaker. His Americanism is beyond 
question. He has fought, and is still fighting, any and 
all influences injurious to our Republic. He is fighting 
for the best interest of all the citizens of the nation. 
It was generally known that Southard intended to sup- 
port a movement in the National Encampment to put 
the VF W on record as being opposed to American par- 
ticipation in the imperialistic war in Europe. To prevent 
this powerful advocate of Americanism from carrying 
the fight to the floor of the convention in Philadelphia, 
the henchmen of the New Deal war-mongers in the 
VFW allegedly conspired to keep Southard from the 
convention by any means, fair or foul. 
Charges of subversive activities and of disloyalty to the 
government were brought against him. Though the acts 
were alleged to have taken place months ago, the action 
against him was not taken until just before the conven- 
tion- 
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GOUTHARD was suspended by the National Com- 


mander, one Joseph C. Menendez of Louisiana. He 
was ordered to trial on the charges. Under the rules and 
regulations of the VF W, he was tried by court-martial. 
The trial lasted twelve hours of Thursday, August 21st. 
A decision was reached but the President of the court 
announced that it would not be made public at once. 
It would be referred to the National Commander for 
confirmation. Let it be noted that all this took place 
four days before the convention. Being under suspen- 
sion, Southard would be denied the floor of the con- 
vention. To a calm and dispassionate observer, it ap- 
peared that no greater travesty of judicial pretension 
was ever witnessed in the most corrupt community in 
this land. The procedure as laid down in the Revised 
Manual on Courts-Martial was ignored and flippantly 
tossed aside by the Court Advocate. The presentation 
of the case and its general conduct was reported as be- 
ing in direct violation of the rules laid down in the Man- 
ual. In the course of the trial, three motions to dismiss 
were made by Captain William Grace for the defense. 
Whatever justification the court may have thought it 
had to deny the first motion, there seemed to be no justi- 
fication for the denial of the second motion. No testi- 
mony to support the charges, other than that of the two 
men who had filed them, was offered to the court. 
These two men, William C. Randall and William S. Do- 
lan, under cross examination by Captain Grace, admit- 
ted perjury. They acknowledged that the acts alleged 
against the accused were not within their personal 
knowledge as they had stated under oath. Despite the 
perjury established in open court and finally admitted 
by these men, the court “in camera’ denied the motion 
to dismiss. 
As the action in this case developed, it became more 
and more apparent that it was not Earl Southard who 
was on trial but the Citizens Keep America Out of War 
Committee. The National Commander who ordered 
this court-martial is known as an ardent New. Dealer, as 
are many others in the State of Louisiana since the one- 
time quashing of certain Federal indictments. The said 
quashing was part of what has been termed the Second 
Louisiana Purchase by Roosevelt. Many dispassionate 
spectators of the proceedings commented that some 
thing was obviously going on that might be part of a 
third Louisiana Purchase by those who conserve Mr. 
Roosevelt's political interests. 


No third Louisiana Purchase could besmirch Southard’s 
good name and prestige, it seems. When the verdict of 
the court-martial was adverse, the national convention 
took it up, whereupon Southard was practically exon- 
erated and reinstated. 


But the Citizens Keep America Out of War Committee 
remains under fire. It was doing business long before 
the America First Committee got under way; it has 
been responsible for the tremendous popular protest 
against war participation sent to White House and Con- 
gress, it does not—like the America First Committee— 
believe in Aid to Britain or aid to anyone but the United 
States, and it makes no pretense of calling people un- 
American or ineligible to membership merely because 
they resent the undue influence of Israelites in Federal 
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affairs. It is a REAL all-American Committee with no 
social fol-de-rols and no swank bankroll to buy national 
radio time. And Southard epitomizes its spirit. 
Somebody tried to put the blitz on him in consequence. 
‘That's what the Southard court-martial was all about!

They included Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., Secretary of the Treasury; Felix Frankfurter, 
Justice of the Supreme Court; Samuel Rosenman, Jus- 
tice of the New York Supreme Court; Nathan Strauss, 
Chairman of the Federal Housing Commission; Sol 
Rosenblatt, attorney for the Democratic National Com- 
mittee; Mrs. Dorothy Backer, wife of the publisher of 
the New York Post and granddaughter of Jacob Schiff; 
Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, Regional Director of the Social 
Security Board; and Joel Slonim, a Yiddish poet and 
journalist on the staff of The Day. They too were con- 
spicuous because of the marked cordiality shown them 
by President and Mrs. Roosevelt. . . 

** . . Edward Flynn, the chairman of the National Dem- 
ocratic Committee and director of Roosevelt's 1940 elec- 
tion campaign, remarked: ‘If Hitler were to see this, he 
would have an apoplectic stroke.’

Illinois Legion Boos War 


"THE AMERICAN Legion of Illinois demanded at its 

late August convention held at Springfield that the 
Administration gag the war-mongers.

Is Peace 
Close at 
Hand? .. 


aN THE July 3rd issue of Publicity under 
heading: “Have Peace Terms Been 
Agreed To?” it is stated that the peace 
terms tentatively reached at Aberdeen. 
Scotland, on June 9, were signed on June 
26—the result of the flight of Rudolf 
Hess—but that hostilities would not cease until certain 
adjustments have been made. Further there would only 
be normal patrol activity on the Western Front hence- 
forth but that as soon as the conditions in Asia Minor 
and Africa are to the satisfaction of Great Britain, and 
Germany has overrun Russia, peace will be formally 
declared, with the United States out on the limb—as 
usual. There would be full peace by September,. then 
the aftermath in our own United States. 


Substantially this, a news dispatch, dated Helsinki, Aug. 
27, released by the News Syndicate Co., Inc., and pub- 
lished in New York Jewish-controlled papers under 
heading of Donald Day, a special representative and 
war correspondent stationed at Helsinki, is here quoted 
in full, as follows: 








*“‘Lord Halifax is not expected to return to his post as 
British Ambassador in Washington, according to infor- 
mation received here from important London sources. 
*“When he was Foreign Minister, Lord Halifax was the 
center of a powerful group of Englishmen who had 
little faith in Prime Minister Winston Churchill's ability 
to lead the nation to victory against Germany. 


*“This group on several occasions dispatched representa- 
tives to Stockholm where the most important personage 
in Sweden officiated at secret meetings between the 
British delegates and high German government officials 
who arrived by airplane. 


**After the last of these meetings one of the British 
negotiators visited Helsinki and made the statement 
that ‘Germany's latest proposals are really discussable.’ 
‘From my sources of information | later learned that 
Churchill became violently angry when the reslut of the 
meeting were presented to him and it was almost im- 
mdiately after this that Lord Halifax resigned as 
Foreign Minister to become Ambassador to the United 
State.”’ Churchill is the front of the Mongolian Jews 
now in control of the British Empire just as our Great 
Promise Breaker is the front for the Mongolian Jews 
controlling our country—thus we have two gangs of 
Mongolian Jews attempting to carry on the war in order 
to destroy the Christians of Europe.

“Lord Halifax, one of Britain's leading high churchmen, 
was in constant touch with leading Catholic officials in 
the United States who oppose American entry into the 
war even to save England from defeat, my informant 
said. 

‘The Church was said to be interested in the negoti- 
ations because the complete collapse of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment is expected within a few weeks and then a 
peace between Germany and England would open the 
way for scores of Catholic missionaries who have been 
studying the Russian language in the Baltic States. 
‘‘Many leaders in the north welcomed the return of Lord 
Halifax to London as a far more important and benefi- 
cial event than the secret meeting between Churchill 
and President Roosevelt who, they contend, conspired 
to destroy Europe with the aid of Bolshevism.”

Despite all the propaganda and ballyhoo to the contrary 
the rank and file of Americans don’t hate Hitler bad 
enough to go to the end of the national rope to thrash 
him. That sort of talk is as wild as it is silly. 


A$ a matter of cold and dispassionate fact, whether 
one looks at it from the angle of pro-Semitism or 


_ anti-Semitism, from the military or sociological stand- 


point, the realization begins to come home that no mat- 
ter what happens from now on, the Jews have lost their 
Thrash-Hitler War! 

Hitler has conquered every nation to which he has set 
his forces. He has put a crimp in England's prestige 
from which she will never recover. He has wiped out 
the flower of the armies of vicious and arrogant Bolshe- 
via. He has already introduced a new order into Europe 
that will have to be treated with, no matter what his per- 
sonal fortunes from this summer's end onward.

SSOCIATE Justice Frank Murphy, in his effort to sell Bloody Josef 
Stalin to the Gentile Christians of the United States, through an ad- 
dress at Atlantic City before the Knights of Columbus Supreme 
Council convention, may have made another installment payment 
on his politicaldebt. to Mr. Roosevelt, but his endorsement of 
Communism even in the apologetic way it was made, can go a long 

way toward undermining administration of law in courts of the United States—com- 

ing as the talk did from an official in the highest tribunal in the land. So asserts 
the opening paragraph from a bulletin sent out the past week by the Constitution- 
al Government League of Columbus, Ohio. Still, the speech of Justice Murphy 
is by no means the highlight of the week in the Administration’s arduous task of 
selling Jewish Bolshevism to the American Gentiles under the guise of war al- 

liances. The big event of the week occurred in quite another quarter . . 

It was given out in the public prints as a sort of war-news dispatch—as if we were 

at war already and this was one of the government’s communiques—that 47 mem-

Communism comes from too high sources for him to do 


anything about it. That, of course, is precisely why 
men like Murphy are impelled to make the sort of 
speech that this Justice made in Atlantic City last week. 
The thing which Mr. Average American is challenged 
to do, is to begin aggressive and high-voltage agitation 
for the impeachment of the whole international crew 
which Rooseveltism comprises. Such impeachment is 
precisely what has begun to be agitated now by power- 
ful groups throughout Ohio, particularly the Mothers of 
Sons groups in Cincinnati. If Congress won't pay at: 
tention to impeachment suggestions, then the impeach- 
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ment must be pushed by popular mass action taken by 
the citizens. 

In Columbus, the Constitutional Government League 
is broadcasting a bulletin containing the following com- 
ment on Murphy's championage of the Aid-to-Russia 
atrocity— 

Mr. Murphy’s statement that Hitler is by far the greater 
menace to free nations and free institutions is, in a com- 
parative sense with Stalin, not borne out by facts of 
xecord. In so far as the retention intact of the British 
Empire's far-flung provinces go, that political statement 
may be true. But in the sense of moral and Christian 
civilization, which is of paramount consideration,’ ik 
would take a great stretch of imagination to support 
the statement of the Supreme Court Justice . . Stalin 
and Communism are far more abominable. Despite the 
fact that Hitler the painter has been able to grab the 
government of Germany, there is still Christian religion 
in Germany. 

Not so in Communist Russia. Finland's field bishop in 
the army recently told a newspaper man that “the 
soviet prisoners he had interviewed had never heard of 
the word of God or the teachings of Christ, and had 
never seen a Bible.’ He said the captured Russian pris- 
oners are receiving religious instructions by the Greek 
Orthodox church at the camps where they are impris- 
oned. The bishop added, ‘‘Finland is a deeply religious 
country and the soldiers all believe that this is a war for 
the preservation of the holiest things of life against the 
atheism of communism.” 

The Book of Books, Psalms 53:1 says: ‘The fool hath 
said in his heart, There is no God. Corrupt are they, 
and have done abominable iniquity; there is none that 
doeth good.”’ The Stalinites not only say there is no 
God in their hearts, but openly act it in deéds. Here is 
some data on this Soviet ally which Mr. Murphy, as 
representative of the New Deal administration, would 
like to sell the American people. 

Samuel Spewack, a special correspondent for the New 
York World back 18 years ago, with headquarters in 
Moscow, cabled his paper from Riga the following: 
“An official government pamphlet states that out of 
three-score revolutionary courts trying religious cases 
canvassed, 149 defendants were sentenced to life terms, 
44 were shot, 75 were jailed for indefinite terms with 
promises of release if they repented, 31 were sentenced 
to one year's imprisonment, 199 to three years’ impris- 
onment, 74 three to five years, three terms over five 
years to life, four all property confiscated and | 20 other 
punishments. Of these, 181 were priests and 408 pri- 
vate citizens.” 

Among other items in that cable were: ‘“The Venesken- 
sky church of Moscow was closed by the authorities. 
The church will be given over to the department of 
museums as an archaeological treasure."’ ‘““At Rostov- 
on-Don it was decided to close three churches, convert 
the bells into farm implements and call upon peasants 
everywhere to follow the example.” “‘At Uhalsk the 
city was placarded with anti-religious posters.” ‘All 
the newsstands in Moscow carry copies of the daily anti- 
religious paper Without God, and its colored weekly 
edition. Most of the newsdealers are ragged little men 
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in smocks and boots, living from hand to mouth, and 
most certainly proletarian. Many of them refused to 
buy anti-religious organs. They were informed they 
would either sell Without God or talk with the police.” 
And one of the Justices of the United States Supreme 
Court comes out publicly now in condoning all of it be- 
cause the Israelites in our government's affairs have a 
racial tiff to serve and he is obviously their bondman. 
What else can Christian people—by the Justice’s own 
words—believe ? 


A Mother Passes 


HERE IS just one 

man, out of all the 
millions of men living on

EOPLE who delude them- 
selves that this Adminis- 

tration wants peace, are due 
for a series of joltings, appar- 
ently, as the investigation of 
movies gets under way by 
that committee of Senators. 
Members of the Senate [nter- 
state Commerce Committee 
appointed to investigate war 
propaganda in motion pic- 
tures and radio, disclosed on September 2nd that a mag- 
azine article written by Lowell Mellett, administrative 
assistant to President Roosevelt and director of OGR 
will be used to buttress their case. 
Mellett, whose chief function is supervising administra- 
tion propaganda, is the author of a current magazine 
article praising the motion picture and radio industries 
for doing a better propaganda job than the government 
could do and mildly censuring the press for being some- 
what laggard in this respect. 
Originally scheduled to begin tomorrow, the Senate 
hearings were postponed today until Sept. 9 at the urg- 
ent request of Wendell L. Willkie who has been retained 
as defense counsel by the moving picture interests. 
Members of the committee said they were delighted to 
learn that the 1940 Republican Presidential candidate, 
who is a big munitions man and war propagandist in his 
own right, would represent the movie industry. 
Recalling Willkie’s repudiation of his 1940 campaign 
pledges when he appeared before the Senate foreign re- 
lations committee in support of the so-called lend-lease 
bill, members of the propaganda investigating commit- 
tee said they would ask him whether he wished to offer 
some more ‘campaign oratory.” 
Willkie obtained the postponement by pleading as ‘‘one 
lawyer to another’ with Senator Worth Clark (D. Ido.), 
chairman of the interstate commerce subcommittee 
which will conduct the investigation. He said he need- 
ed additional time to prepare his case. 


Thin-Skinned Boss 


A hs AS THE great deep sea pow-wow and the 
Churchill-Roosevelt big row came to an end, 
Emanuel Shinwell, Member of Parliament, stood in the 
House of Commons and blasted the master of so many 
victorious retreats. Commenting on Winston's thin 
skin, he said: 

‘“Churchill’s resentment of criticism is hard to under- 
stand. He, himself, was the chief critic of his day and 
generation ;therefore, it doesn’t lie in the mouth of 
Churchill to complain of criticism.” 

No brief is held here for the radical Laborite Member 
of Parliament, Shinwell, but he did bring out Churchill's

Then 
Shinwell continued: 

‘Indeed, your best chance of promotion in this govern- 
ment is to commit blunders, then you'll have real oppor- 
tunity of becoming a big shot. 

“In accordance with the technique of this government, 
Oliver Littleton, Alfred Duff-Cooper, Malcom Mac- 
Donald and others have been sent abroad. 

“In fact, the colonies and dominions are becoming the 
dumping ground for government failures.” 

According to Emanuel Shinwell, Churchill is not so hot 
on another count, for the M. P. declared: 

“There is no room in this country for dictators. Our 
task is to fight dictatorship, not to encourage it.” 

All this saw the light of day in the Chicago Herald- 
American, August | 1, in an INS dispatch from London. 
Yes, indeed, it was fitting that two such thin-skinned 
dictators should have their big row on those fighting 
battle-wagons. 

Both are Great Promisers and who will break his prom- 
ises to the other first is anybody's guess. Bets are being 
laid on one thing, however, and that is Stalin will 
double-cross them both in a matter of weeks!

With forebodings of more shock- 
ing revelations still to come, two more blows were 
struck.” 

The Senate unanimously killed the appropriation of 
$1,347,000,000 wanted by the War Department, and 
in the second instance the Tribune dispatch reveals a 
shocking situation: 

“In a report to the Senate, the special committee creat- 
ed to investigate the armament program accused the 
War Department of misfeasance, nonfeasance, and gen- 
eral incompetence and charged that the generals have 
been running the Army along Civil War lines’.”’ 

This report was aired in the Senate August 14. In an 
exchange of remarks, Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
asked the chairman where the responsibility rested. The 
chairman is Senator Harry S. Truman of Missouri. He 
stated that responsibility rested squarely on the White 
House. He might better have answered: “On Roose- 
velt’s Trotskyites,’’ and had done with it. 

In an able analysis of this ugly situation, a Chicago 
Tribune editorial August 16 pointed out that such an 
authority as the Field Artillery Journal says that the 
Germans use no cannon of a bore less than 105 mm., 
aside from anti-tank guns, yet the White House lets 
contracts go through for 75 mm. guns—obsolete stuff 
that would give American boys no fighting strength at 
all if they actually came to brush with Hitler's modern 
Panzers. But that is only one instance of the gross in- 
capability of the gentleman who seeks to make himself 
the first American dictator. Is it not just ducky that 
our army has “many thousands of obsolete 37 mm. anti- 
tank guns on order? And apparently many thousands 








of tanks of an obsolete design are on order as well—all. 


being paid for by desperate taxpayers whose sons are 
some day going to be ordered to hold their own with 
this antiquated stuff if Mr. Roosevelt has his way and 
can pit the American Gentiles against the Nazis. 
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That Senate Committee also found appalling waste in 
the construction of Army camps, all boiling down to in- 
efficiency in planning, and likewise in construction.

Meanwhile it should be comforting to the moth- 
ers and fathers of the draftees to know with what anti- 
quated equipment their sons are expected to fight for 
the defense of America.

Fantastic Shipping 


NTERESTING as summer fiction, to say 
the least, are the mental vaporings of the 
war-party publicity boys, working over- 
time to hatch up the dope that excites the 
country into war. A Fortune Magazine 
article declares that 17 tons of shipping 

are required to transfer each American soldier 3,000 

miles away—this includes the mechanical equipment as 

well as the tonnage needed for supplies. 

To supply a soldier army of 2,000,000 some 3,000 miles 

away would require a minimum of 7,000,000 tons of 

ships, says Fortune article. 

Maintaining the British Near East forces requires 

4,500,000 tons of their shipping, plus 2,000,000 tons of 
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U. S. shipping, or 6,500,000 tons total. And the Brit- 
ish army in the Near East—Palestine, Iraq, Syria, and 
Egypt—numbers but a few hundred thousands, so few 
they could do nothing in Greece and could not hold 
Crete and are stalled in the face of an inferior German- 
Italian force in Libya. 

By 1943 the U. S. will be building—it is hoped—4,000- 
000 tons of shipping annually, according to Fortune. 
Queries: When will this country have 7,000,000 tons of 
ships to supply a 2,000,000-soldier army in Europe? 
And the well-trained army of 2,000,000? 

Invasion question: When will the Germans be ready 
with 7,000,000 tons of ships to fight a war on our own 
shores? 

It's a thankless and discouraging task, anyhow, to pep 
up a people to go to war when they don’t want to go to 
war, and don't propose to go to war—because they have 
made up their own minds what the war is all about!

More Noisy Nuisance 
(CONGRESSMAN Samuel Dickstein is afraid that 


the American people are “being organized for Fas- 
cist alms.” He wants America First investigated by 
a Congressional Committee; the same Committee, by 
the way, which has a right to investigate British propa- 
ganda in this country, but has never done so, although 
Members of Congress have sought such an investi- 
gation. It is astonishing how, all at once, so many per- 
sons of the Dickstein stripe are worrying about the 
American people.

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‘SX TOT VERY MANY” of the Flying Fortresses are 


arriving in England, wrote Raymond Clapper 
from London September 5. There are two reasons: 
First, not many are being built in the United States, for 
recently Senator Byrd made public the fact that only 12 
were built in June and 14in July—total, 26 in two 
months. Second, out of every convoy of 18 big bomb- 
ers, only four to nine reach England, and reliable infor- 
mation comes that the average out of.each convoy of 18 
is six or seven. 
Glowing stories have appeared in the newspapers about 
the ferrying of these big bombers from Canada to Eng- 
land, but essential facts are omitted. 
Roll-Call is now able to tell the real news behind the 
news. What follows is the re-written story of the facts 
as told by one of the ferrying pilots to a reader of this 
journal; the facts remain unchanged. This is the pilot's 
narration in essence: 
‘We never know what to do in advance. They do not 
trust us for a minute. We are given a sealed envelope 
and directed to a bomber on the line. We are told to 
take the ship up to a certain altitude; arriving there, we 
are to open the envelope and follow instructions. 
‘Sometimes the instructions read: ‘Fly around one hour 
and ten minutes; then come in for a landing.” Another 
may say: ‘Come right in for a landing.’ Still another 
may read: ‘Fly northeast 20 degrees east of north and 
pick up Clipper ship—mother ship of a convoy—and 
follow.’ This plane —the mother ship—is the only one 
of the convoy that has flying instruments and radio. 
The bombers have a bare compass and must at all times 
keep the mother ship in view, or at least the leading 
plane. We are off for England. 
‘The convoys usually consist of 18 bombers and all 
goes well until German subs sight us and relay the 
news of our approach to land bases. Evidently our 
position has been given clearly, because soon we see 
some 300 German pursuit planes coming after us. 
‘These German fighting planes never shoot at us but 
force us down on the water where we are given plenty 
of time to escape. The German pilots have been very 
fair with us, if there is no British ship around to pick us 
up, they fly around or go after one to come to rescue us. 
To indicate their fairness in this respect, we have lost 
only two pilots. Of course when the Germans come, it 
is everybody for himself and many become lost in try- 
ing to reach England. Some have.even found their way 
to Norway which explains why Germany has been able 
to bomb England with U. S. bombers. 
‘Scarcity of pilots compels each man to fly alone—one 
man only is in each big bomber. We take only such food 
as we can use on the way over. Of a convoy of 18 
bombers, never more than nine have completed the trip, 
and as few as four. The usual average to arrive in Eng- 
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Why Our Bombers 
Don’t Reach Britain 
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land out of the 18 bombers is six or seven—and some- 
times these have to make landings in Ireland. 

“We are paid $600 base pay per month. After com- 
pleting ten trips a bonus of $1,000 is given, and after 
25 trips, the bonus is $5,000. That is what I am after, 
and then | am through, and that means two more trips 
forme. These bombers (at time story was related some 
weeks ago) carry no guns. The Germans know this 
and do not shoot directly at us, but at our wing tips. 
They riddle the wings and do not stop shooting until 
they see we have decided to set the bomber down on 
the ocean. 

‘Beginning September | these bombers will be equip- 
ped with machine guns and light cannons. We can 
then rest assured the Germans will direct their aim at 
the pilot. I hope to have my last two trips in before that 
date, because I am not going to pilot any bombers over 
there and let those German crack shot pilots pick me out 
of the air. That is the sentiment of all the American 
pilots—they all intend to quit before the bombers be- 
gin carrying machine guns and cannon.” 

There have been crackpot stories about bombers being 
flown to some point on the African Atlantic coast, and 
from there across the Sahara to Egypt. When volun- 
teers were called for, no enthusiasm was exhibited. 

In other words, when Raymond Clapper wrote—‘‘Only 
heavy bombers are able to do the work needed—and 
not many of them have come over,’ he implied that it 
was altogether because of slow and low production. 
That implication told only a small part of the story. 
The best part of the story, which Mr. Clapper did not 
tell, has been told substantially in the words of one of 


the pilots who had made 23 crossings of the Atlantic to 
England.

with the spectacle of a nation betrayed by its own public 
officers, a people divided as never before, not even in 
Civil War days, and on all sides resorting to the first 
law of self-preservation, I do not care to continue as the 
custodian of other people’s money. We have there- 
fore returned all but $39,000 of a one-time high deposit 
of over $7,000,000, and we urge the immediate with- 
drawal of the small balance to enable us to close our 
books on 52 years of successful banking, at least for the 
duration of the Roosevelt concocted emergency.” Nich- 
ols has said repeatedly that unless he could invest his 
depositors’ money safely he would close shop. “Any 
one can get into the banking business,’’ he commented. 
‘The trick is to get out.’” Nichols’ economic philosophy 
hasn't changed much since he burst into prominence in 
the early '30’s with a “one-man war’ against the New 
Deal's banking policies, particularly the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. His father helped build the First 
National of Englewood. Following in his footsteps, the 
son eventually acquired | 220 of the bank's 2000 shares 
of stock. Nichols and a few of his banking associates 
plan to keep busy managing the bank's real estate trusts 
and their own property. Nichols said he hoped to keep 
the bank building and his banking charter so that he 
could re-enter the banking business “‘when,' as and if 
financial and political conditions warrant it.”

We as Americans don't get one red sou of our own tax 
revenues, for our colossal Federal administration, for 
relief of the workless or improvident, for our National 
Defense program or for a cent of interest on our Gar- 
gantuan public debt. Other countries outside of Ameri- 
ca get all of it. For the cost of our colossal Federal bu- 
reaucracy, our relief rolls, our National Defense pro- 
gram, our titanic bill of interest, we go into still more 
bonded debt than any nation has ever contracted. 

What do you imagine great statesmen and patriots of 
the past—the men who gave us this Republic—Patrick 
Henry, Alexander Hamilton, James Otis, Thomas Jef- 
ferson and James Monroe—would say to such prepos- 
terous brigandage and subversion of native resources? 
More than that, what would they say about a type of 
American that allowed this foreign influx to seize con- 
trol and get away with it? 


UT that is not all the bad news. 
Tax collections will pay only 

about. one fourth of the money to 
be spent by the kosher New Deal. % 
‘We are embarked,” said General % 
Johnson in his column September” “5 
6th, “on an industrial military pro- 
gram of between fifty and sixty 
billion dollars. That is more than 
the total national industrial output—excluding agricul- 
ture and transportation—in some of the depression 
years. 
If the spend-lend-giveaway artists pour out 53 billion 
dollars in just one year, that adds in a twelve-month 
almost 40 billion dollars to the Federal debt. In other 
words, by July 1, 1942,: the government debt will be 
crowding 90 billion dollars. 
If anyone imagines that this will ever be paid off, it is 
not careless language to say that he’s crazy! 
Bankruptcy will smash the New Red Deal if nothing 
else will, but the danger lies in the fact that it will also 
run an excellent chance of smashing the Republic and 
the republican form of constitutional government. 
It seems probable that post New-Deal audits will show 
that 25 to 40 percent of this screwball spending has 
gone for plain, old-fashioned, everyday graft, corrup- 
tion and skulduggery—lining the pockets of favored 
New Deal industrial concerns, investment bankers, con- 
tractors, and racketeers who have “‘relatives’’ in the Ad- 
ministration who have received, or are receiving, fat 
orders. But $130.75 per capita taxes means exactly 
$653.75 for every family of five persons in the whole 
United States. 
In other words, the average American family has got 
to pay out a sum next year of about the same size as it 
has hitherto paid for rent, to see that Great Britain and 
communistic Russia have the cash to carry on the Jew- 
ish war against Hitler. Of course millions of people 
with no revenue whatsoever, won't be able to carry 
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their share, so that will send the tax up on those who 
can. Raymond Clapper, writing from London, gives us 
some idea of how Mr. Roosevelt is committed to the 
indefinite and perpetual support of England— 

‘The real point is,’ said Clapper, ‘‘that the two govern- 
ments—Great Britain and the United States—are now 
so closely interlocked by American lend-lease expendi- 
tures, that these in the next year will amount to as much 
as the total Federal tax collections, which must come 
out of the new record-breaking tax bill.”’ 

Money for Britain, money for Russia, money for ‘‘free"’ 
France, money for Canada, money for Mexico, money 
for China, money for South American dictatorships— 
who snicker at the Roosevelt largess while they play 
with the Germans surreptitiously—money for anyone 
and everyone but the stricken, impoverished, and tax- 
burdened American who is workless half the year, in 
wrong with racketeering unions the other half, and so 
undernourished on principle from nine years of depres- 
sion that he doesn't know two thirds of the time where 
his next meal is coming from! 

And whoever protests this rape of the Republic in the 
name of the Jewish anti-Hitler animosity, is damned as 
an ‘‘obstructionist.”

vate tiAT happens today is fully grounded in 
'y¥ fa the precedents of all the years since 1933. 
v es It was natural for the President to rush 
a4] to the support of Josef Stalin. Consider 
the contents of President Roosevelt's let- 
ter of October 10, 1933 to Mikhail Kalli- 
nin, President of the All Central Executive Committee 
in Moscow. The letter follows because in its contents 
may be found the principal reasons for Mr. Roosevelt's 
support of the U.S. S. R. 

“Since the beginning of my administration, I have con- 
templated the desirability of an effort to end the present 
abnomal relations between the hundred and twenty-five 
million people of the United States and the hundred and 
sixty million people of Russia. 

“It is most regrettable that these great peoples, between 
whom a happy tradition of friendship existed for more 
than a century to their mutual advantage, should now 
be without a practical method of communicating direct- 
ly with each other. 

‘The difficulties that have created this anomalous situ- 
ation are serious but not, in my opinion, insoluble; and 
difficulties between great nations can be removed only 
by frank, friendly conversations. If you are of similar 
mind, I should be glad to receive any representatives 
you may designate to explore with me personally all 
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questions outstanding between our countries. 
‘‘Participation in such a discussion would, of course, 
not commit either nation to any future course of action, 
but would indicate a sincere desire to reach a satisfac- 
tory solution of the problems involved. It is my hope 
that such conversations might result in good to the peo- 
ple of both our countries.”’ 

Replying, President Kalinin wrote on October 17, 1933 
that he gladly accepted Roosevelt’s proposal to “send 
to the United States a representative of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to discuss with you the questions of interest 
to our countries. The Soviet Government will be rep- 
resented by Mr. M. M. Litvinov, People’s Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs, who will come to Washington at 
a time to be mutually agreed upon.”’ 

November 16, 1933, Roosevelt and Litvinov came into 
agreement—the bloody regime of Lenin-Stalin was rec- 
ognized and Litvinov promised to restrain communist 
organizations in this country. Secretly at the same time 
a special document went out to the Communist Party, 
giving detailed instructions as to future procedure. For 
what happened in consequence, study the voluminous 
records of the Dies Committee and all patriotic and pro- 
American publications that have been issued in the in- 
tervening years. 

In the guise of a New Deal, the false prophets of an or- 
der that is as old as the people of Set in ancient Egypt, 
marched clandestinely into Federal power under the red 
banners of Moscow. 

And Roosevelt took the initiative in the liaison, remem- 
ber! He took it after the Russian-Jewish Bolshevists 
had been for ten years murdering and pillaging, and in- 
troducing a carnal-house order wherever in Europe it 
could. Is it any wonder that Mr. President feels so solli- 
citous toward Bolshevia down here in 1941 ?

Britain Admits It 


NOTHER request to Congress to appro- 

priate from five to ten billion dollars for 
the so-called lend-lease fund,. is in the off- 
ing. How the funds from the first seven 
billion have been used should be closely 
examined by the gentlemen on Capitol 
Hill—that is, if they care. Never before in history has 
one nation called upon its taxpayers to pay the bills of 
another nation, as is being done today by the insolent 
officials of the New Red Deal. Never before have the 
duly constituted officials of a great nation shown such 
supreme contempt for those who have elected, or ap- 
pointed, them to govern. ‘We are the State!”’ they say 
in effect. History will not miss what has happened in 
1941. It is all going down in black and white for future 
generations to marvel at—and let us hope, profit from. 
Nor does it take much of a prophet to predict that when 
the facts are unearthed, fully documented, and laid be- 
fore the people of the United States, it will be every- 
where acknowledged that this great nation and its peo- 
ple have been betrayed on such a scale that it will ap- 
pear too fantastic to be credited. 
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The most atrocious phase of this betrayal, of course, 
will be the manner in which Great Britain—the chief 
beneficiary of our largess—turned about and treated us 
for our worse-than-stupid generosity. 

On June 30th, James S. Kemper came back from a busi- 
ness trip to South America. Mr. Kemper is the former 
President of the United States Chamber of Commerce. 
He had spent seven weeks down below the equator. In 
that time he made the amazing discovery that lend-lease 
goods; given to Britain to help her win the war, were 
finding their way to South 
American countries to com- 
pete with goods made by 
United States manufactur- 
ers. Naturally the British 
could underbid American 
quotations because _ they 
had access to priorities ma- 
terials which Americans 
did not. They got such ma- 
terials from the great lend- 
lease brigandage. Thus does the Administration short- 
suit its own commercial firms who must pay the taxes 
to make the lend-lease brigandage possible at all. 

These revelations, plus ugly stories circulating in Wash- 
ington, prodded the British Embassy to deny—rather 
left-handedly and not at all convincingly—that lend- 
lease materials were being exported to South America. 
After that denial, note this admission: On July 30th 
came a dispatch from London anent the Government's 
report on the matter. ““The British were said in the re- 
port to have admitted that certain commodities given 
them by the United States, which had become ingredi- 
ents in finished British industrial products, such as 
machinery, had been exported . 

“Moreover, according to the London dispatch, the Brit- 
ish claimed that they had ceased reexporting lend-lease 
material; that profiteering was not permitted, and that 
no goods furnished by the United States would be re- 
exported in the future.” 

July 14th they categorically denied such exporting and 
July 30th from London they admitted that what Mr. 
Kemper had said, was true. Yet they give it out to the 
world that ““—you can’t believe Hitler!” 

Well, does that imply that you CAN believe Churchill, 
Roosevelt? And since when, in the light of the docu- 
mented facts?

i774] RESIDENT Roosevelt at his Aug. 26th 
press conference ‘voiced sharp denuncia- 
tion of the organized campaign which he 
said is being waged to sabotage the as- 
sistance program. Mr. Roosevelt charged 
that the campaign is being furthered by 
spreading of rumors, distortions and falsehoods.’’ and 
seemed to be angry about it. Why he should have been 
so perturbed is a mystery. The British on July 30th had 
admitted their guilt and promised to behave in future,

Then came the story that “British officials were report- 
ed to have run up a bill of $30,000 at an ultra-fashion- 
able restaurant in Washington,’ mention of which was 
made editorially in the Chicago Tribune of Aug. 30th. 
Mention was made also of the use of lend-lease funds 
to acquire air-conditioning apparatus for British off- 
cials quartered in a Washington hotel. This informa- 
tion had come from naval officers. The Tribune editor- 
ial scored a telling blow at this lend-lease brigandage in 
these words— 
‘¢ A LL that need be said in com- 
ment at this time is, that the 
information came from respon- 
sible sources that the account 
books are in Mr. Roosevelt's pos- 
session. If the charges are without 
foundation, the account books and 


ed to disclose the fact, provided 
he will throw them open to exam- 
ination in the public interest. The 
commonsense principle, recognized 
= in the common law, is that a denial 
from the fellow who has the books 
in his possession and won't open 
them to examination doesn’t carry much weight.” 
It is of interest to mention in passing that the common 
story around Washington is, that the British charged 
wines, cocktails, liquors, and expensive and rich foods 
to Uncle Sam to the tune of some $30,000—all of which 
should interest the forgotten American taxpayer mak- 
ing $15 to $25 weekly who is presently going to be told 
that in the line of helping Britain to win the war and 
save the Jews of the United States from Hitler, he must 
bet his weekly pay cheque under the load of thirteen and 
a half billion dollars for 1942. Everybody who makes 
$14.50 a week or better is going to be nicked, not to 
overlook Mr. Morgenthau’s recommendation for taking 
out a larger percentage for ‘“‘social security’ —whatever 
that is—by calling such tariff “tax savings.”’

another chapter, told by the Chicago 
Tribune correspondent, Walter Trohan, 
in his Sept. 6th dispatch from Washing- 
ton: ‘The records show that lend-lease 
funds are being spent among other things 
on alcohol, watches, potato diggers, writing ink, harves- 
ters, shorthand books, fertilizers and similar non-mili- 
tary items.” 

Twelve MILLION gallons of pure grain alcohol were 
made in New Jersey by several companies, the British 
supplying molasses but cost of manufacturing being 
charged—at least inferentially—to the lend-lease fund. 
Military experts express doubts that any such amount 
of grain alcohol would possibly be used for military pur- 
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poses. Mr. Trohan said: “It was suggested that most 
likely the alcohol will go to cut Scotch whiskey which the 
British are sending here, in which case Americans will 
pay for alcohol which they later purchase again in the 
form of ‘Scotch’ whiskey.” 

Phosphate to the amount of 495,000 TONS was bought 
in Florida with lend-lease funds, and twenty ships are 
carrying this fertilizer to be used to enrich British farm 
lands. A farm implement company sold twenty culti- 
vators for a total of $1,782 and a machine company 
sold thirty concrete mixers and spare parts. The total 
was $49,483. Perhaps the prize instance of all was the 
company that sold 280 special asphalt paving mixing 
machines, ‘‘each driven by a Diesel engine, at a total 
cost of $840;000.""—nearly a MILLION dollars on that 
one item alone. An expert who examined these ma- 
chines said that they were untried and probably worth- 
less. It might be a good joke if this wasn’t money that 
the American businessman and taxpayer is scraping to- 
gether rather pitifully each quarter-year. But all of it 
is certainly the high cost of mantaining Roosevelt and 
his crowd of nepotic Jews in places of public responsi- 
bility! 

Stenographers’ notebooks was another item: $12,000 
for 20,000 of them; 10,000 manifold books at $1,680 
and another 10,000 at $2;310 were on the list. 
Farmers being penalized 49c a bushel for growing ex- 
cess wheat will be glad to know that Mr. Roosevelt's 
British friends got 125 potato diggers for a deft total of 
$26,125. Diggers come in three classifications: Plain 
diggers were billed at $176.44 each; fancier diggers 
were charged at $190.09 each and fifty-five super de- 
luxe spud-grubbers came at $202.18. When you shell 
out taxes next year, remember these items. They should 
make tax-paying a pleasure. 

Incidentally, if you open your mouth to protest the 
whole rotten Roosevelt grafting mess, you're an ob- 
structionist and a Hitler-helper. 

Evidently they are a bit worried in London that these 
sins will find them out, because Raymond Clapper sends 
word: ‘‘Already it is evident in dispatches coming from 
the United States that a smear campaign is on, to kill 
the forthcoming Second Lend-Lease Bill."” That is just 
too bad and American taxpayers will probably break 
down and weep over the way that the British are being 
neglected and abused. 

If anyone imagines that this war is going to be called 
off while such Gargantuan grafting of the public mon- 
eys is in progress, he should put on rompers and culti- 
vate a belief in Santa Claus. National Defense—Brit- 
ish-Jewish pattern—demands that this sort of thing go 
on till every Israelite who has a relative in the govern- 
ment “gets his.’’

AMPAIGN Orator Willko 
the Duck-faced Boy made 
the charge on September 9th 
that the Senate probe of propa- 
ganda in the movies “would 
divide the American people in- 
to discordant racial and reli- 
gious groups in order to dis- 
unite them over the U. S. for- 
eign policy.’’ Then for pure and 
unadulterated gall and sophis- 
try he wound up his wail by adding that such foreign 
policy had been “overwhelmingly approved by the Con- 
gress and the people.”’ It should not be overlooked that 
the Duck-faced Boy was leg-man for Morgan utility in- 
terests for many years. He dealt in figures—plain arith- 
metic. How then does he figure that the Red New Deal 
foreign policy is “overwhelmingly approved’’ when 
some eighty to ninety percent of them have shown re- 
peatedly that they want none of it. Ask Charles Lind- 
bergh! The Duck-faced Boy doesn't read the papers 
about Lindbergh, it seems. 


Senator Gerald P. Nye cracked back at Willko, meeting 
the latter's silly yammer with short hard punches when 
he said that he would not allow the use of anti-Semit- 
ism as a red herring ‘to cover the tracks of those who 
have been pushing our country to war with their propa- 
ganda.” The North Dakota Senator referred to a speech 
of his own in St. Louis on Aug. Ist in which he named 
the men who were dominating the ten leading film com- 
panies. Said Nye— 

‘The fact is, that of those I named, not all were Jews. 
However, if I had to do it all over again and were de- 
termined to name those primarily responsible for propa- 
ganda in the moving picture field, | would, in the light 
of what I have learned since, confine myself to FOUR 
names, each one of a person of the Jewish faith, each 
one foreign born. But I would do that without any spir- 
it of prejudice and without being prompted by any 
cause as foreign to my thinking as anti-Semitism. ’’ 

How exceeding funny it is to see these politicians strad- 
dle the fence on this Jewish Question! 

Senator Nye insisted that the interventionists, some of 
them Jews, were the real instigators of anti-Semitism. 
If the facts show, however, that most of the war-makers 
are Jews, then why is it not soundest sense to say that 
Jews are trying to bring about the war? 

Senator Nye might find interesting reading in all the 
Jewish periodicals and newspapers. They are practical- 
ly 100 percent for Roosevelt's war-involvement policy, 
whether in or out of Hollywood. 

However, Willko’s wail does bring the Jewish Ques- 
tion unto the front pages of the nation’s newspapers— 
let us give the devil his due! 

Said Sidney Rogerson, author in 1938 of ‘Propaganda 
in the Next War’ — . 

‘*All over the world, and especially in the United States,

The common verdict is 
that movies are Jewish, and that war propaganda in 
them is Jewish as well. 

Willko’s ‘campaign oratory’ is as vapid in the Hollywood 
respect as it has been in all other respects since he re- 
turned from London. It may yet prove a piece of co- 
lossal stupidity, putting him on that defense job at all!

CONF IDENT of his super-importance 
else he would never have taken the 
job, Willko the Oratorical Expert is 
oblivious to the fact that he has be- 
come a sour joke to over three-quart- 
ers of the people of this nation.

6 au IS pleasing to note that some members of the Sen- 

ate realize the fact that those controlling the film 
business are, and have been for a year at least, propa- 
gandizing for war. You don’t know how disquieting 
this is to the man owning the theater, except that many 
theaters, especially in the large cities, are owned or con- 
trolled by the same interests that control film making. 
We operate fifteen theaters and our business has gone 
down to the point where we are in serious danger. We 
attribute some of our trouble to war films, or films that 
are nothing but propaganda for war. We are powerless 
to reject these pictures as you know, because we must 
have them or close our theaters. It is not one company 
that is putting out such propaganda films but all of 
them, because the same interests control all producing 
companies.’ Which would tend to prove that a water- 
tight monopoly still exists in the movie field, despite 
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all the statutes and congressional probes of the past that 
were supposed to stop block booking. 

As if it weren't bad enough, having Hollywood turn 
out the propaganda pictures, word comes from the West 
Coast that five Soviet-made films are being released this 
month throughout the country. They are ‘The Great 
Life,’ ‘The Returns,” ‘Professor Mamlock,” ‘“‘Alex- 
ander Nevsky.” and ‘“The Red Army.”’

English Morale Low 


EWS keeps seeping through the censorship 
7 that British morale in the armed forces is 
hitting new lows. United States pilots 
who have been ferrying big bombers to 
England say that British army and navy 
officers are plenty sick of Churchill's Jew- 
ish war and the talk in England is that either Churchill's 
government—or one formed after his government re- 
signs—will make peace with Adolf Hitler and declare 
the conflict a thing of the past. 

It is quite common talk in England that Stalin also will 
come to terms with Hitler. When both London and 
Moscow come to terms with Berlin, that will toss the 
whole war mess straight into Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
lap. He will be in a peculiar position after his London 
and Moscow pals have let him down. He has pledged 
the American Republic to continue the war till Hitler 
is liquidated. It’s a certainty that the Americans in gen- 
eral are not sufficiently heated up about Hitler to give 
him full-fledged support in this. What then, will he do? 
Another commentary on British morale in His Majesty’s 
Navy comes from an observer who lives in Portsmouth, 
N. H., where is located one of the United States naval 
bases and shipyards. British ships came into Ports- 
mouth after the Bismarck battle in squadrons. Two 
hundred British dead were given sea burials from Ports- 
mouth from one ship! The Bismarck fought twenty- 
six British ships before she went down, and what she 
didn't do to them isn't worth mentioning. British sail- 
ors and officers, however, are in Portsmouth constantly. 
Their morale is reported as being next door to zero. In 
the same connection, the exiled “‘free French”’ sailors 
in Portsmouth are grumpy and grousy, because they 
are separated from their families in France. They seem 
to be fed up on this kosher war and want to go home. 
If Churchill is silly enough to try to set up a “free 
French" government in this country, he will apparent- 
ly have to shanghai men into that service and he will 
face precisely the same condition of rotted morale as 
now exists openly among the ‘free French.’ Men whose 
morale has gone kapoot are by no means fighting men. 
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The opinion among navy men coming into our bases is, 
that Germany has won the war, but the arm-chair war- 
riors in London and Washington refuse to admit it. So 
the useless slaughter keeps on. It will keep on, appar- 
ently, till the common folk who are asked to do the 
fighting, get their backs up and pull a sit-down strike on 
the job. 








English Bloodglut 


4 T STACKS up as something of a blas- 
phemy to those who know anything about 
British history, to think of Churchill and 
Roosevelt holding divine services aboard 
the Prince of Wails and asking the bless- 
ing of the Almighty on the New Order 
they propose to set up for the world. Consider that 
page in English history which has to do with the sub- 
jection of the peoples of India. For downright cruelty 
approaching the barbaric, little in the story of modern 
times commences to equal Britain's record in the East. 
Take the year 1756 for example, when the Nabob of 
Bengal was despoiled of his dominions. Suppose Hitler 
had attempted anything of the sort. Refer to a popular 
history of the sequence . . ‘The work of conquest now 
fairly began. In eight years more it had amounted to 
something more than twice the area of the State of 
Massachusetts. In 1765 the first grand acquisition took 
place. The Mogul Emperor Ehah Alum... . made 
over to the East India Company the sovereignty of the 
whole of Bengal and Orissa, 116,000 sq. mi., in consid- 
eration for which he was to be paid 260,000 pounds a 
year. The Company took the sovereignty but coolly re- 
fused to pay the price. Five years later occurred the 
terrible famine in which, according to Warren Hastings, 
one-half the population of Bengal perished. This was 
partly caused and greatly aggravated by the measures 
taken by the East India Company to keep up their 
revenues. The Hindoos starved by millions, but the 
East India Company secured its 11 percent dividends.” 
Warren Hastings was the first Governor-General of 
India appointed by the British government. ‘After 
Macaulay no man need undertake to describe the treach- 
ery and cruelty of his administration. . . . At the close 
of 1856 all India seemed reduced to abject and uncom- 
plaining submission. The noblest families, with honors 
traceable for centuries, were despoiled and humiliated; 
the peasants were reduced by the system of land tax- 
ation, to one mass of struggling poverty; great famines 
were of regular occurrence; the taxes were yet gath- 
ered, by bodily torture, if necessary. There seemed to 
be no limits to the atrocities of the authorities of the 
authorities or the endurance of the people. . . .”’ 


Ickes Tankers Again .. 


BRITAIN HAS MORE oil tankers than at beginning 

of the war, so a study just completed by the research 
bureau in Washington, D. C., of the America First 
Committee shows. Tankers seem to be a superfluity. 
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When the war began Britain had 498 oil tankers, and 
acquired some 400 more from Norway, Belgium, Hol- 
land and France, of which some 100 have been sunk, 
leaving a total today of 798 tankers, without counting 
new tankers launched by England since the war began. 
Since England only needs 250 tankers for war time 
purposes, that leaves Britain with about 550 tankers for 
carrying on her regular trade. 

Why then the demand for the 80 tankers already de- 
livered and the 70 additional tankers promised—total of 
160 U. S. oil tankers turned over to greedy Britain? 
The answer is to give Herr Ickes the opportunity to be- 
come the oil czar and to put the whole country on 
rationing cards—that is Jewish communism, and Mr. 
Ickes is the Kommissar appointed to put it over. 
Incidentally, it destroys U. S. business, in favor of the 
British oil companies, which is another objective of the 
un-American Roosevelt Red Deal, and that is more 
Jewish communism.

That Food Hoarding 


A WARNING against 
food hoarding has 
just been issued by the 
New Deal in Washing- 
ton.

From His Des Moines Address 
September 11, 1941 





a THERE were various groups of people here and 
abroad whose interests and beliefs necessitated the 
involvement of the United States in the war. I shall point out 
some of these groups tonight, and outline their methods of pro- 
cedure. In doing this, I must speak with utmost frankness, 
for in order to counteract their efforts, we must know exactly 
who they are. 

“The three most important groups who have been pressing 
this country toward war are the British, the Jewish and the 
Roosevelt Administration. Behind these groups, but of lesser 
importance, are a number of capitalists, Anglophiles, and in- 
tellectuals who believe that their future, and the future of man- 
kind, depends upon the domination of the British Empire. 
“Add to these the communistic groups who were opposed to 
intervention until a few weeks ago, and I believe I have named 
the major war agitators, not of those sincere but misguided 
men and women who, confused by misinformation and fright- 
ened by propaganda follow the lead of the war agitators. 
“As I have said, these war agitators comprise only a small mi- 
nority of our people; but they control a tremendous influence. 
“Against the determination of the American people to stay out 
of war, they have marshalled the power of their propaganda, 
their money, and their patronage. 


“Let us consider these groups, one at atime. First, the Brit- 
ish. It is obvious and perfectly understandable that Great 
Britain wants the United States in the war on her side. Eng- 
land is now in a desperate position. Her population is not 
large enough, and her armies are not strong enough, to invade 
the continent of Europe and win the war she declared against 
Germany. Her geographical position is such that she cannot 
win the war by the use of aviation alone, regardless of how 
many planes we send her. Even if America entered the war, 
it is improbable that the allied armies could invade Europe 
and overcome the Axis powers. 


“But one thing is certain. If England can draw this country 
into the war she can shift to our shoulders a large portion of 
the responsibility for waging it, and for paying its cost. As 
you all know we were left with the debts of the last European 
war and unless we are more cautious in the future than we 
have been in the past we will be left with the debts of the pres- 
ent one. 


“Tf it were not for her hope that she can make us responsible 
for the war financially, as well as militarily, I believe England 
would have negotiated a peace in Europe many months ago, 
and be better off for doing so. 


“England has devoted and will continue to devote every effort 
to get us into the war. We know that she spent huge sums in 
this country during the last war in order to involve us. Eng- 
lishmen have written books about the cleverness of its use. We 
know that England is spending great sums of money for prop- 
aganda in America during the present war. 

“If we were Englishmen we would do the same. But our in- 
terest is first in America and, as Americans, it is essential for 
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us to realize the effort that British interests are making to 
draw us into their war. 

“The second major group mentioned is the Jewish. It is not 
difficult to understand why Jewish people desire the overthrow 
of Nazi Germany. The persecution they suffered in Germany 
would be sufficient to make bitter enemies of any race. No 
person with a sense of the dignity of mankind can condone the 
persecution the Jewish race suffered in Germany. But no per- 
son of honesty and vision can look on their pro-war policy 
here today without seeing 
the dangers involved in such 
a policy, both for us and for 
them. 


“Instead of agitating for 
war, Jewish groups in this 
country should oppose it in 
every possible way, for they 
will be among the first to 
feel its consequences. Tol- 
erance is a virtue that de- 
pends upon peace and 
strength. History shows 
it cannot survive war and 
devastation. A few far- 
sighted Jewish people realize 
this and stand opposed to in- 
tervention. But the ma- 
jority still do not. Their 
greatest danger to this coun- 
try lies in their large owner- 
ship and influence in our 
motion pictures, our press, 
our radio, and our Govern- 
ment. 

“The Roosevelt Administration is the third powerful group 
which has been carrying this country toward war. Its mem- 
bers have used the war emergency to obtain a third presi- 
dential term for the first time in American history. They have 
used the war to add unlimited billions to a debt which was 
already the highest we had ever known. And they have used 
the war to justify the restriction of congressional power, and 
the assumption of dictatorial procedures on the part of the 
President and his appointees. 

“The power of the Roosevelt Administration depends upon the 
maintenance of a wartime emergency. The prestige of the 
Roosevelt Administration depends upon the success of Great 
Britain to whom the President attached his political future at a 
time when most people thought England and France would 
easily win the war. The danger of the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion lies in its subterfuge. While its members have promised 
us peace they have led us to war heedless of the platform upon 
which they were elected. 

“In selecting these three groups as major agitators for war, 
I have included only those whose support is essential to the 
war party. If any one of these groups—the British, the Jew- 
ish, or the Administration—stops agitating for war, I believe 
there will be little danger of involvement. I do not believe that 
any two of them are powerful enough to carry this country 
to war without the support of the third. And to these three, 
as I have said, all other war groups are of secondary impor- 
tance. . ” 

“Other theaters soon became filled with plays portraying the 
glory of war. Newsreels lost all semblance of objectivity. 
Newspapers and magazines began to lose advertising if they 
carried anti-war articles. A smear campaign was instituted 
against individuals who opposed intervention. The term fifth 
columnist, traitor, Nazi, anti-Semite, were thrown ceaselessly 
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at anyoe who dared to suggest that it was not to the best in- 
terests of the United States to enter the war. 

‘Men lost their jobs, if they were frankly anti-war. Many 
others dared no longer speak. Before long, lecture halls that 
were open to advocates of war were closed to speakers who 
opposed it. A fear campaign was inaugurated. We were told 
that aviation, which has held the British fleet off the continent 
of Europe, made America more vulnerable than ever before 
to invasion. Propaganda was in full swing.” 


Nye on Jewish Folly 


A PENETRATING analysis of the growing problem of 
anti-Semitism in the United States was made Septem- 
ber oth by Senator Gerald P. Nye. His statement was car- 
ried by few papers at any length. The North Dakota Senator 
said: “Let us us not disguise the fact nor fool ourselves about 
the seriousness of this general anti-Semitic nightmare. Every- 
one of us is hearing more and more every day of the growth 
of anti-Semitism here in our own country. 
“Much of this growing spirit, I believe, traces to the quite 
natural Jewish sympathy for and support of such foreign 
policy conduct as appears to be unfriendly to such forces 
abroad as are oppressing and persecuting the people of their 
faith. Jewish radio commentors, columnists and publications 
have afforded in so many instances a consistent Opposition to 
those who have fought what they believed were steps of inter- 
vention, steps to involvement in war, that many people seem 
to assume that our Jewish citizenry would willingly have our 
country and its sons taken into the foreign war. 
“IT venture to say that, whether we get in or stay out of war, 
when the full burden of these very costly months comes to rest 
upon the people of our country, it is but natural to expect that 
perplexed, angry, burdened, unemployed people will be ready 
to respond to agitators for some one upon whom to place 
the blame for every misery that grows out of the present world 
madness. Organized forces and their leaders will find a goat. 
“I dread it. I detest the hour bringing this race prejudice into 
our politics and into our thinking. I wish those who would 
be its victims would sense the possibilities and afford a conduct. 
that would not lend itself to fanning later.” 
Again Senator Nye asked that the British propaganda activ- 
ities in this country be investigated, and now, especially in 
connection with Hollywood. He said he had information that 
Victor Saville, a producer for Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, came to 
this country with a passport visa obtained by the British minis- 
try of information. That seems plausible, for Sidney Roger- 
son in his English propaganda manual, “Propaganda and the 
Next War,” said the movies offer the best field of all through 
which to spread British propaganda. 
Anti-Hitler propaganda, however, always takes preference!

Refugees’ Haven 


HY WAS THE ultra-radical Robert Morss Lovett sent 

as Governor of the Virgin Islands? Published in the 
Sunshine News, October 31, 1940, was the following— 
“The key to our defense against such destruction of the Pan- 
ama Canal is the Virgin Islands which we bought from Den- 
mark years ago for the purpose of having it as base for our 
defense of the Canal.

‘Governor’. Now remembering, as manifested in the conquest 
of Poland, Russia is not only an ally but is controlled by Ger- 
many. So here is the startling fact. We have officially turned 
over the control of the Virgin Islands to the Germans by way 
of Russia, by way of the Communist party by appointing Rob- 
ert Lovett: Secretary of the Virgin Islands. So that our key 
defense of the Panama Canal is virtually in the hands of Ger- 
many.” 
Germany’s conflict now with Red Russia eliminates that reas-

While the Chicago Tribune carried the full text of the Lind- 
bergh address, the Indianapolis Times gave it miserly space on 
an inside page, and the press dispatch grudgingly admitted 
8,000 people were present, instead of the 15,000 reported by 
Mrs. Ferguson. Her uncensored account is worth reproduc- 
ing in part, as follows: 

“Inside (the ball park) we found approximately 14,999 other

people who had endured the same rigors (trouble in getting to 
the ball park). They sat on low seats, hastily constructed 
from bits of lumber, or they stood near the speaker’s stand. 
“Lindbergh rose. There was no rhetoric, no name-calling, no 
tricky phrases, no criticism of a city whose door had been 
slammed in his face. He stood there—a Lone Eagle once 
more—baring his head to the winds of adverse public opinion 
as he had before bared it to Atlantic gales. 

“His eyes never wavered, and the person who can find insin- 
cerity in his face must use newfangled methods of character 
analysis. 

“He talked about air power—what could and what could 
not be done with it for invasion purposes. His speech was 
neither emotional nor technical. It lacked platform eloquence 
and humor. It was only plain American—words strung to- 
gether—words that made sense to me. 

“The people who listened had come for various reasons. Many 
do not agree with Lindbergh’s policies, but they do favor free 
speech and they proved it by their presence. 

“Maybe you don’t believe democracy needs an active vocal 
minority to keep it alive. But as for me, brother, that meeting 
at Oklahoma City’s back gate, when Charles Lindbergh met 
15,000 other ordinary Americans and said his say, was sym- 
bolic. It was the spirit of the good old U. S. A. rolling along 
in high.”

Shoot ’Em on Sight 


wgrrra HE, DAY that President Roosevelt made 
oy 4 his “Shoot ’Em on Sight” speech, one of 
the biggest and strongest of merchant 
fleets with naval convoys was proceeding 
eastward across the Atlantic. Forty proud 
ships, reported by European short-wave, 
were being protected by a great naval armada—forty 
ships loaded with munitions and foodstuffs for England 
and Russia, obviously paid for with American money.

The Chicago Daily News—the 
Frank-Knox-Gentile-Front sheet sounded off with the 
blast: “Charles A. Lindbergh, as a result of his speech 
in Des Moines last Thursday, has become ‘the most ac- 
tive recruiting agent’ in Iowa for Fight for Freedom, 
Inc., it was declared by F. H. Peter Cusick, executive 
secretary of the interventionist or- 
ganization. ‘Lindbergh's speech was 
the most blatant expression of Nazi 
philosophy yet uttered by any promi- 
nent American,’ Cusick declared. 
“The speech has boomeranged so 
seriously that several sponsors of the 
America-First Committee in Des 
Moines have threatened to withdraw 
their support.”’ 

That sounds pretty bad for Lind- 
bergh and worse for the America- 
Firsters, and it should shape up as 
just ducky for Cusick and his interventionists. 

You'd scarcely think so to read the screaming smear 
that goes along with it. If Lindbergh’s speech is such 
a boomerang, what are the Cusick crowd griping about? 
And are they griping! 

The cold facts of the matter are, that the Lindbergh 
indictment hasn't boomeranged—on anybody but the 
flsraelites and they tooting well know it. Nobody of the 
slightest consequence has withdrawn his support from 
the America-Firsters, and the Israelites are up Stump 
Creek to know how they're going to handle any future 
repetitions of the same sort of thing. 

As for the Jews of the nation not being one with the 
British and Administration in pushing this country into 
the Hitler brawl, how do they account for the confirma- 
tions of their own spokesmen? 





SAID a recent September issue of the National Jewish 
Weekly: “B'nai B'rith, with its entire resources 
and manpower placed at the disposal of the President of 
the United States, is active in the struggle for National 
and Civilian Defense. B'nai B'rith has its own Nation- 
al Defense Committee . . We Jews do not have to be 
told about the peril of Fascism to us, as every Jew now 
realizes that in a Fascist-dominated world there can be 
no room or escape for him.” 
If that doesn't put the Jews squarely in the same bed 
with the British and Administration, then what on earth 
does? How could language be plainer? 
Another Jewish periodical, The Jewish Survey, quoted 
one Rabbi James G. Heller in its Aug.-Sept. issue as 
follows: ‘There is already the fullest measure of unity 
among the Jews of America in support of the policies of 
President Roosevelt This country has no choice 
other than to join the forces against Hitler's Germany 
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this country must throw its weight into the scale 
on behalf of Britain and Russia, the interests of Jews, 
and the interests of America!” 
Well, that’s practically all Lindbergh said that they were 
doing. But how does it make him a Nazi to be the one 
to say it? 
Or listen to Max Weber writing in the same Jewish Sur- 
vey for Aug.-Sept.: ‘Of all people, the Jews should be 
foremost to realize that the Soviet Union has liberated 
five million Jews . . The Jewish people must not fail 
to contribute everything in their power to deal the 
death-blow to the most vicious enemy of all time.” 
Mr. Weber exults that the Soviet Union has ‘liberated’ 
five million Jews. Notice that he neglects to mention 
the fact that to do it, it liquidated twenty to thirty 
million Christians! 


Or get the editorial on page 8 of the same paper: ““The 
Jews have a double interest in making sure that nothing 
goes wrong in this process of the destruction of Hitler- 
ism. Both as the special objects of Hitlerite hatred and 
as passionate believers in democracy, we are determined 
that Hitlerism shall be wiped off the face of the earth.” 
Candid, what? And Lindbergh said without mincing 
words, that they'd better think twice about such policy 
if it means America’s involvement, and they screech at 
him: ““We've got nothing to do with it!"’ Fiddle-faddle! 


Do? anyone want more to the same effect? 

Harken to the peaceful and pacific language of 
Charles Raddock writing in the same periodical: “Jews 
must help construct the tomb of Nazism. This is their 
decisive moment in Jewish history and they must unite 
toward this goal. Ajid to Britain and the Soviet Union 
to defeat Hitlerism should become the slogan of all 
Jews.” Or on the back cover of the publication: ‘“The 
Jewish Survey is aiding to weld the unity of Jews and 
all anti-Fascists to rid the world of the Nazi butcher and 
his Fascist barbarians!"’ 


Oh no!—the Jews haven't a thing in common with the 
British and the Administration! Do they actually ex- 
pect brainy Gentiles to accept their denials? 


In New York City is the so-called Free Synagogue. Its 
rabbi is the celebrated Stephen S. Wise. This rabbi 
also publishes a powerful Jewish journal called Opinion. 
Once in a while he gets a Christian pastor to add his 
tencents’ worth to its contents, if the gentleman be suf- 
ficiently “‘liberal.”” In the September, 1940 issue Dr. 
John Haynes Holmes was one of these pastors and he 
went straight down the line with Lindbergh as follows: 


“And now the Jews are actually clamoring for war 
again, under the insane delusion that this new war can 
bring any different or better results than the last war! 
If the Jews know what is good for them . . they will 
do everything in their power to stov this war, and es- 
pecially to keep America out of it. If this war goes on 
with Jews doing their part to foment it and feed and 
idealize it, Europe will be plunged a decade hence into 
a horror of anti-Semitism which will make Hitler's po- 
groms look like a Sunday School kindergarten. I can 
hear the cries that will be lifted a decade hence, if we 
go into this war today—'The Jews did it! They took us 
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into the war because they hated Hitler! They own the 
newspapers. They run the movies. They control the 
banks. The Jews did it! DOWN WITH THE JEWS! ” 


S Rabbi Wise and Dr. John Haynes Holmes have 

been associated in many radical movements and ut- 
terances, the foregoing could scarcely have been pub- 
lished in the Rabbi's magazine unless he concurred in 
such expressions. Again, Lindbergh only said in Des 
Moines what the Rev. Dr. Holmes said in Opinion, but 
nobody accuses the radical pastor of being a Nazi sym- 
pathizer. Isn't human nature funny? 


The fact appears to be that the Israelites want America 
in this war so bad, and Lindbergh is doing such a splen- 
did job of keeping her out, that no opportunity is being 
overlooked to demolish his prestige or sink him without 
atrace. The actual effect of it, however, is to make the 
Jewish Question and the War Question one and to feed 
fuel to this public cry, ““The Jews Are Responsible!” 


Sooner or later this kosher responsibility for Adminis- 
tration bellicosity had to hit the front pages of the na- 
tion’s press. Now that Lindbergh has put it on there, it 
will be a considerable time before it goes off.

LONG the grapevine comes the intelli- 
gence that a change is occurring in the 
ranks of the America-Firsters, officers as 
well as laymen. The America First Com- 
mittee started off as vigorously pro-Se- 
mitic. To “bait the Jews’’ was emphati- 

cally not American. People known to have been in any 

way connected or associated with anti-Semitic organi- 
zations or movements of the past, were politely refused 
membership in the America-Firsters; Roll-Call possesses 

a choice assortment of such refusals, forwarded by in- 

dignant patriots who received back their membership 

dollars and communications from Committee author- 
ities declining their applications. 


This journal has been gently censured from time to time 
because it did not attack the somewhat smug attitude of 
the America First Committee in regard to strategic Juda- 
ism. But its editors believed that arousing the public to 
the designs of the warmongers was the more important 
labor of the moment. Besides, people who were turned 
down by the America-Firsters on account of their disap- 
probation of Jewish tactics could always join the Citi- 
zens Keep America Out of War Committee, which most 
of them did. 

Now it seems that developments of the past few weeks 
have begun to put great numbers of the America Firsters 
in the same frame of mind that had previously made 
critics of these disqualified applicants. It hasn't gotten 
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into the America First literature as yet, but Roll-Call 
gets the Chicago gossip among the bigwigs without 
much coloring. 

With the repercussions coming in from Lindbergh's Des 
Moines speech, the question is rushing to a head. The 
America Firsters must do one of two things: Either ride 
with Lindbergh, which means endorsing his brand of 
gentle anti-Semitism, or repudiate him utterly and go 
out of business as a Committee. 

This is another way of saying that the America First 
Committee consists of nothing of any importance but 
its Lindbergh affiliation. Break that, or 
have Lindbergh leave it and go with 
some other Committee, and about the 
only assets left it are a lot of desks, files, 
and typewriters. 

In other words, Lindbergh is bigger 
than the America First Committee, and 
any attempt at censuring him would 
mean cutting off its nose to spite its 
face. 

As a matter of fact, reports from Chi- 
cago have it that the official roster of 
the America Firsters is privately more 
or less gratified that the Flying Colonel said exact- 
ly what he did in Des Moines. The worry in the busi- 
ness is the possible alienation of the Chicago Tribune 
and Colonel McCormick. This great newspaper and its 
publisher have been mostly responsible for the America 
Firsters maintaining their swank patronage list in Chi- 
cago. But this great newspaper and its publisher dare 
not show themselves openly as anti-Semitic. 

In the first place, McCormick does not seem at all eager 
to have another tilt with kosher advertisers just at this 
time; in the second place, Jewish ownership of secur- 
ities in the harvester trust is said to be so heavy that 
kosher mischief injected into its securities field might 
seriously embarrass the fortunes of the whole McCor- 
mick family; in the third place, the Chicago Tribune has 
about the same ratio of Jewish employees as there are 
Jews in relation to the Gentile population of Chicago. 


Among these Jewish employees are a coyple of power- 
ful editorial writers. 


Employees of the Tribune will tell you, if you can get 
them to speak about it, that Colonel McCormick some- 
time ago issued warnings that nobody working for him 
was to acquire the dubious designation of being anti- 
Semitic. 

McCormick is against the Red Roosevelt Administra- 
tion, yes, but he is not against any preponderance of 
Israelites running it. So any men or organizations or 
movements or committees tinctured with the anti-Se- 
mitic taint, are on the Tribune's out-of-favor list and 
are either ignored or ‘get the works” 

All of which is Colonel McCormick's business, yet it 
does account for the strange attitude of the swank 
America Firsters who have depended on the Tribune to 
give them publicity. 

Just how many readers it is going to cost McCormick to 
assail Lindbergh for such utterances as he made in Des 
Moines, is something we must wait to learn. Indiana 
has already begun to protest the repudiating editorial in 
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last Sunday’s Tribune. McCormick has been one of 
Lindy’s stoutest espousers to the moment. But if Lindy 
goes further anti-Semitic, the Tribune’s publisher must 
either eat crow or find himself on an exceeding hot seat. 
But Roll-Call happens to know that tremendous pres- 
sure of opinion is being generated to make the America 
Firsters come out for an Americanism that no longer 
ignores the back-stairs control of Judaism. 

In this, the Firsters find themselves confronting the 
same fecund _ sstrictures__ that 
wrought the Christian Fronters, 
the Silvershirts, and about every 
other patriotic organization in 
America ‘that the Israelites label 
Fascist. Somebody in their speak- 
ing range makes an honest but ad- 
verse criticism of the Jewish ele- 
ment, and from that point onward 
Israelites do the rest. 

Rapidly the realization is gaining ground that every- 
body is Fascist who criticizes Jews or makes any at- 
tempt to curb their rapacities. The defamations start. 
Those defamed know in their own hearts that they do 
not approve a fascistic government for the United 
States, yet here are the Jews maligning them great guns 
with precisely that smear. Right away they begin to 
ask themselves: “Is this the sort of thing that has been 
visited on Coughlin, Pelley, Deatherage, Moseley, and 
all> Maybe these men are no more culpable than | am 
culpable."’ Nevertheless, the defamations keep up. And 
people so stigmatized become definite anti-Semitics be- 
cause Jews make them such. 

Whole blocs of senators, congressmen, and congression- 
al committeemen have traveled this route, until it is now 
a fact that more than half the solons on Capitol Hill 
are privately anti-Semitic and will “jump” the Jewish 
bloc in the Congress at any opportunity. 

Roll-Call learns that after a fashion, precisely this thing 
is happening in the back rooms of the America Firsters. 
Thus, if correct, its editorial policy in regard to them, 
is vindicated. This journal makes the prediction that 
Lindbergh, Nye, et al, will show themselves as still more 
strongly anti-Semitic at a near date. The Jews them- 
selves will make them so. Give them time! 
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Barefaced Frauds 


rea TT AN AMERICA First rally in Cincinnati 
ry } September 18th, Senator Nye took an- 
other step tending to elevate him a little 
-, 3 higher in the ranks of far-sighted, hard 
ee headed Americans. Cincinnati folk heard 
from his lips that “two men in a boat had 
inflicted a fraud on their peoples” and that “millions of 
Americans regarded Britain’s Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill as a worse menace to the peace of this coun- 
try than Adolf Hitler.”

The State Journal of Lincoln, Nebr., quotes the Sidney 
Telegram stating that a field of 230 acres of wheat esti- 
mated at 6,900 bushels was being plowed under because 
of AAA regulations. The farmer, Robert Garrard, was 


refused the use of this wheat for feed, even if it was cut _ 


for hay. Protest meetings by wheat farmers are held all 
over the country because they are prohibited from using 
**excess quota wheat” for the feeding of live stock, even 
their chickens. Two weeks ago your paper had the fol- 
lowing: ‘Because lease-lend purchases of eggs for 
Britain have raised prices in this country to the highest 
levels in years, dealers will import large quantities from 
Argentina, they disclosed yesterday. Up until 1938 
Argentina was our best export egg market. C. E. Bor- 
den, of the Chicago office of a New York produce house, 
announced that his company would purchase 60,000 
dozen eggs a week. Borden said his company had con- 
tracted for 360,000 dozen—thirty railway carloads— 
and is considering importing eggs from Argentina on a 
much larger scale if the shipments are consistently good 
in quality.” With all our surplus wheat we are import- 
ing large quantities of wheat from Canada to eastern 
states where it is ground for poultry feed in competition 
with our wheat. In addition to this we are importing 
hogs from Canada which are slaughtered in the United 
States and then given to Great Britain under the “‘lend- 
lease” program. This whole thing doesn't make sense. 


We buy wheat and hogs from Canada, eggs from South . 


America, and then give them away! Our own farmers 
are penalized and prohibited the feeding of their own 
stock with wheat raised on their own farm when at the 
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same time they are urged to raise more meats and eggs. 
Have we gone crazy? Isn't it time we used a little com- 
mon sense in managing our domestic affairs by placing 
the interests of our farmers and our people first rather 
than be meddling in other nations’ affairs all over the 
world?

Where is the sense 
to it all, unless to deliberately create chaos and confu- 
sion in the mind of the harassed farmer, whose industry 
is the most basic of all, and whose hours cannot be meas- 
ured by the time-clock?

AMERICAN newspaper readers are, no doubt, begin- 
ning to wonder about the brand new names appear- 
ing over articles and stories in newspapers.

secrets. 

No, the only persons these writers ever find—according 
to their stories, of course—are American conscripts 
eager to get to fighting on burn- 
ing African sands; housewives 
who are eager to sacrifice; high 
officials who are desperate be- 
cause Americans know not the 
“grave menace’ to this country; 
British dock workers who are 
positive Americans ‘do not un- 
derstand the situation,’ and 
young women who are so eager 
to protect the Home Front.

It is not isolation, it is 
freedom of action. It is independence of judgment. It is not 
isolation, it is free government; there can 
m@ be no such thing as free government if the 
people thereof are not free to remain aloof 
or to take part in foreign wars. People who 
have bartered away or surrendered their 
right to remain neutral in war have sur- 
rendered their right to govern. ... If 
there be any truth established by the exper- 
ience of nations, it is this: That to accom- 
modate your foreign policies to the demands 
or in the interest of other nations at the peril of your own se- 
curity is to invite contempt, and it seldom fails to earn a more 
substantial punishment.” 

Those words were addressed to the late Senator’s colleagues 
and the people of this nation, January 10, 1934, and may be 
found in the Congressional Record for that date.

Getting Congress Aid for

Roosevelt be impeached for his 
unconstitutional conduct in of- 
fice grows in volume. Now it 
comes from 4,000,000 militant 
mothers on the West Coast, promoting a 
campaign designed to bring pressure to bear 
on the House of Representatives to institute 
such action. Sensing that this public clamor 
is more than aberrations of political fanatics, 
Congress is showing itself as not without its 
Members who are voicing that sentiment on 
the floor of the House. 

On September |7th, Rep. Robert F. Rich of 
Pennsylvania let loose a blast at the Chief 
Executive in which he told his colleagues that 
“this country should not stand for Roose- 
velt’s shooting orders.”

Roy O. Woodruff, Michigan Republi- 
can, joined Mr. Rich in the debate. He de- 
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clared that the people of this nation must face the stark 
fact that ‘‘the President has declared war on Germany 
and Italy,’ and then he made some dynamic statements. 
“There is a vast difference between a defense concen- 
trated in our own waters and on our own shores, and an 
offense—even though it be mislabeled ‘defense’—which 
requires our inadequate navy to spread itself out too 
thinly over all the oceans of the world. Yet the Presi- 
dent has chosen the course of spreading our tragically 
inadequate navy too thinly over all the oceans of the 
world . . It is not too late for the American people to 
make their will felt in this matter, because a declaration 
.of. war is not war until it is consummated by an overt act 
of war—by actual shooting. 

Clare Hoffman, representative from Michigan has re- 


peatedly called for Presidential impeachment. Never has

Legion Betrayal. . 


ETRAYAL OF THE rank and file of the American 


Legion in the mid-September convention at Milwau- 
kee is a scandal of national proportions. Two founders 
of the American Legion, Senator Bennett Champ Clark 
and Representative Hamilton Fish, condemned the Ad- 
ministration moves toward war on September 13. 
Three days later 47 legionnaires, ‘‘taken in order as en- 
countered on the street, in a store, or hotel lobby, 33 
veterans, or /0 per cent, opposed sending American 
troops to Europe.” 12 legionnaires favored an A. E. F., 
or 26 per cent and two, or 4 per cent, were undecided. 
An anti-war rally September 14, during the conven- 

ion, sponsored by the America First Committee, 
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brought out a capacity audience, some 8,000 turning 
out, to hear Senator Clark and Representative Hamil- 
ton Fish— many in the audience were Legion delegates. 
Nevertheless, a pro-war resolution was jammed through 
the convention. How it was done was shown by testi- 
mony of one of the delegates who said that the pro-war 
leadership maneuvered to bring up that notorious pro- 
war, pro-New Red Deal resolution when the hall was 
packed with pro-war delegates, and at a time when 
many Legion anti-war delegates were at lunch. 


Legion Sell-Out 


OE ¢ OF the delegates from Wisconsin to the Amer- 
ican’ Legion Convention, William F. Trinkle, Sep- 
tember 17 related to Thomas Morrow, the Chicago Trib- 
une correspondent, the dirty work of the Legion lead- 
ers in handling the pro-war resolutions. 
He was told the resolution would not come until the 
next day, and added: 
‘As a result, I was at lunch when the measure was 
steam-rollered through.’’ 
Other delegates have complained in like vein. 
William J. Grace, the militant Chicago lawyer connected 
with the Citizens’ Keep America Out of War Commit- 
tee—headed by Earl Southard, VF W leader—at a Sep- 
tember 19 meeting at the La Salle Hotel said that the 
Legion has always taken the unpatriotic side on public 
policy questions, “refusing to get into the fight against 
the League of Nations and acting against the heart and 
soul of Americanism, like they did at Milwaukee.” 


The Citizens’ Keep America Out of War Committee 
adopted a resolution at the meeting mentioned de- 
nouncing the vote of the American Legion on those pro- 
war resolutions, which Mr. Grace said were engineered 
by “a clique of New Deal jobholders’’—which is ab- 
solutely the truth. 

Wisconsin’s Governor Julius P. Heil, a Republican, 
told the Milwaukee Junior Chamber of Commerce Sep- 
tember 24 that the American Legion's national conven- 
tion was controlled by President Roosevelt, and of the 
resolutions passed, he said: 


“They were not the will of the American Legion. The 
Great White Father had all of his people here. There 
were plenty of pay-rollers here and they were con- 
trolled."” And he also said: ““You saw a lot of propa- 
ganda here last week. You saw steam-roller tactics.” - 


Then the returns came in. National and State, leaders 
of the American Legion demanded that Governor Heil 
apologize for his statements. In reply Wisconsin's Gov- 
ernor said his charges were the truth, and when he made 
his original charges September 24 he had said, “‘it’s the 
truth and there is no reason to fear the truth.”” A week 
later he repeated that he had no reason to apologize for 
telling the truth. 


Wisconsin's Governor said during the convention those 
resolutions were not favored by the delegates represent- 








. ing the rank-and-file members of the American Legion, 


saying he had talked to “hundreds of Legionnaires 
from many states’ during the convention and that “‘not 
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one of them favored the resolution adopted by the con- 
vention delegates favoring American aid to Russia.” 
Thus further evidence is produced that the leadership 
of the American Legion is positively sour at the top.

British Shipping Situation 
Becomes Desperate 


ERHAPS there is more to the “shooting 
orders” issued by Secretary of the Navy 

Knox, on authorization by the Commander in 
Chief of the armed forces, than appears to the 
naked eye. Remember that Roll-Call in its is- 
sue of June 16 reported that Representative 
Hamilton Fish had said that there were then 
132 requests on file to repair British battleships 
in U. S. Navy yards. The Roll-Call article 
pointed out that the total strength of the British 
navy as Of February I, 1941, was supposed to have 
been 370 battleships, 233 being destroyers. Since 
then many British battleships have been disabled, espe- 
cially during the battle of Crete, one of them being the great 
dreadnaught, Warspite, which was reported September 19— 
of total of twelve battleships—as being repaired in the Navy 
yard at Bremerton, Washington. 
As was suggested in the June 16 Roll-Call article, probably 
half the British navy has been put out of action, ’thus calling 
the shot three months ahead of Major Al Williams who, on 
September 12 in his column said “the British fleet is about 
50 per cent pre-war strength,” and then he added. 
“Tt is also becoming evident that that fleet’—meaning the 
British—‘‘on duty day and night for two years, and because 
of its enforced delay in effecting overhauls and repairs, will 
be worn thin during the coming winter.” 
Now, why the panic in Washington—and London? 
were the “shooting orders” issued? 
Examine some evidence. September 27 Raymond Clapper, 
just back from England, said: “Great Britain’s shipbuilding 
capacity is only about a million tons a year, and she must de- 
pend more and more upon the United States for tonnage, since 
she still maintains her world-wide shipping service—of neces- 
sity, she contends, to carry on the war.” 
Here is the story, however: Said the German high command 
September 25, reported by the A. P. from Berlin, that “a new 
and secret Nazi U-boat technique had made the convoy sys- 
tem increasingly vulnerable and said almost 1,000,000 tons of 
British ships had been sunk since the start of the Russian 
war.” 
That is, the Germans sank in three months—June 22 to Sep- 
tember 22—almost as much tonnage as the British can build in 
one year, or a million tons! 
At that rate, the Germans could sink—and probably will— 
almost 4,000,000 tons of shipping in the next year if the war 
goes on. 
Press reports speak glowingly of what tonnage will come 
splashing off U. S. shipyard ways—some 6,500,000 tons in 
1942 and 1943. 750,000 tons came down the ways in 1940. 
Dispatches are discreetly silent about the actual tonnage pro- 
duction now.

Germany is sinking ships now. Britain needs ships now, so 


go the wails at the wailing walls. Sinking figures from Ber- 
lin lend substance to the truth in British wails for shipping— 
London will no longer release tonnage of ships lost, so Berlin 
has no publicity competition. 

There is the story, admittedly not complete, but with enough 
facts and figures, combined with actions taken by the Admin- 
istration, to show that the shipping situation in the Atlantic 
is desperate. 

German U-boats got over go percent of the ships in two recent 
convoys, one off the coast of Africa and the other en route to 
England in waters off Iceland— the latter right after the 
“shooting orders” were issued. 

Evidently the Germans have developed a new U-boat tech- 
nique. 

Nothing is clearer in this war than that the days of seapower 
are definitely on the wane, and further, nothing is clearer than 
that air power has proved to be a big factor in putting the 
blitz on seapower, especially naval craft. 

Berlin’s high command thinks in terms of air power while both 
Churchill and Roosevelt are impelled to think in terms of 
seapower, by inclination, previous training and thinking and 
by the necessities of the situation. 

Germany has the means to blast seapower—submarines and 
air power. Churchill and Roosevelt command only seapower, 
and obviously none too much of that—not enough to be 
dominant.

NEW field has been opened up by a trust company in 

South Bend, Ind., which issues left-handed check books 
for its southpaw depositors.

These checks could carry a picture 
of Mayor LaGuardia in a gas mask. 
One innovation could be a tooth-writer’s check for the man 
who had to hold the pen with his teeth because he had had 
so many shots in the arm from the New Deal that he could not 
use his arms. Checks treated in making, so that they exude 
smelling salts when written on, would be one way of aiding 
income taxpayers. 
One nifty innovation would be a checkbook with a two-way 
stub.

NEW RED DEAL efficiency is disclosed at its best up in 
Alaska, said Representative Ralph O. Brewster (R. Mo.), 
Sept. 5 in Washington, after a 14,000 mile tour of the Pacific 
Coast and Alaska defense development. He traveled in Army 
and Navy planes. The first shipment to reach one post, said 
Mr. Brewster, was 360 refrigerators, “‘and the ground is frozen 
100 feet deep” at that place.

The order was 
filled, and then the bottles were filled with the “cocktails” and 
all was ready—or, that is what the quartermaster thought. 
But, when the bottles were flung against enemy tanks they 
bounded off like rubber balls. Result—no flames, no dice. 
Examination proved that the bottles had been made of the 
latest in preparedness bottlenecks.

Per AHE AMERICAN public hasn't grasped it 
yet, but if Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
serves out his third term as President of 
q the United States, that by no means dis- 
poses of the gentleman as so many gul- 
libles impatiently expect.

No man has the right to use 
the great powers of the Presidency to lead the people, 
indirectly, into war; only the people through their elect- 
ed representatives can make that awful decision.” 
Senator Tobey asked Mr. Warner what he thought of 
it. ‘In vain,’ reported Wil- 
liam Strand in a dispatch to 
the Chicago Tribune, “‘did the 
lawyers and Hollywood ex- 
ecutives grouped about the 
red-faced Willkie, try to get 
a warning across to Warner.

Film Shenanigans 


HERE is an item not generally reported by the pros- 
tituted U. S. newspapers and press services. Sena- 
tor Tobey read into the record charges that members

Several of the Government planes were repainted to 
represent German craft, it was alleged, and American 
officers wore the uniforms of German soldiers,’’ said the 
dispatch. 

Mr. Warner, on the stand as a witness “didn’t remem- 
ber’’ the picture, but said he would have it looked up 
and would submit a full report with documents bearing 
on the use of Government equipment. 

Aubrey Blair's letter also alleged that three Army 
planes were deliberately cracked up in the filming of 
“West Point of the Air’’ to create picture effects. 
Senator Tobey said that if these charges are true, they 
show an illegal use of the money of the taxpayers to 
make films for which those same taxpayers are charged 
to see. 


Dark Dakar Secret

More Legion Fuss 


A! A MEETING held by the American Legion Post 
No. 211, in Portland, Ind., the night of Oct. 1, the 
resolution for an A. E. F. to foreign soil, passed by the 
National Convention in Milwaukee, was severely criti- 
cized. A vote taken by that Post showed an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the membership as opposed to sending 
American boys to fight on foreign battlefields. 

A few months ago Roll-Call printed a story which was 
quickly misinterpreted to mean that this magazine was 
criticizing the American Legion. At that time Roll-Call 
stated that a resolution passed by certain higher-ups in 
the Legion did not represent the sentiments of the rank 
and file of dues-paying members of the organization. 
Out of Portland came the news that an organization was 
being formed by Legionnaires to take a referendem vote 
to prove that the Milwaukee resolution did not repre- 
sent the sentiment of rank and file. As a result of this, 
Roll-Call feels that it has been vindicated. 

The vote at Portland was 75 per cent against sending 
American armed forces out of America, the actual vote 
of 135 ballots cast, being 101 against and 34 approving 
the Milwaukee resolution. 

“If the Legion is to retain its rightful respect with the 
people of this country,’ declared a spokesman active in 
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the move to secure a referendum vote on war, “it must 
free itself from war-mongering politicians, from inter- 
national money-bags and from power-crazed political 
job seekers who have in the past, used this noble order 
as a stepping stone to public office and who now con- 
tinue to use it to foster war hysteria in the United 
States.”’

HE CAMPAIGN in northwestern Russia 
slows to a stagnation wrought by winter 
weather. From the present till May, Rus- 
sia will be snow locked. The arrival of 
winter sees Hitler everywhere in com- 
mand of the military situation. Last week 

he made a speech to his Germans to the effect that they 
had smashed the might of the Bolshevik armies. Coin- 
cidental with this speech came word out of Europe that 
the Nazis are in possession of such stupendous stocks of 
captured war materials that for the first time since the 
the Fuehrer came to power, the order has been issued 
to curtail German war production. 
Here in America our pro-Communist Administration is 
not only proclaiming the sudden resumption of religious 
freedom in Russia but asking for billions of lend-lease 
money to supply Bolshevia with fresh military equip- 
ment for a desperate reversal of war fortunes with the 
advent of spring.

[Et Americans remember that the only way that their 
Administration can get supplies to stricken Bolshe- 
via is by way of the Japan Sea, Vladivostok, and the 
Trans-Siberian Railroad. All other ports of entry have 
been closed by the Germans.

North America, will blanket the country east of the 
Urals. Everything will gradually come to a standstill. 
Americans, therefore, who are told by their kosher ad- 
ministration that the winter armistice gives us time to 
re-equip Stalin for the resumption of hostilities against 
Hitler in the spring, are being made the victims of the 
most frenzied hoax of the current war. The winter that 
halts operations on the western front, also freezes every 
port of entry which Russia has available. 

Everything north of the Ukraine is in status quo till 
May, and when our pro-Bolshevist administration calls 
upon Americans to deny themselves that Stalin may get 
adequate winter help, it is perpetrating one of the most 
atrocious swindles on United States taxpayers that has 
been essayed since hostilities started. 


"THE inescapable facts are, that 1941 has seen the de- 
feat of the Bolshevists, and Hitler has done it.

MOSCOW .. 


[N a matter of weeks, prob- 
ably of days, we Ameri- 
cans are going to pick up our 
newspapers and read in their 
headlines that Moscow has 
fallen! 
In a matter of weeks, probably 
of days, the world menace of 
Muscovite Bolshevism which 
has upset our slumbers for 
two decades, will no longer 
exist. Adolf Hitler and his 
much-execrated Nazis shall 
have laid it. The world-state of blood and bedlamism 
attempted by the half-Jew, Lenin, and brought to black 
flower by his disciple, Stalin, shall no longer be a factor 
in the degeneracy of civilization. 
Every report arriving from Europe, whether it come 
from Berlin or London, contains fell intelligence of the 
imminent fall of Moscow. Perchance it will have hap- 
pened before this page sees print. 
Hitler—either symbolically or actually—is about to 
stand upon the Kremlin, as the publisher of this journal 
wrote that he would stand as long ago as March 14, 
1938. But the publisher of this journal was hooted at, 
or abused, at that time as a rabid Germanophile. Take 
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note, however, that the aforesaid publisher made an- 
other prophecy at that time in connection with such 
achievement. He said that when Adolf Hitler stood 
upon the Kremlin, as the deliverer of the Russian peo- 
ple and the world from Bolshevism, he would be dan- 
gerously near to the peak of his power. Not his death 
necessarily, take note. The Peak of His Power! Now 
we shall see if this “‘shot’’ is being called as the defeat 
of Stalin by Hitler was called in 1938 and is today upon 
the threshold of reality. 


OWEVER, bombast as to prophecies is not the 
point. The importance of the occurrence lies in 

the significance of the accomplishment to the people of 
the United States in view of their current liaison with 
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Russia and Britain. The people of the United States, 
through their current Administration, have pledged 
their loyalty and their resources to stand by Russia and 
Britain till Hitler is smashed, his armies defeated, the 
territory he has conquered recovered from him, and 
Germany emasculated to the status that followed the 
Versailles Treaty. 

The people of the United States, through their current 
Administration, have based that pledge upon the as- 
sumption that Soviet Russia would hold its own against 
Hitler and that conditions in Britain would maintain till 
Germany's ruin had been achieved. Now with Soviet 
Russia’s not holding its own against Hitler—in fact, 
crumpling up before the might of the German war 
machine—the first ru- 
mors begin to arrive of 
two things: The bid by 
Stalin for an armistice, to 
be followed by a consid- 
eration of peace by Brit- 
ain. 

For a period of weeks, in 
fact, it has been common 
talk about Washington, 
D. C. that if Russia could 
not handle Hitler, then 
Britain would consider a 
proposition to bring the war to an end. The query is a 
fair one: In the event of such occurrence, just where 
has the Administration maneuvered the United States? 





WHEN Congress was asked to pass the Lend-Lease 
appropriations, compliance was forthcoming on 
the general understanding that Britain would not make 
peace with Hitler, no matter what the outcome. Em- 
phatically it was stressed that no denouement of the war 
would cause the British government to surrender the 
British fleet. 

There was one thing in the whole of it that legislative 
gullibles overlooked. That assurance did nat come 
from England as a people; it came from a Ministry 


headed by Winston Churchill. 


It was Winston Churchill and his war colleagues who 
gave those alleged pledges to the American Govern- 
ment. That is what ministries are for. If a foreign 
country does not choose to keep such pledges, the ac- 
credited way out of it is for the Cabinet to “‘fall.’’ Then 
a new Cabinet comes in and makes such other pledges 
as suit the exigencies of the moment. 

Americans or the American government have received 
no pledges from the English people as an Empire that 
the latter will never make any kind of peace with the 
Germans. The only pledge of that nature which would 
have been worth its salt would have been one that put 
up—by treaty—the entire British fleet as forfeit to the 
United States in the event that any ministry supervising 
the affairs of Great Britain subsequently made peace 
with the Germans. 

Of course, had we predicated our Lend-Lease allotments 
on any such basis, Great Britain would not have con- 
sidered it for a moment. Thereby do we face the fact 
that the British pledge was merely a passing ministerial 
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ruse to hook up the two governments for the common 
attempt to stop the Nazis. 

The history of Great Britain over 300 years shows that 
she will make peace with Hitler at any moment that it 
appears to her imperial advantage to make it and cyni- 
cally leave Americans holding the bag. 

With Russia dealt a mortal blow, Stalin a fugitive, all 
of Bolshevia overrun by Germans, Iran and the Suez 
Canal menaced as they have not been menaced since the 
war began, it now seems time for Britain to call the 
holocaust off. 


AKE NOTE that these rumors of a Russian armis- 


tice with Hitler are the very first rumors of such na- 
ture that have come out of any country since the war 
began. With Hitler in the Kremlin, his troops control- 
ling the northern ports as well as the Crimea and U- 
kraine, Russia as Bolshevia will have ceased to exist. 
The whole of Persia and Arabia are thereby opened to 
the forces of Germany, and Britain has no recourse but 
to stop the catastrophe as dexterously as possible. 
The way that the British will probably move to bring 
hostilities to an end, once Stalin is dethroned, will be to 
arrange for a “‘fall’’ of the British Cabinet. That will let 
Churchill out and erase any commitments made to the 
United States government. Fighting may stop. The 
British fleet will become inactive over-night. But Mr. 
Roosevelt and his fire-eaters in Washington have de- 
clared that they will proceed to the bitter end and thrash 
Germany and the Axis allies though the conflict take 
thirty years, the last American life and the final Amer- 
ican dollar. With Russia vanquished and an agreement 
reached between the Nazis and a new British Cabinet— 
possibly headed by Lord Halifax—the whole of it sums 
up to the circumstance that the people of the United 
States are left committed to a program to do what Brit- 
ain, France, and Russia have been unable to do ever 
since the first war-shot was fired in September of 1939. 
After the first hysteria of terrible isolation passes, the 
American people, of course, will assent to nothing of 
the sort. 
They will demand that their Administration make a 
deal with Hitler. But Hitler will doubtless make no 
trade with an Administration composed officially of 70 
percent Israelites. Then what happens? .. . 


EANTIME, next year taxes in the United States 

are going to be the most catastrophic that the Amer- 
icans have faced since 1787. Millions of wage earners 
are going to be distressed. War industries are going to 
lay off men. Small businesses are going to be unable to 
carry the load and fold up by the thousand. The de- 
mands of government on the citizen for money to meet 
the lend-lease brigandage are going to mean trouble 
when it becomes evident that the revenue is not forth- 
coming. Along about May or June of next year, hell is 
going to begin a-popping in this American Republic. 
The cry is certain to be raised: ‘“The Jews Are Respon- 
sible!" 
After that, repudiation of the present pro-Jewish Ad- 
ministration is left to the imagination. 
And the men who may be called to treat with Hitler and 
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the international situation, may be a far different clique 
than that which today dominates the American Scene so 
insolently.

When that is achieved, and the Soviets apply for an ar- 
mistice, watch Britain follow in a matter of weeks.

] Er all Christian Americans appraise the news from 
Europe at its true worth. Since the infamous Jew- 
ish Communist V campaign was instituted, newspapers 
have reeked with stories of revolt in continental Europe 
in countries conquered by Germany. The grim truth 
about the forces underlying these “revolts” is sedulous- 
ly skirted by the press services. October 8 from Vichy, 
France, came a U. P. dispatch which said Mme. Masse, 
private secretary to Eugene de Loncle, “‘organizer of the 
French Volunteer Legion raised to fight with the Ger- 
mans in Russia, was assassinated yesterday and her 
body was found, weighted with stones, in the River 
Seine near the Paris suburb of Bougival.” 
Get the tragic irony of the situation in this explanation 
in the dispatch: 


‘‘Mme. Masse was active in helping to organize the anti- 
Communist legion. . . . The assassination was attrib- 
uted to Communists or other anti-collaborationists who 
plotted the shooting of Pierre Laval and Marcel Deat at 
Versailles last month.” 


Therein is given the pattern for those “‘revolts’’—all of 
which are inspired by the Communists who could not 
escape before the German armies overran the various 
countries. What applies to France applies with equal 
force to what was formerly Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia, 
Norway and other parts of continental Europe whence 
reports originate of “‘revolts’’ of the conquered people. 
‘“‘Communistic plottings,”” furnishes the master key to 
an appraisal of all such dispatches. 


Mostly Murdered 


A MONG the fiery denunciations of Roosevelt's press 
conference statement, intimating that freedom of 
religion was guaranteed by the Soviet constitution, is 
the one published in the magazine The Sign, the article 
being by Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen, radio orator and pro- 
fessor at the Catholic University. Msgr. Sheen said, in 
part: 
‘*Active persecution and massacre of the clergy in Rus- 
sia have ceased. But this is not because Communism no 
longer believes in murdering the clergy; it is because 
practically all the clergy have been ‘liquidated,’ which is 
the polite word the Communists use for ‘massacred.’ 
According to official Communist statistics alone, 30 
bishops and 1,414 priests were executed in 1918-1919. 
The Archbishop of Perm was buried alive after having 
his eyes put out and his face slashed. The Archbishop 
of Tobolsk was drowned after enduring two months of 
penal servitude. . . . Because Soviet Russia is not 
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carrying on massacres on such a large scale today is not 
because she has become religious; it is because there are 
so few left to shoot.”

‘Military authorities contend that these stupendous ar- 
mament objectives are far beyond any conceivable use 
which the United States might have for them, even if it 
sent a vast expeditionary force to Europe.” 

It is pointed out in the article that the objective of the 
Red New Dealers is wilful sabotage of the American 
capitalist system, and Chesly Manly, the writer, states: 
‘The New Dealers have publicly proclaimed, with ill- 
concealed elation, that tens of thousands of small manu- 
facturing enterprises will be put out of business by the 
priorities and allocations systems of the armament pro- 
gram. 

Further, it is pointed out that the 65 billions is at least 
three times more money than needed to equip our 
armed forces if national defense of this country were 
the only objective. As a matter of fact, 65 billions in 
armament would arm the United States, Great Britain 
and Soviet Russia, says Mr. Manly. 

While the New Red Deal can always point with pride to 
its production line on which bigger and better bottle- 
necks are manufactured, there is another production 
line in official Washington, where there are, in process 
of manufacture right now, gargantuan financial 
scandals of a size beggaring the imagination.

INCE few readers saw it, Roll-Call calls attention to a 
New York City A. P. dispatch of October 7 telling 

of the drop in 551 issues out of 803 traded in that day. 
The headline said, “Belief Russia Nears Collapse 
Blamed,” and in the text it says the declines were ‘‘at- 
tributed by brokers to fears Hitler’s recent claims of the 
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Nazis’ readiness to knock Russia out of the war might 
be in the way of realization.” | 

That is just too bad—but according to some of the war 
whoopers, the saying is, “You can’t believe Hitler!’’ 
Evidently the stock traders on the New York Stock Ex- 
change believe Hitler—which is one for the book! 











Passing Headache 


"TO INFORMED observers, the efforts being made to 
hoax the Christian people of this country into believ- 
ing that Bloody Joe Stalin's communistic government 
will now guarantee freedom of religion, would be comic 
if their implications were not fraught with stark trag- 
edy. 
What would promises of the Moscow clique be worth? 
Menjinsky, the cynical Soviet Jew, gave the world the 
answer at the time the Roosevelt Administration re- 
cognized the murderous Soviet regime in late 1933. 
These are that gentleman’s own words: 
“As long as there are idiots to take our signature seri- 
ously and to put their trust in it, we must promise 
everything that is being asked and as much as we like, if 
we can only get something tangible in return!” 
Compare Menjinsky’s cyn- 
ical philosophy with the fol- 
lowing as found in the of- 
ficial Jewish prayer-book, 
Kol Nidre, issued by the 
Hebrew Publishing Com- 
pany, and quoted, on page 
130, of “Jews Must Live,” 
A written by the Jew Samuel 
3 Roth, published in 1934, 
_ _ 4# @ and in which we find the 
official Jewish attitude toward oaths, promises, pledges 
and obligations of all kinds: 
‘All vows, obligations, oaths or anathemas, pledges of 
all names, which we shall have vowed, sworn, devoted 
or bound ourselves to, from this day of atonement 
(whose arrival we hope for in happiness) to the next, 
we repent, aforehand, of them all, they shall be deemed 
absolved, forgiven, annulled, void and made of no ef- 
fect; they shall not be binding nor have any power; the 
vows shall not be reckoned vows, the obligations shall 
not be reckoned obligatory, nor the oaths considered as 
oaths.” 
Menjinsky’s scornful statement checks precisely with 
the Kol Nidre oath! 
But is the Moscow government dominated by Jews? 
It must be, because Jews say so! The Maccabean, Jew- 
ish Zionist organ, November, 1905, under the headline, 
“A Jewish Revolution,” said: 
“The revolution in Russia is a Jewish revolution, a crisis 
in Jewish history.” 
Long was the Lenin-Trotsky revolution planned by 
world Jewry. Read this from the book, “The End of 
the World,” published in Paris in 1882: 
“At a given hour Jewish finance will be let loose at the 
ruin of the world in order to erect on the remnants of 
the Aryan nations the Jewish world power.” 
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Clare Sheridan, traveler and lecturer, was quoted by 
The New York World, December 15, 1923, as saying: 
“The Communists are Jews, and Russia is entirely ad- 
ministered by them.” 

The Jewish population in Russia in 1931 was said to be 
1.7 percent, and in that same year the publication ““The 
Jewish Question,”’ published in Paris, said that the low- 
est percentage of Jews in the highest and most impor- 
tant government departments was 72.2 percent, in the 
Council of Commissars of the People; 76.6 percent of 
the Commissars of War were Jews; 80 percent of the 
Commissars of Finance were Jews, while 95.2 percent 
of personnel of the Commissars of Justice belonged to 
that same race. Three important departments were 
loaded 100 percent with Jewish officials. 

All this was under the regime of Bloody Joe Stalin, and 
the situation today, ten years later, has not materially 
changed. 

Another contribution to nail down the proof of the Jew- 
ish officialdom dominating Russia, was found in the 
American Hebrew Magazine, September 10, 1920, 
which proudly boasted: 

‘That achievement—the Russian-Jewish revolution— 
destined to figure in history as the overshadowing re- 
sult of the World War, was largely the outcome of Jew- 
ish thinking, of Jewish discontent, of Jewish effort to re- 
construct.” 








Now Going Phooey 


PEAKING of the 1.7 percent of Jewish 
population that has been holding the reins 
in Russia, the Jewish Chronicle of Janu- 
ary 6, 1933 had the following to say: 
“Over one-third of the Jews of Russia 
have become officials.” After a trip to 

Russia, the editor of the American Hebrew wrote in its 
issue of November 18, 1932: ‘According to such in- 
formation as the writer could secure while in Russia a 
few weeks ago, not one Jewish synagogue has been 
torn down, as have hundreds—perhaps thousands—of 
the Greek Catholic churches. . . In Moscow and other 
large cities one can see Christian churches in the process 
of destruction the Government needs the location 
for a large building.” 

A wealth of testimony from numerous Jewish sources 

proves the predominance of Jewish officials in Stalin's 

Communist Russia. 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise edits the Jewish magazine Opin- 

ion, which carried an article by Rabbi Wise’s son, James 

Waterman Wise. In the December, 1933, issue son 

James wrote: 

‘With the rise of the Soviet regime . . . never has the 

world witnessed such a spectacular change of front on 

the part of a great state toward Jews. . . . The State 
which previously did not employ any Jews at all now 
employs in White Russia 61 percent Jewish officials.”’ 

Stalin's former mistress R. M. Kaganovitch, a Jewess, 

became his wife, and for many years Stalin has lived in 

the midst of the Kaganovitch family. 

A further contribution by way of proof of Jewish dom- 
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inance in Stalinland is taken from the respectable Lon- 
don Times, March 29, 1919, which soberly stated: 

“Of the leaders who provide the central machinery of 
the Bolshevist movement, not less than 75 percent are 
Jews. Among the minor officials the number is legion.’ 
How thoroughly the promises were broken, which were 
made by the Jew Litvinoff-Finkelstein, to President 
Roosevelt in November, 1933, to stop Communist ac- 
tivity and propaganda in the United States, may be 
proved conclusively by a detailed study of the records of 
the Dies Committee. Those promises were flagrantly 
and insolently violated, just as Menjinsky said they 
would be, and as is recommended in the infamous Kol 
Nidre. 

In view of the long record of pledges repudiated, prom- 
ises broken, and oaths violated by the Jew-dominated 
Stalin regime in Russia, will President Roosevelt please 
tell the anxious Christian American people how his ad- 
ministration expects any promises made in 1941 by the 
Stalin government, to have any validity whatsoever? 
Lies, chicanery, deceit, corruption, murder and destruc- 
tion have been—and still are—the stock in trade of 
Stalin’s bloody reign of terror in Russia. 








Four Feed ’Ems 


BSS JEWISH royalty—if such mongrelized big- 


wigs may be dignified with the name of royalty— 
have investments in India approximating two billion 
dollars. That was back a quarter century ago. Later 
estimates are exceedingly hard to get, but doubtless 
the figure is much higher now. 
As stated by the weekly with pinkish tendencies, In 
Fact, for January 27, 1941, the “Viceroy of India, an 
Englishman, directly controls a large part of the land’’ 
owned by the government. Forests make up 20 per- 
cent of the lands, from which the peasants of India are 
barred. A third of the country is owned by 562 native 
princes and other landowners of the feudal-lord type, 
and they are the conscienceless rulers of 80,000,000 
poverty-stricken people. The noble government of 
Britain is only interested in these people to the extent 
that taxes can be gouged from them—which are paid 
by the native feudal lords mentioned. One-fifth the 
income of these peasants is grabbed by the feudal lords. 
“Democracy” costs heavily, you know. 
Of the system, a leader in India, V. K. Krishna Menon, 
says: 
““Whenever any ferment grows serious’ —in the native 
states— ‘the British government steps in, often with its 
army, and holds down the people for the princes. 
“India today is largely illiterate; in pre-British India, 
literacy was widespread. 
‘The peasants and workers, besides being hungry and 
starved, live under a heavy burden of debts—to the gov- 
ernment, landlords, moneylenders.”’ 
Roll-Call recently published one of Churchill's boasts 
about bombing of the natives in India, and the casual- 
ness with which he wrote of the destruction of wretch- 
ed thatched homes of the natives of the plains and 
mountains, definitely pegs Churchill for the kind of man 
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he is. He is the man who tells us in rich, well-rounded 
phrases, how we must shed our blood and shell out the 
shekels to ‘‘save Christian civilization.” 

Churchill’s government might well take the four free- 
doms to India, before asking us to carry them to con- 
tinental Europe. 


Get Rich on Death 


ASIS for the enthusiasm of the EN yy 
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billionaire international bankers Wai Ne 
of Washington, New York and Lon- § cee | 
don for war, is found in the fantastic Wim 
profits now being made from arms 
contracts. 
“An investigation of naval! arms con- 
tracts by the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs has disclosed profits as 
high in one instance, as 247 per cent, 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D., Ga.) an- 
nounced today,’ said an October 7 
dispatch to the Chicago Tribune from Washington. 
Roll-Call is firmly against Morgenthau’s proposal of a 
6 percent limitation of profits on invested capital, for 
the reason that such a law would destroy many small 
businesses, and it is almost a certainty that large corpo- 
rations, controlled by the billionaire banking groups, 
would find numerous loopholes in the law, if indeed 
they did not have a part in writing such bill. In any 
event, the great corporations could survive the 6 percent 
profits limitation, but small businesses without benefit 
of the capital and credit reserves of big business, could 
not—which makes it reasonable to suppose such is the 
reason Morgenthau made the proposal. 
Chairman Vinson stated that a preliminary study of 
16,463 contracts has shown an “unconscionable per- 
centage’ of profit in certain instances. 











Crossing Bridges 


¢SDRIDGES’ Exile Still Far Away,” reads a headline 
over the newspaper report that Judge Charles B. 
Sears had found that Harry Bridges, West Coast agitat- 
or, ‘was affiliated with the Communist party at the 
time of the general strike in San Francisco in 1936.” 
Judge Sears also found that Bridges is a deportable alien 
and should be sent back to Australia. 
“If as already shown,” said Judge Sears, “‘the Commu- 
nists in favoring the entry of their members to trade 
unions do so for the ulterior purpose of gaining control 
of the unions for a forcible and violent conflict to bring 
about at the proper season overthrow of the Govern- 
ment and the dictatorship of the proletariat, then . . . the 
Communist is still a menace and it is for such reason 
doubtless that the legislation was enacted upon which 
this proceeding is brought.”’ 
“Bridges Exile Still Far Away,’’ says the headline over

PROBABLY one of the greatest news breaks in years 


came in Washington October 8, concerning the 
scope of Roosevelt's war program under lend-lease, 
in the October 9 Chicago Tribune, which reads: 
‘Scope of Roosevelt's War Program Shocks Congress,” 
with the sub-headline stating, “‘Plan Arsenals in China, 
Bases for British Use.”’

5. Taxpayers must shell out 10 million 
dollars to build a naval base for Great 
Britain, at a location undisclosed so that 
U. S. and British troops can cooperate, 
‘presumably with the British in com- 
mand, as in Iceland”’ ironically remarks 
Mr. Edwards. 

6. Africa is “danger spot,’ says Secre- 
tary Stimson, so vast quantities of goods 
must go there. 

7. 500 million dollars’ worth of weapons 
must be furnished to the Dutch East In- 
dies. Dutch could pay cash—but will 
they? 

8. Funds are being furnished to build 
arsenals in Bolshevik China. 

9. Britain has holdings of 3-1/2 billions 
in Latin America, 2 billions in Canada, 
and an undisclosed amount still uncom- 
mitted in this country, and the Roosevelt 
Administration lovingly tells the British 
they need not liquidate their assets, for 
the U. S. taxpayers insist on paying the 
shot. And they accused Al Capone of 
being a racketeer! 

10. At present some 15 or 20 percent of 
U. S. factory space is devoted to war pro- 
duction, and the plans of the Washington 
kommissars call for this to be raised to 50 
percent by 1943. 

Many Congressmen, said Willard Edwards in his dis- 
patch, were shocked when they learned that goods given 
to the British are sold to English civilians, and the pro- 
ceeds taken by Britain's government. 

One angry Congressman, Representative Joe Starnes of 
Alabama, said what many Americans feel about this en- 
tire British-Jewish-Roosevelt international racket, in 
these words: ‘It is a damned outrage that we have not 
received more benefits from this program.”

rgzm=ry ORD has come down from the Supreme 
cane 9A Court of the United States, as this issue of 
YF Roll-Call goes to press, that the appeal of 
A Fa William Dudley Pelley to consider his 
extradition case, in respect to North 
Carolina demands for his person, has been 
denied. It is hard to expect, of course, that a Roosevelt 
court, in times like the present, would do anything else. 
Let supporters of Pelley’s labors for a Constitutional 
Restoration take heart, however. This rebuff by the Su- 
preme Court. was by no means unexpected. Pelley now 
has under retainer some of the most astute attorneys 
in the East. They wished to make certain that the High 
Court had ample opportunity to rule on this case and 
vindicate their client, if it so desired, in order to fore- 
stall claims later that it might have given Pelley relief 
had he brought his plight before it. 
Pelley does not expect to go back to North Carolina in 
the immediate future. There are other points in this 
Washington litigation which he will ask to be tested 
first, none of which have been touched on to the pres- 
ent. They bid fair to open the whole matter of a native 
American’s right to free speech under the Federal Con- 
stitution. This is not “just another extradition case.’

AD North Carolina been content to dismiss Pelley 
when he removed his plant from the State, and let

In a constitutional republic where a Bill of Rights 
permits freedom of personal action, the same liberties 
opening the way for the political coup likewise permit 
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the independent publisher to print unmolested. And the 
independent publisher may clamor the details of what 
may be afoot as he discovers or discerns it. 

The great professional publisher, dependent for his rev- 
enue on mercantile advertising, or standing in with the 
Administration to protect his source of news, can easily 
be “handled.” The independent publisher, whose press 
is supported purely by the cash paid by citizens for his 
journal, cannot be controlled. 

He is the Nemesis of the plotters. 

He can undo their acts as fast as they commit them. 


OLTAIRE once said: ‘Revolutions are forever un- 
made by pamphleteers!”’ 

The publisher of the journal that sells for its worth and 
integrity, who scorns all bribes or political coercion, 
is the twentieth-century pamphleteer who ‘‘unmakes’’ 
the revolution wrought by the conspirator. This is par- 
ticularly true if that revolution be bloodless and arrived 
at by stealth. 
Very good then! If such a publisher cannot be bought 
and will not be coerced, what shall be done with him? 
In the modern republic, the answer has been furnished. 
He shall be defamed as the enemy of orderly institu- 
tions. Subservient legislative groups, fearing political 
reprisals, shall be ordered to “‘investigate’’ him—and 
what they “‘find”’ shall be official. 
If he be exceptionally capable as well, marked by organ- 
izing ability, he is doubly to be attacked. He shall be 
charged with being paid by agents of foreign govern- 
ments. No satrap columnist or radio commentator 
shall refer to him except in blackest odium. He shall, 
in short, be made so “hot” that the average bedeviled 
and cruelly-duped citizen shall shun him as a pestilence. 
And if the reckless stalwart refuses to be restrained by 
these, but plunges straight ahead, printing the truth 
that threatens conspiracy with ruin, the final means of 
dealing with him is to manipulate somehow to accuse 
him of crime. It matters not whether he be guilty of 
malfeasance. The point is that defamation shall have 
so inflamed the passions of the gullible against him that 
his conviction follows as a matter of momentum. 


“THE PEOPLE of this Republic, 
for nine hectic years, have 
had dinned in their ears by press 
and radio the ‘‘execrable’’ opera- 
tions of a publisher named Pelley 
who formerly conducted business 
out of Asheville, N. C. He was 
first stigmatized as a ‘‘Jew-baiter’’ 
because he wrote candidly of his 
findings on Jewish depredations before the whole nation 
became as “‘Jew-conscious’ as at present; he was as- 
sailed as a stooge of Adolf Hitler—because Hitler some- 
what earlier had made similar findings and embodied 
curative enactments in his program. 
When a moribund Congress, long before the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Dies’s committee, ignored the increasing 
menace of communism, Pelley launched the Legion of 
Silvershirts, to bring the menace dramatically to public 
attention. 
Suddenly the nation learned, of a day in 1934, that a 
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committee of the Congress, sponsored by one of its 
most irrepressible Israelites, had been empowered to 
probe him. Simultaneously it was informed as well that 
‘North Carolina authorities’"—in the persons of a little 
county judge and two small-fry attorneys—had con- 
nived to bring a felonious charge against him of illegally 
selling the securities of his publishing house in North 
Carolina. He was branded as a stock-swindler across 
the length and breadth of America. 

What the public never knew was, that a few weeks be- 
fore these troubles broke upon him, he had been tendered 
no less than $100,000 by an outstanding character in 
American Jewry, to cease printing expose material on 
“the New Deal conspiracy” to sell the country out to 
Judaist Russia and Britain. Pelley spurned the offer 
indignantly, despite the warning that if he persisted in 
his crusade, “‘things would happen to him.” 


"THE CASE against Pelley was pushed with zest and 
rancor. He was a Northerner in Southern terri- 
tory and held to be a “‘furriner.”” The minds of his fel- 
low townsmen had been inflamed against him by reason 
of constant diatribes on his religious convictions. He 
was never found guilty of ever selling a dollar’s worth 
of stock in North Carolina; he was found guilty of fail- 
ing to register his corporation in the State through the 
inadequate advice of an incompetent attorney. Never- 
theless, he was discharged on a suspended sentence after 
paying a fine of $1,000. 

Four years and eight months later, the former county 
prosecutor, now judge, had himself transferred to the 
home district. Thereat he issued a capias for Pelley to 
be brought in for the sentence which the trial judge had 
failed to impose. Pelley, being out of the State at the 
moment, was summarily branded as a fugitive from 
justice. 

Located while testifying before a second congressional 
committee convened to probe.his writings and anti- 
radical activities, Pelley fought extradition to North 
Carolina through three courts. 

Through all that time, the Jewish scribes and pharisees 
of the Republic—Walter Winchell in particular—failed 
not in keeping the defamations burning, hashing and re- 
hashing his ‘“‘stock-swindling”’ activities, making his 
name anathema among all “‘patriotic’’ people. 

Last Monday morning the word came down from Mr. 
Roosevelt’s Supreme Court, that it declined to consider 
the epochal questions raised in his appeal for review— 
whether a man can be treated as a fugitive from justice 
by the mere issuance of a bench warrant by his former 
prosecutor, with no parole involved and. unaccompanied 
by any affadavit of new charges against him. 


AT’S behind all of it? The “what” is, that Pelley 
has had the stamina to go straight ahead “‘pam- 
phleteering” against Israelite depredations, after turn- 
ing down a fortune to desist in his exposing, and after 
being prosecuted on criminal charges that could mean 
five years in a chain gang. 
Pelley the Pamphleteer, in other words, was obviously 
so effective in his pamphleteering that he had to be dealt 
with in extraordinary manner. 
The significance of the whole case when it comes to be 
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reviewed by a convalescent people after America has 
been fumigated of the pestilence of Red Judaism, is 
the complete exhibition which it will have afforded of 
how Red Judah seeks to attain its ends in subtly elim- 
inating the obstructive individual when favoritism or 
bribery fails. 

It will also provide the discerning student of psychology 
with a fecund portrayal of public gullibility to malodor- 
ous propaganda, for after all it is the great lay public 
that has been ‘“‘taken in” by this tearing down of a citi- 
zen of Pelley’s accomplishments. 

Only one other case in the public prints rivals it. That 
is the case of Colonel Lindbergh. ‘“They’’ have not yet 
reached the state of desperation in treating with Lind- 
bergh where it would be considered necessary to frame 
him for “crime.” Lindbergh is not sufficiently aggres- 
sive in his crusading as yet to warrant such methods, as 
matters stand at present. Should he become so, he will 
doubtless “‘get the works.”’ 

There seems to be a formula worked out for such “‘re- 
movals.”’. . 


‘THs NATION contains millions of Americans—par- 
ticularly of the type that tunes in to the Winch- 
ell broadcasts of Sabbath nights—who will solemnly in- 
form you that William Dudley Pelley is one of our great 
public enemies and, generally considered, the scum of 
the journalistic earth.

They are ignorant of the fact that it has never been sub- 
stantiated that a single dime of sustaining money has 
been forthcoming for his work from any other sources 
than the purses of stalwart Americans, espousing his 
crusadings because they have investigated and learned 
how painfully correct he has been in his premise. 
Last but far from least, they have by no means witnessed 
the close of the Pelley case, and as the facts come out 
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in further and more serious court hearings still ahead, 
naught but chagrin can be in store for them that they let 
themselves be made parties to a propaganda-swindle of 
such vicious proportions. 


WHA the highest 


court in this 
nation turning Pel- 
ley down on a re- 
view of the law—in 
order to avoid free- 
ing him if the law 
were observed—Pel- 
ley now confronts 
the Herculean job 
of taking his “‘per- 
sonal _elimination’’ 
case before the pub- 
lic of the nation and 
fighting for his vin- 
dication by making 
his treatment sym- 
bolical of the whole 
conspiracy that alien 
saboteurs are con- 
niving against the 
nation as a victim. 
In other words, the 
mass’ fulminations 
against this man for 
being too effective a 
publisher, printing 
“nasty little leaflets”’ ‘y 
as Dorothy Thomp- 
son described them, would seem to have reached a point 
now where they can be publicly capitalized upon. Fur- 
ther, in certain upper-bracket circles a definite reaction 
has set in, in Pelley’s favor. Walter Winchell’s Sunday- 
night broadcasts, for one thing, would appear to have 
overshot their mark and begun to raise sympathy for this 
man who has taken the shameful castigations of Jewry 
without redress for nearly ten years. 
Pelley has now been so damaged in his purse and repu- 
tation, that the law provides him with instrumentalities 
for hitting back. And as he hits back, the wicked and 
malodorous nature of his opponents’ tactics is bound 
to crash home to great hordes of citizens. 
It seems possible, in other words, to make this Pelley af- 
fair an epic of our times and national distempers, to 
demonstrate that a man may be pushed to the depths of 
infamy in order to rise to the heights of leadership.

He has not taken a dollar of questionable money, and 
never has had a moment’s involvement with any for- 
elgn government. 
He has put the Kiss of Death on two congressional bod- 
ies convened to “examine” him—their findings turning 
out to be naught but malodorous windstorms. 
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The Bureau of Internal Revenue has found nothing in- 
correct in ten years of tax payments to warrant any sort 
of action against him. 

He has heard himself denounced as the Most Danger- 
ous Man in America, till Liberty Magazine took the dis- 
tinction away from him last week and gave it to Char- 
les Lindbergh. But take note that he has only been “‘dan- 
gerous’ to alien conspirators and spoliative politicians 
who have done their utmost to wreck this Republic. 
Now Pelley starts a different kind of fight to win back 
his original prestige and standing. With top-notch at- 
torneys offering their services on every hand, funds 
coming in from supporters he never suspected he had, 
the contest narrows to that of a solo crusader challeng- 
ing the highest and most vicious forces in the New 
World arena. The case must be outstanding because it 
begins to shape up as epitome of the plight of all Amer- 
icans who sooner or later must decide the same issues.

Yes, and sometimes conspiracies backfire, and lift in- 
tended victims to positions of reprisal.

HOUSE of Representatives, scared 


witless at how to deal aptly with the 
international situation, is about to re- 
peal the Neutrality Law.

But if nothing happens immediate- 
ly from the Axis quarter, and there appears no oppor- 
tunity to use at once the great military machine that New 
Deal expediency has built up, the gradual reaction on 
the Rooseveltians is going to be disastrous. 

The Roosevelt Crowd evidently senses this, hence its 
well-nigh insulting attitude toward Japan, that war on 
a naval basis may be provoked in the Pacific, putting us 
into the embroilment before Churchill passes. 
Whether this criminal ruse succeeds or fails, none of it 
saves Mr. Stalin. He is caught between the German- 
Japanese millstones of annihilation. 

So much for “‘old racial dreams” for ‘remaking the Gen- 
tile’ through militant Communism. . . 

Anyhow, smearing him off the world’s chessboard is 
one victory scored for Christian civilization, and after 
silly Americans get over their propaganda madness, 
they will properly evaluate the man who has done it. 
With Bolshevism liquidated, maneuvering the United 
States out of the mess with England and Japan should 
be little more than American arrangements for an al- 
tered leadership. 

The arrangements, obviously, will be the 1942 con- 
gressional elections. 

Don’t let anyone hoodwink you into believing that they 
won't come off on schedule.

@ Demands of the British-Jewish leadership for the 
shedding of the blood of American boys, comes as 
something of a shock to the people of this country, who 
were told by the eloquent Mr. Churchill that if we fur- 
nished the tools they (the British) would carry on their 
own war.

Empire in Hock .. 


|? WOULD be one thing if the 

people of the United States 
were being asked to give military 
aid to the England from which 
the forefathers came—the Eng- 
land of Shakespeare, Milton, New- 
ton, Bacon and Pitt. What the average American of 
today does not know is, that the England of history and 
tradition has gone. In the present century, it is an aggre- 
gation of a hundred or more families, most of them Jew- 
ish, that dominate the affairs of Great Britain and direct 
the Empire's destinies throughout the world. The Gen- 
tiles of the United States are lend-leasing their billions 
to these British Yiddishers, and the war against Hitler 








becomes merely a contest of Israelites against Germanic 
Aryans—with Americans in decidedly the wrong camp 


without suspecting it . . 

Control of the vast British Empire, in other words, has 
been executed by a small oligarchy of titled Israelites. 
Members of this small group have secured almost full 
control of the financial, economic and industrial re- 
sources throughout the British Empire. The political 
power is found in the British Parliament, composed of 
740 Royal Dukes, Archbishops, Marquises, Earls, Vis- 
counts, Bishops and Barons in the House of Lords; the 
House of Commons is composed of 615 members who 
are elected, ostensibly, by the people. Since the elec- 
tions are as rigidly controlled as to nominees as were 
the 1940 nominees for the Presidency in the United 
States, the people really have little choice when elec- 
tions are held, except to vote for those who are allowed 
to stand for the elections by the ruling members of the 
tight little band of plutocrats who rule England, and 
who, operating through the packed Parliament, rule the 
vast reaches of English possessions in Africa, the Near 
East, India, and smaller possessions where the people 
have absolutely nothing to say about the government 
which dominates them. 

Theoretically, the Canadian, Australian and New Zea- 
land governments are not subject to British rule, but 
again the political, economic, and financial penetration 
is so complete that the men who rule in these domin- 
ions are nothing but puppets subject to the caste-bound 
oligarchy of England. 

It is a case in which public business—the business of 
all the people throughout the British Empire—has be- 
come one gigantic racket dominated by power-mad 
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rulers who are bent upon securing enormous profits for 
the few members of the ruling class at the expense of 
the many. 

England, in point of fact, might well be considered a 
sort of political-financial holding company, with head- 
quarters in London, which exercises complete economic 
and industrial domination over all the business of the 
Empire. 

Illustrative of the tight political control over industries 
is the holding of 775 directorships in vast industries 
by 181 members of the House of Commons. 
44 percent of all so-called Conservative Members of 
Parliament are company directors, as was shown by the 
book entitled, ‘‘Tory M. P.,”" published in 1939, and as 
:3 also shown in the book “The 100 Families That Rule 
the Empire,” recently published in this country. To 
list all the members in the House of Commons alone 
who hold directorships, and have holdings of large 
blocks of profitable stock in wartime industries, would 
take several good-sized books. 

Here the world is faced with the brutal fact that a 
whole Empire is in hock to a handful of upstage racial 
carpet-baggers, as shown in the booklet just issued, 
“Beitain in Pawn.” It is that outfit of upstart interlop- 
ers which is now trying to take over the United States 
of America.

Kearny Dead 


EWS was flashed across the United States 
this past week that when the destroyer 
Kearny was hit by a torpedo in the vicin- 
ity of Iceland, she was actually participat- 
ing in a battle against an alleged “‘wolf- 
pack” of German submarines, intent on 

sinking the British merchantmen carrying contraband 
supplies to embattled England. The United States is 
technically at peace with Germany. However, as the 
result of being struck by a submarine torpedo, eleven 
American seamen lost their lives. Somewhere in the 
United States there are eleven families of the murdered 
seamen who are grieving over the loss of kindred. They 
are, in effect, gold star families and kindred, assuming 
that these seamen lost their lives patriotically in the de- 
fense of the United States. 
If, however, the families or kindred of these murdered 
seamen care to make an issue of it, they can enter a civil 
suit against Franklin D. Roosevelt, Secretary Knox and 
the commander of the Kearny and collect handsomely 
for what these officials did without authority, bringing 
these seamen to their untimely ends.

ites. This redress is a civil suit for damages against 
President Roosevelt, Secretary Knox, and the com- 
manding officer of the destroyer. 

The “‘graveman”’ of the suit—that is, the basis on which 
it can be brought, according to the legal experts opposed 
to Roosevelt’s present foreign policy—is predicated 
on the ground that the power of the President as Com- 
mander in Chief of the Army and Navy, must be exer- 
cised in accordance with the laws and usages of nations 
and in conformity with acts of Congress, otherwise his 
orders will afford no protection to an officer acting under 
them. 

Without an actual declaration of war by Congress, the 
power and authority of the President is limited to the 
territorial waters of the United States, and, as the Su- 
preme Court has repeatedly held, this limitation is in- 
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tended to apply only to waters within the territorial 
limits of the United States. 

The commanding officer of the Kearny, acting by virtue 
of ultra orders of the President in convoying ships of 
another nation and going to the rescue of ships engaged 
in battle between other nations, exceeded his authority 
under the Constitution, and is personally liable for dam- 
ages if death or injury is suffered in the encounter. 
Millions of Americans are laboring under the impression 
that any suit brought against the President, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy or any naval officer, is void by reason 
of their being duly constituted officers of the Federal 
government. 

That would be entirely correct—according to legal au- 
thorities that Roll-Call has consulted—if such officers 
merely made errors of judgment or discretion while car- 
rying out certain acts of Congress. But when they 
operate on their own initiative, and before Congress has 
formally declared war, they enjoy no more immunity 
than any private citizen. 


F SUCH illegal, or super-official, conduct can be estab- 
lished—as legal experts declare that it can—then 
anyone who is damaged in the slightest degree by New- 
Deal aggressions to land us in the war, can bring suit for 
redress and compensation in the courts of the United 
States. The fact seems to be that the laws of the United 
States, under the Constitution, do not give either the 
President, the Secretary of War or any other official the 
power to order acts of war committed without Con- 
gressional sanction, even though they believe an emer- 
gency warrants it. 
The Congress of the United States did not give Roose- 
velt and Knox the right in advance to employ the armed 
forces of the United States in defense of the ships of 
another nation outside of the territorial waters of the 
United States. It could never have done so because the 
Constitution, not to mention previous Supreme Court 
decisions, prohibits it. Formal war has to be declared 
before Roosevelt and the Secretary of the Navy have 
such power. Therefore, if Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary 
Knox went ahead without Constitutional authority and 
ordered an arrangement whereby American seamen lost 
their lives in a battle with another nation’s military, a 
nation with whom America was technically at peace, 
these two gentlemen did so on their own personal re- 
sponsibility. It follows then that the kin of the men 
who suffered loss of lives or bodily members have an 
open-and-shut civil suit against such officials. It can be 
prosecuted and won, on Supreme Court decisions alone. 


LL THE unhallowed things that New Deal officials 

are doing at the present moment, to provoke inci- 
dents landing us in the war alongside Britain, are, under 
the laws of the United States, illegal and subject to re- 
dress. Roosevelt and his advisers must know this. 
Therefore it would seem that the haste to put the United 
States into war before some kindred of the dead Kearny 
seamen brings such suit, is explained. 
It makes no difference that Mr. President decides in his 
own mind that there is an ‘emergency’ underwriting 
such conduct. Nothing in the Constitution of the 
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United States permits recognition of such “‘emergen- 
cies.’ War has to be declared by Congress before the 
President and the Secretary of the Navy are empowered 
to act. If they act before such war is formally declared, 
they are merely private citizens doing ministerial acts 
for which they are culpable. 

It will well pay the legal authorities of America, who are 
against Mr. President's current foreign policy, to look 
into this “shooting war’ presumption and arrest this 
misuse of power before it is exercised to unhallowed 
proportions. 

Congress cannot legally pass powers to the President, 
under emergencies or for any other reason, that it does 
not contain within itself by reason of Constitutional pro- 
vision. If it does, then every man in the Congress be- 
comes liable as a party to redress suit. 

Americans know too little of their rights legally under 
their Constitution. At the present moment, with eleven 
Kearny seamen dead, the President, the Secretary of 
the Navy, the commander of the Kearny, and any other 
official who assisted in putting the Kearny into that Ice- 
land engagement, are directly on the flypaper for such 
unwarranted behavior. 

Let the lawyers of America look into it. 

Roosevelt, Knox, the whole navy department personnel, 
are “ out in the open” for what they have done, bring- 
ing about those deaths. 

In this fact alone may lie redress and restraint in the 
entire mad course that Britishers and Israelites are in- 
ducing our federal officials to take. 

Again Roll-Call says: Let the lawyers of America—and 
the families of the murdered seamen—look into it!

ture per person about $114 a year. 
Recently, too, the information has been released show- 
ing the per capita taxation in the United States is 
greater than in Great Britain, and in the coming fiscal 
year it will soar much higher, directly due not only to 
national defense expenditures but also to the fact that 
every cent of the $130 per capita of Federal taxes to be 
collected is earmarked for the lend-lose-everything fund 
which is being scattered to the four winds of the earth, 
over all the seven seas and all continents to implement 
the four freedoms and the eight platitudes everywhere 
except in the United States. 


Therefore, while many U. S. citizens—some 45,000,- 
000 according to Federal official Paul V. McNutt—are 
suffering from malnutrition, they are actually going to 
pay more for food in this country, where it is grown and 
processed, than the English people will pay in London.

Tax Trickery 


ILD spending and wanton wastage of the taxpay- 

ers’ funds leads the communistic planners in Wash- 
ington to think up new ways to siphon off the income 
of the small wage-earners. 
The so-called social security tax is a payroll-income tax 
in reality. All wage-earners must pay it, no matter how 
small their income—it is a 
pay-roll checkoff by the em- 
ployer required by law. 
All single wage-earners 
making $15 weekly or 
more must now pay the 
regular Federal income tax. 
The present payroll tax is 
on a one percent basis, the 
employee and employer be- 
ing gypped equally for a 
total income tax of two 
percent. 
Because they are doing it in England, the communistic 
buddies of Stalin and Churchill say we must do it here. 
John Meynard Keynes, English ‘‘economist,’” gumshoed 
around Washington some weeks ago and showed the 
Stalinites how to do it. 
October 22 a dispatch from Washington said these po- 
litical subversionists, who are trying to put over a Roose- 
velt revolution, let it be known through a Capitol Hill 
spokesman that the Treasury Department was going to 
suggest a 500 percent hike in the payroll-income tax. 
That is, both employees and employers would have to 
kick in to the Morgenthau heavy-spending kitty 5 per- 
cent each, or a total of 10 percent. 
For instance, a wage-earner making $20 weekly would 
pay a dollar a week tribute to the Reds in Washington. 
The employer would get nicked another dollar, or $2 
weekly would thus be siphoned off on the basis of such 
wage-earner's income. 
That same $20-a-week wage-earner, if single, will also 
pay $46 Federal income tax, thus in one year 
such a worker would pay income ‘taxes totaling $98 
besides being socked for all the innumerable other taxes, 
seen and unseen, levied by the Federal Government, 
and also getting stuck for State, county and city gov- 
ernment taxes. 
As is obvious, the taxpaying citizen is being reduced to 
a state of serfdom heretofore existing only in foreign 
countries. 
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One excellent contribution to this subject is made in the 
October issue of the Insurance Examiner, a pithy mag- 
azine edited by a man who knows what the New Red 
Deal is all about. 

In an article entitled, ‘‘Is Life Insurance Going Com- 
munistic?’’ the following contribution is made to cur- 
rent revelations regarding the social security payroll 
tax racket: 

“Obviously, the Social Security division of our govern- 
ment is the logical spot to dump industrial premium in- 
surance, and who will refute the fact that the govern- 
ment can furnish twice as much insurance for the same 
amount of premiums, and still not subsidize the busi- 
ness. 

“It has been rumored that several former—and some 
disgruntled—life insurance company actuaries are em- 
ployed by the Social Security division; their task being 
to get things in shape for the government's entry into 
the business of life, accident and health insurance.” 
Part of the answer to the existing situation is found in 
the foregoing.

LLOWING the September || Lindbergh address at 

Des Moines came one of the most violent torrents of 
abuse to be directed at any single individual in the 
United States in years.

Joining with others, S. 
Stanwood Menken sent a 
telegram to Mr. Amos R. 
E. Pinchot, Milford, Pike 
County, Pennsylvania, 
the concluding sentence 
of which classifies Mr. 
Menken for what he is. 
That sentence is: 
‘‘He’’—referring to Lind- 
bergh—"‘is a great com- 
fort to Germany, and 
you can do no greater 
service than disavowing 
him.” 

Amos Pinchot is vigor- 
ously against our involvement in this _ British- 
Jewish war. October 4 he wrote Mr. Men- 
ken, in which he explained clearly the position of the 
America First Committee with which Mr. Pinchot is 
connected. In this reply, Mr. Pinchot said: 

‘Our statement said that we did not consider the Lind- 
bergh speech anti-Semitic. As you know, it did not 
criticize, or tend in any way to criticize, the Jewish 
people on the ground of race or religion.

And this | have heard no Jew- 
ish leader or critic of the speech in any way deny. They 
may have done so, but | haven't heard of it to date. In- 
deed, the strong and almost universal prointervention 
sentiment of the Jews in this country is as generally 
conceded as it is natural and understandable. 

‘| may be wrong, but in view of this I see no more im- 
propriety in expressing the opinion, provided it is sin- 
cere and well founded, that the Jews are intervention- 
ists, than in saying, for example, the people of Polish 
or Dutch descent in this country are as a group interven- 


tionists. . . . ae We 
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‘It seems to me—and here I would like very much to 
have your opinion—that the way for the Jewish people 
to have met Lindbergh's statement, if it wasn't true, was 
to have some of their conspicuous leaders come out and 
say it in clear words. Instead of that, as it seems to 
me, they have put forward a claim to a sort of special 
privilege to have immunity from having their stand 
spoken about in public. . . . 

“I am deeply concerned about this matter. I think 
the Lindbergh statement was true. And so far I have 
met no Jewish man or woman who doesn’t admit it’s 
true, and very few who are not hell-bent for interven- 
tion.” 

Then in a postscript, he exposes the hypocrisy of Men- 
ken’s stand by saying: 

“Re your estimate of Lindbergh, I must disagree with 
you on that point. He is neither pro-Nazi nor undemo- 
cratic. He is simply saying now what Roosevelt and 
Willkie were saying up to the moment the ballots 
were counted on November 5, namely, that the inter- 
ests of the American people demand that we should 
keep out of foreign wars and promptly build an im- 
pregnable defense.”

CONE paper, the Indianapolis News, carried news in

The ‘four freedoms’ 
should be found at home before they are promised or given to 
the world.” 

Undoubtedly such cases are numbered “by the millions.”

How to Sell War 


ba Washington the first week in October the disciples of the 
Fight for Freedom, Inc., met for instructions given by the 
belligerent Right Reverend Henry Wise Hobson, Protestant 
Episcopalian, and chairman of the war-whooping committee.

Beautiful models will pose just as they do for the hosiery 
and corset advertisements, and the bishop will bawl for the 
he-men of the country to rise up in revolt at the alleged insults 
—made in America by the Fight for Jewdom committee he 
heads—and give battle to Hitler. 
He urged the fervent disciples of those who are working for 
the Wall Street merchants of death to hurry home, collect 
funds, and run full-page advertisements to sell the war to the 
anti-war Christian American people. 
An analysis of the Fight committee shows it has the same sort 
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of billionaire-banker backing as did its predecessor, the Com- 
mittee to Defend America once headed by William Allen 
White. 

Briefly, it is just another of the Jewish war propaganda or- 
ganizations, headed by an Episcopalian bishop whose psy- 
chology resembles that of Wendell Willkie and Dottie Thomp- 
son.

The information was gained from an officer in the 
American air force whose name was withheld for obvious 
reasons. The officer claimed that the English “are too proud 
to take advice from those who wish to help them.” 

It could be added that the English are not too proud to take 
the money from the American taxpayer who is paying for 
the costly planes they are cracking up. 

American flyers are depressed in Newfoundland, Carter states, 
because of conditions and the attitude of the English who 
resent the fact that America is not in the war, “lock, stock 
and barrel—army, navy and air force.”

ET IT BE authoritatively announced by 
the publishers of Roll-Call that despite all 
defamatory reports to the contrary, Wil- 
liam Dudley Pelley, patriotic publisher 
and celebrated anti-Semite, is not in jail 
in North Carolina. Mr. Pelley, as of the 
date at which this issue of Roll-Call goes to press, is 
working in his office and printing plant in central [ndi- 
ana and waiting amusedly to see what disposal the 
North Carolina authorities propose to make of his case. 
The speed with which the latter seem to be tossing it 
from official to official like a hot cannon-ball, indicates 
that they would be well satisfied to have someone come 
along and help them drop it. But the moment that any- 
one does drop it, the absurd charges against Pelley be- 
come null and void and gentlemen like Walter Winchell 
must face their Sunday night microphones with pro- 
Yiddish ammunition gone sour. 

The affair against Pelley would seem to have begun 
originally as a smear proposition, and in a somewhat 
forlorn hope that some means could be found to wrest 
away his constitutional rights and halt his publications, 
which have been exposing the predatory features of 
New Dealism with such insufferable accuracy. 


Even the original case never had the backing of the peo- 
ple of North Carolina, and the later capias was obvious- 
ly issued by an ex-prosecutor who had lost his Blue Sky 
case, assisted by two special prosecutors who have 
never yet been compelled to disclose who compensated 
them for their frustrated efforts to send Pelley to prison. 
When this ex-prosecutor, now judge, issued a capias to 
have Pelley brought before the county court and exam- 
ined to see if he could possibly have broken the con- 
ditions of his suspended sentence, and Pelley could not 
be found within the State, the latter was branded by the 
Jewish publicists as a fugitive from Justice. 


It was to have such designation decided by the Federal 
courts that motivated Pelley to conduct his extradition 
battle through three courts in the District of Columbia. 
From February of 1940 to October of 1941 the fight 
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was waged, but not a court in the District would rule 
on the matter. One and all ‘“‘passed the buck” by de- 
claring that the matters presented were strictly for the 
State of North Carolina to decide. Mr. Roosevelt's Su- 
preme Court even refused to consider any presentation 
of the case at all. 

But the Federal courts did not send Pelley back. They 
left him no alternative but to shift the battle to North 
Carolina when they turned down his petitions for re- 
view. It was jurisdiction that was denied him and with 
it denied, no lawsuit can be conducted. 

To effect the honorable discharge of his bond, therefore, 
when no relief could be obtained in the District of 
Columbia, Pelley suffered himself to be surrendered to 
the North Carolina county authorities. 


BECAUSE he had appeared late on a Friday after- 
noon, with the next day the short banking day of 
Saturday, certain technical details of his new bond could 
not be completed. Therefore he was detained by the 
Buncombe County sheriff till his status was determined. 
There is much difference between such a detention and 
a formal arrest after either indictment or conviction. 
When Monday arrived and the bond-details had been 
accelerated by the granting of a habeas corpus writ 
by a judge outside Buncombe County—making the 
latter's authorities show cause why such detention was 
legal—his release came swiftly. Straight back to Indi- 
whe he headed and resumed his work in his publishing 
pliant. 

Walter Winchell’s sanctimonious comment last Sunday 
evening therefore, “now that the McWilliamses, the 
Pelleys and the Kuhns are all in jail,’’ etc., was the least 
bit premature. 


Being detained in the custody of a sheriff over a week 
end and until a bond matter is rectified, is a far different 
proposition from being confined to a jail in result of 
either a conviction or sentence or even a formal order 
of arrest. However, it seems that the Jew had to make 
the most of his material while opportunity offered it! 


O DISCUSS the intimate legal technicalities of the 

Pelley case openly in a periodical like Roll-Call, and 
make public statements as to how Pelley is confident he 
is going to have all the charges against him dismissed, 
would be the height of indiscretion just now, of course. 
By presenting himself before the sheriff of North Caro- 
lina as he did, however, he but snarled up the case which 
his persecutors had against him—or assumed they had 
—and left the doors open for the counter action which 
is coming. 
In its own proper way and by the more ethical method, 
Pelley will make known to his thousands of friends and 
supporters throughout the nation just what ‘the real 
story behind his last week’s maneuvers is.

|? MAY be entirely possible that forcing an unwilling 
populace into a suicidal war, is the program decreed 
by Almighty God to terminate this sequence of satanic 
depredation. If so, there is comfort in the metaphysical 
tenet that no one can possibly make the Passing before 
his ordained moment. 
But the more immediate and realistic reactions point to 
a passive resistance of national scope against a war 
waged by politicos to preserve their own sinecures. 
When the first hysteria of entry passes, and it becomes 
necessary for the stamina to be displayed that carries 
any country through major turmoil, the discovery that 
such stamina no longer exists—because American char- 
acter has been deliberately emasculated—may be an 
eclipsing predicament for leadership to face . 
In other words, you can’t force a jaded and impoverished 
people into a long-drawn ordeal of mind and body with- 
out inviting Change that rides down their tormentors. 
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PEOPLE gather around receiving-sets and listen to 
Mr. President’s shooting utterances—yes. But you 
hear no wild approval when he signs off. Strange to re- 
late, neither do you hear much acrimonious comment 
in regard to Nazi Germany. 
What you do hear—to record the stark truth—is blister- 
ing abuse of an administration that seems to be provok- 
ing the very national dilemmas which its spokesman 
laments or would plot to avoid. 
It is loyalty to the American form of government that 
is being exhibited at present by the Republic's tortured 
rank and file, and Mr. President mistakes this for ap- 
proval of his policies—or speciously assumes that if war 
becomes actual, Americans will suffer any sacrifices to 
see that it is won. America’s traditions will demand 
that they perform. Obviously he overlooks that he has 
changed America—that the nation of tradition may no 
longer exist. 
The mass sullenness that distinguishes our people at the 
moment from coast to coast is the obvious indication 
that our people, psychologically, are more inclined to 
combat war than become war’s combatants. 
It is sensible conjecture that this psychology may find 
relief in fomenting or supporting mass strikes against 
the prevailing order till the nation is in turmoil—any- 
thing to change the insufferable status-quo. Coopera- 
tion in prosecuting the war will only be spasmodic. Pub- 
lic resentments will grow louder and bolder. Finally 
penal pressure will have to be exerted to exact obedi- 
ence or maintain discipline. When that sort of thing be- 
comes general, Americans will accept that their Repub- 
lic has died the death. What then remains for them to 
defend? Such a decision postulates disaster. 
It postulates disaster not only to our internal economy 
but to our form of government as well. 
Average human beings will confuse the excesses of a 
scheming political oligarchy with the civil structure 
that permits it to gain to such unhallowed moment. 
That throws popular support behind the first demagogue 
whose promises are wild enough to gather a following. 
Then he changes everything, according to whim. 
Expecting relief, people get revolution. 


SOciAL Justice in a recent issue makes the appalling 
claim that the Rooseveltian war-mongers now con- 
cede among themselves that Russia has been lost, that 
Britain in consequence will accept an early peace. 
The Roosevelt Clique, before it happens however, hope 
to have America committed to the smashing of Hitler 
in her own right, not in much expectation of doing what 
France, Belgium, England and Russia have failed in do- 
ing to the moment but to project a ten-year condition 
here that shall employ such a war to save the New Deal. 
The United States must be committed to ten years of 
the most terrible type of carnage, in other words, to save 
and perfect the crack-pot radical theories of the Frank- 
furters, the Cohens, the Hillmans, and the La Guardias. 
Does anyone believe the nation will stand for it? 
We know it may be tried, for the New Dealers are des- 
perate. Their Jewish-Communist program has gone 
whacky in every other country in the world and should 
it fail in America, their designs are washed up.

Reports will not be sup- 
pressed that like the Kearny, she was fighting a run- 
ning fight with German U-boats, “shooting on sight’’ 
on the illegal orders of President Roosevelt.

Trapping Wheeler 


ONE after another of the public 
figures who are fighting en- 
trance into this British-Jewish war 
) are being accused of being anti- 
1, Jewish. To be anti-Jewish has 
been made a criminal offense by 
the decree of powers higher than 
God, the Constitution and the Will 
of the People. Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler of Montana, prominent isolationist, appears 
to be named as latest victim. 
A conservative member of Parliament, A. Beverly Bax- 
ter, at 9:45 in Washington one evening phoned Senator 
Wheeler’s residence. He wanted to see the Senator im- 
mediately and he was given permission to go out to the 
Senator's home. 
About to board the Dixie Clipper, Lisbon bound, Mr. 
Baxter told reporters: 
‘“‘Mr. Wheeler has some strange idea that England is 
fighting a Jewish war. He told me that right across 
America there was a determination not to be pushed in- 
to a war of revenge in behalf of the Jews. 
‘‘When I asked the Senator to identify the Jews who 
brought England into the war, he was unable to say.” 
Senator Wheeler should have a copy of “Britain in 
Pawn” giving names of almost 300 “aristocrats” in 
Britain who are either full-blooded Jews, part Jews, 
married to Jews, or otherwise have close Jewish con- 
nections. Senators as a rule, however, prefer not to be 
posted on such dynamic information. Mr. Baxter's 
statement now continues— 
‘‘He’’—meaning Senator Wheeler— ‘added that he had 
many friends among the Jews, and did not approve of 
the German treatment of the Jews. I frankly found it 
difficult to follow his logic in this respect."’ 
Mr. Baxter stated Senator Wheeler told him that he 
felt the British ‘‘should make terms with Germany.” 
October 19 Senator Wheeler gave his version of the 
affair to the press, and said of Mr. Baxter: 
‘He called me up at 9:45 p. m. Sunday and said he 
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wanted to see me. I replied: ‘It’s pretty late, but come 
on out if you want to.’ 

“Well, he came out and he started to argue. He said: 
‘We need an American Expeditionary Force of 3,000,- 
soldiers.’ I said: ‘Yes, but you aren't going to get 
them.’ 

“He asked me if I thought that England was run by 
Jews. I told him I had never heard such a statement but 
that unfortunately a trend of anti-Semitic feeling was 
growing in the United States. It’s unfortunate but it’s 
true. He asked why. I said: “Well, a lot of people 
believe the Jews are trying to get us into the war.’ 

“My daughter and son were present. He”—referring 
to Mr. Baxter—‘‘said: ‘What is the matter with Ameri- 
can boys? Don't they have any spirit of adventure?’ 
My son—Richard Burton Wheeler—who just got out 
of Dartmouth last year, replied: ‘We do have an adven- 
turous spirit, but that doesn’t mean we're going to fight 
your wars for youl’ 

“Frankly, I thought he’’—referring to Mr. Baxter— 
“was stupid. He acted like a fool. I was polite and 
answered all his questions. 

“This monkey’’"—again speaking of Mr. Baxter— 
“went.up to Canada and made speeches on conscription 
and they told him to shut up.” 

All this was brought out in the New York Herald Trib- 
une, October 20. 

Commenting upon the affair, October 24, Paul Mallon 
said Senator Wheeler feels he was trapped by Mr. Bax- 
ter. What bowled over the Senator was Baxter's warped 
statement quoted in the press that “England is fighting 
a Jewish war.”’ Careful reading of Senator Wheeler's 
version of the conversation shows that he was simply 
reporting on what Americans were thinking. If he per- 
sonally thought otherwise, the business was his own. 
Question: Should a United States Senator think along 
the lines of the public or should he not? Probably not! 
Supreme disregard of what the masses of Americans are 
thinking, by Senators and Congressmen, seems to be the 
accepted practice at the moment. 

And they all duck the Jewish Question—note that! If 
pinned down to it, they’re being “trapped.” 

They'll probably continue to be “trapped” till the rank 
and file settle the matter for them. They're only states- 
men. Meeting issues squarely isn’t their province . 


English Delight 


SELDOM do London newspa- 
ZN pers find their way into the 
Roll-Call editorial offices, but be- 
fore us is the London Daily Ex- 
press for July 8, 1941, which fea- 
tures a double banner headline of 
seven columns with this electrifying announcement so 
typical of British journals at the present time— 


U. S. Occupies Iceland to Stop Hitler Coup 


The first two paragraphs of the dispatch sent from Ice- 
land by the Express’s correspondent, C. V. R. Thomp- 
son, reveal the extent of the President's participation in 
the war against Germany alongside Great Britain with- 
out the knowledge or consent of Congress— 
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‘““Commander-in-Chief and President F. D. Roosevelt 
today revealed to Congress the most decisive military 
move America has taken since the first world war—the 
occupation by the U. S. Navy of Iceland to help British 
forces in the Atlantic battle against Hitler. 

‘“He has ordered his navy to ensure the safety of sea 
communications between the U. S. A. and Iceland, and 
between the U. S. A. and all other ‘strategic posts.’ ”’ 
Note the peculiar English psychology which smugly 
takes the attitude that the U. S. Navy is Mr. Roosevelt's 
personal navy—not the navy belonging to the Ameri- 
ican people. In England the British fleet is known as 
‘“‘His Majesty’s Navy.”

Okay by Moscow 


BE ORE June 22, 1941, it was ancient history, but 
since the President's intimation recently that the 
Gentiles in Russia are guaranteed freedom of religion, 
the whole question of Communist support of the Roose- 
velt New Deal is re-opened.

On the following day President Roosevelt sent a dis- 
patch to Moscow congratulating the Communist gov- 
ernment upon its 2|st birthday, while Government off- 
cials, including the present Vice President—then Sec- 
retary of Agriculture— attended a swanky birthday 
party in Washington given by the Jew Constantine Ou- 
mansky, who is now Stalin’s ambassador to the United 
States. 
The record before the American people speaks eloquent- 
ly for itself. 








Can It Be Defense Swag? 


ANY events of today in this country are reminis- 

cent of those which happened in France before the 
debacle in Mid-1940. 
Out of New York City in mid-October came a special 
dispatch saying that the defense boom era has brought

This $35,000 a year man has established a scale of liv- 
ing which costs him $25,000 a year. He is in a fix. 
Let all that pass, and suppose that the debacle in the 
forthcoming days hits New York City as Paris was hit 
in mid-1940, what happens to all the heavy spenders? 
The time may soon come when the humble farmer with 
a home on the banks of the Wabash will be the envy of 
those who today ride the high tide of a false prosperity 
—which may evaporate as quickly as did that of Paris 
of recent memory 








La Guardia Junk 


MAYBE you recall that summer 
of *41 in the United States 
when all good and docile Americans 
were supposed to get excited about 
the British-Jewish war by donating 
their aluminum pots and baby-cups 
to the Mayor of New York for na- 
tional defense? Many dreary weeks 
have elapsed since that pother and 
fuss didn’t get us at all excited over 
intervention, but the pots and baby- 
cups are still with us, it seems, do- 
ing their dismal best to decorate our small-town court 
house lawns.

Or will the very honorable Treasury Department ship it 
to Fort Knox for safe-keeping for the duration of this 
continuous series of super-emergencies—along with the 
billions of gold bars supposed to be there, too?

Freedom of What Press? 
OBJECTS of the President’s displeasure, mentioned 


in his articles in Collier's Magazine, can find no na-

“Objective discussion of these is increasingly difficult, 
even in publications which are antagonistic toward F. D. 
R.’s domestic policies, which distrust and resent Stalin- 
ist impregnation of our civic and industrial organisms, 
and which would like to be independent.” 








Big Dairy Gyp 


SELDOM does it occur 
to the American 
farmer that when his 
government buys food- 
stuffs abroad that could 
be raised by agricultural- 
ists right here at home 
on American farms, the 
loss ‘is two-fold: The 
7 money paid for it goes 
out of the eounGy 5 never to return—the national debt 
being increased just that much—and the farmer loses 
the opportunity to sell his goods in a market that is sup- 
plied by the overseas competitor. When the farmer 
has to meet his share of the national tax-debt, he then 
finds himself taxed for furnishing a competitor who de- 
nies him a sale. Consider as a concrete illustration what 
goes on under the New Deal in the dairy industry. 


Despite the fourteen percent tariff duty, some 1,184,669 
pounds of Argentine butter entered this country during 
July, August and September, whereas only 497,851 
pounds were imported in the first six months of 1941. 
In New York City Argentine butter was selling in early 
October at 35-1/2 to 36-1/2 cents a pound, or several 
cents below domestic butter. Trade sources said they 
expected the imports for each three months in the fu- 


ture to jump to 2,240,000 to 2,280,000 pounds. 


No eggs came in from Argentina in 1939, 1940, or the 

first six months of 1941, but in July, August and Sep- 

tember, 1941, 163,833 cases, or 4,915,000 dozens, were 

imported. 

Naturally the question arises that if butter and eggs 

from the United States are being shipped in huge quan- 

tities to England, why could not the British buy their 

butter and eggs in Argentina? 

Argentina, to put it bluntly, asks that cash be laid down 

on the line. 

Under the lend-and-lose scheme, the British get their 

butter and eggs for nothing, and sell them in English 
arkets for something. 
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For all this uneconomic and crazy internationalistic 
messing up of the situation, American producers and 
consumers—all of them taxpayers—must pay heavily, 
and through the nose. 








Wire Gone Haywire 


“[ ELEPHONE and telegraph companies cannot get 
sufficient wire, but meantime Brig. Gen. Josh W. N. 
Schulz, director of purchases and contracts in the office 
of the Undersecretary of War, told a convention at 
Philadelphia that the War Department has purchased 
more than 300,000 miles of field telephone wire for the 
Army. 
That is three times more wire than was used by the 
American forces in France between June and November, 
1918 he said, and there were two million men in the 
AEF—more than are in the camps in this country now. 
As pointed out by the Chicago Tribune editorially, this 
is not a specialized product, but is similar to, if not 
identical with wire regularly manufactured for civilian 
use. 
Any layman can see the stupidity of this piling up of an 
excessive inventory of wire, when in these days 
radio has largely superseded the field telephones former- 
ly used for communications in the Army. 
This is only one more instance in which the normal 
economic life of the nation is being uselessly, and ap- 
parently with cold deliberation, sabotaged, all in the 
sacred name of national defense. 
To all keen-eyed observers it savors of a conspiracy to 
bring in Communism—while the war alarmists shout 
loudly about the perils of Hitlerism. 








Muzzling Opposition 


HE nearer the United States comes to actual em- 

broilment in the conflict now raging in Europe, the 
more unique become the statements from those calling 
for ‘unity.’ From day to day the American learns as- 
tounding facts. When thoroughly analyzed, a state- 
ment by the Hon. Roscoe C. O'Bryne, Indiana circuit 
judge, informs the world that to debate unity is ‘‘sub- 
versive. To be more exact, any person among the 
90 percent opposed to America’s entering this war, is 
engaged in “subversive activity.”

Suckers for England 


ECAUSE under the fantastic lend-lose-everything-to 
Britain racket, the British can ““buy’’ the same kind 

of mechanical units here as are being made in England, 
they are securing same in this country. 
During September some Members of the House dis- 
covered in talking with an Ohio manufacturer that the 
British had placed an order for 40 units of machinery 
of a type which is made in England. The Ohio manu- 
facturer had suggested that there was no need of en- 
gaging U. S. manufacturing facilities for the same kind 
of machinery as is made in England. The cynical reply 
of the agents of the British Purchasing Commission 
was: 
“If we buy here,’ meaning in England, ‘we have to pay 
cash on the barrel. If we buy from you Americans, it 
comes out of lease-lend‘ funds.” 
That was reported October 7 in the National Observer 
column. 
When Churchill vociferously denied that he wanted the 
United States in the war, everyone recognized that he 
was but playing politics. Now English papers bristle 
with demands that America quit stalling and come in at 
once. John T. Flynn called the shot back in 1940 when 
he said— 
**But why must England borrow abroad while Germany 
does not need to do so?’ The answer, of course, is that 
England does not need to borrow abroad. She has 
ample funds—billions—in America available to pay for 
what she buys. She is attempting two objectives by her 
propaganda for loans here. First, she wants to save as 
much of her gold and security investments here as pos- 
sible by making us pay her bills, and second, she wants 
to involve us in the war deeper by having billions in 
loans at stake.” | 
England recognizes that so long as America will re- 
imburse her for the damage of a lost war, that war will 
continue. Scaring Americans into paying Britain's bills 
was merely smart international politics, it seems. 
Meanwhile take note that practically all fighting between 
England and Germany has ceased. 
Senator Nye said aptly in a recent speech: “It now be- 
gins to look as though the United States may get into 
the war before Britain does.”’

Churches Deli 


[MVIILLIONS of dollars are being spent 
by the various Jewish organiza- 
tions for propaganda, the purpose of 
which is either to try to stem the rising 
tide of anti-Semitism on the one hand 
or to keep orthodox Christian churches 
in line on the other—expecting that the 
Biblical fundamentals of Judaism will 
serve to mitigate social reprisals that 
might be exacted on Jews for their cur- 
rent wrecking of constitutional govern- 
ment.

Everywhere this 
agency is working busily to establish local chapters, and 
inevitably the local teams are headed by a Protestant 
minister, a Catholic priest, and a rabbi. These local 
celebrities then work systematically in a campaign to put 
across propaganda for the Jews by appearing as speak- 
ers before local luncheon clubs and other organizations. 
The scheme being worked out today is to put across the 
‘‘Brotherhood-of-Man” idea—which is, as ably pointed 
out by Charles B. Hudson, Omaha, in his America-In-

Christian tolerance however, does not displease Jewry.

A® BOAKE CARTER often says: “‘here is one for the 
book.’’

Still another Britisher: “Trust the Jews; they have scores to 
pay off. Americans treat them like dirt. I’d like to see the 
Jews ‘top dog’ for a few years over there.” 
Englishman No. 4: “They’re top dog now, only the Americans 
haven’t discovered it yet, and won't till the “settling up” 
comes.

"THE FACTS of the matter are, that there is not a line 


nor shred of a line anywhere in the Constitution 
that gives the war politicians of Washington the right 
to incarcerate Christian Gentiles of native birth for their 
opinions, pro-Hitler or otherwise, or do aught to harass 
them in enjoyment of their civil liberties, war or no war. 
If such pernicious practices of segregation or imprison- 
ment are started, they have no more basis in the stat- 
utes than an act passed in Washington to prevent Pata- 
gonians skidding on the sidewalks of Bolivia.

But such stipulations apply to enemy aliens only. They 
do not apply, and cannot be held to apply, to natives of 
the United States who have merely exercised their con- 
stitutional rights of free speech and a free press up to the 
moment that hostilities opened.

AMERICANS in every congressional district in the

How to do it legally and proceed to make it stick, is now 
the talk of many attorneys and legal experts who are 
coming to the conclusion that only such summary legal 
action taken against irresponsible officeholders will 
bring them to their senses. 
Should it not be equity pure and simple that a man 
whose business has been ruined by New Deal priorities 
to fight a war that the rank and file of Americans do not 
want, and see no reason for fighting, should receive con- 
sideration in the courts against the malicious or unfaith- 
ful officeholder whose mischievous acquiescence to 
Rothschildistic coercion has made his loss actual.

It is a fundamental of our constitutionality that no pub-

It is a point that the publishers of Roll-Call have heard 
discussed this past fortnight in attorneys’ offices in 
places as far removed as Chicago, Washington, New 
York and Indianapolis. 

If lawyer-groups in those four cities are thinking spon- 
taneously along such lines, other lawyer-groups must be 
considering similar restraints and remedies in other 
American cities. 

One thing seems to be agreed upon: Merely retiring 
war-making Senators or Congressmen in succeeding 
elections is not enough. 

They should have it made plain to them that when they 
disobey the edicts of the electorate they represent, and 
vote to bankrupt the private individual as well as the 
national treasury, they can be held accountable in their 
properties and bank accounts. 

Legally attaching some of these gargantuan funds of 
taxpayers’ money going out of the country to foreign 
nations, might have a salutary effect on such psycho- 
pathic appropriations. ;

Making Britain Pay 


VERYONE concedes that it

ognize that this subterfuge—a getting-around of the 
Johnson Act—constitutes a swindle. 
Half-heartedly Raymond Clapper in an October column 
suggests that “the feeling is growing that comprehen- 
sive arrangements regarding raw materials might be 
worked out with Great Britain in return for lend-lease 
aid.” True enough, for as Mr. Clapper says, the British 
hold monopoly on the world’s rubber supply. He might 
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well have added that they also control tin. Rubber and 
tin are two of the |7 strategic materials, vital in both 
war and peacetime industries. Both come to us largely 
from Far East British and Dutch possessions—and the 
holdings in the Dutch East Indies are primarily in the 
hands of British international banker Jews. It takes no 
seer to prophesy that no such honorable trade will be 
made. 


Again, no seer is needed to prophesy with uncanny ac- 
curacy the time soon coming in the affairs of men 
and nations when the international despoilers, now 
largely located in London, Washington and New York, 
will have played their last card in their desperate at- 
tempt to seize totalitarian control of the United States 
and all other countries in North and South America. 
When that time arrives, they will have to surrender 
completely their high positions in finance, politics and 
industry. 

Then will come the days of rigid reckoning—the payoff. 
How can these despoilers of the nations be made to 
pay? 

Consider that the U. S. Treasury reported October 10 
that the gold resources totaled $22,775,095,113.61. In 
the same Treasury statement it is reported that gold cer- 
tificates have been issued to the extent of $17,684,587,- 
510.80 This is at the rate of $35 an ounce since the 
Gold Act was passed in 1934. A high percentage of 
that amount was shipped to this country by British in- 
ternational bankers, and to which, through their control 
of the privately-owned U. S. Federal Reserve banking 
system, they hold title through the instrumentality of 
gold certificates. 

Therefore, when the people of this nation are headed by 
Christian nationalist Federal officials, auditors can be 
put on the job to determine precisely how much of this 
high-priced gold is British owned. Forthwith it can be 
seized to apply on the lend-lease account. There are 
other angles to this gold situation, too, which have a 
bearing on this gold situation in particular and the entire 
ugly financial situation in general, but let that pass for 
the moment. 

Held in shipyards will be no less than some 150 British 
warships which are here to be repaired. They can be 
held until these international high-binders are ready to 
pay up their debts in full. 

Another way to make these arrogant despoilers listen to 
reason will be to ‘‘freeze’”’ all assets in the form of stocks 
and bonds.  Barron’s Weekly, January 27, 1941, 
showed that the total British Empire resources in the 
Western Hemisphere totaled $15,152,000,000, and that 
did not include investments of $3,132,000,000 in the 
Far East in rubber and tin industries, among other in- 
vestments. 15 billion dollars’ worth of investments 
would be a sizable pot of gold to levy against for unpaid 
bills, if those international racketeers prove recalcitrant. 
Approximately seven billion dollars—almost half—of 
those investments are British-held in the United States, 
where Christian American nationalist officials can 
‘“freeze’’ them forthwith. That would break their finan- 
cial sit-down strike in short order. 

Remember, too, the British possessions where we are 
now building bases which were only “‘leased”’ to us. _ It 
is the plan of the British-Jewish plotters and interna- 
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tional looters to have us build the bases, whereupon, af- 
ter the war, they will take the improved bases and boot 
us out. 

Will Christian American Federal officials in Washing- 
ton let the British-Jewish racketeers get away with that? 
Hardly! Seize those islands in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, boot the British officials out for a one-way trip 
where they came from in dear old England, and take 
over—in the name of national defense against the 
world’s greatest aggressor nation in history. 

When they have their facile tools sitting in high places 
in Washington, it is not hard to despoil this and other 
nations in the Western Hemisphere, but in the not too 
distant future there comes an end to that.

Instead, the President called in a former corporation 
lawyer, Floyd B. Odlum, for many years a Morgan man 
—who was picked up as was Willkie. Odlum has con- 
nections also with Lehman Brothers and Kuhn, Loeb & 
Company. Certainly he is not a man likely to be in 
sympathy with the problems of small industries. 

At Chicago during an arms production clinic attended 
by representatives of small industries, Mr. Odlum gave 
the assembled gentlemen small hope of any real relief, 
but instead told them 20,000 small industries had been 
wiped out in England since September 3, 1939—great 
comfort, indeed! 

Then Mr. Odlum proceeded to tell these small indus- 
trialists that many times 20,000 small industries would 
be closed before we run through to the end of these 
troubled days—more comfort! 

One remembers several New Dealers saying in years 
past in substance what Tugwell said in the early New 
Deal years, that business would be required Jogically to 
disappear. 

As pointed out recently by the Chicago Tribune editor- 
ially, it is much easier for the Communists in Wash- 
ington to take over a few large industries—to establish 
communism—than to seize the 184,000 small indus- 
tries with plants in which five to fifty employees work. 
But meantime, are the proprietors of small business 
going to take it “lying down’’?

Laying Another Libel 


Wile the alleged Nazi ‘‘map’’ of South America— 
made in Washington, many think—was funny, 
another part of the President’s October 27 address was 
even funnier. He told of a Nazi plot to abolish all 
religion in the Western Hemisphere. If he had referred 
to a communist plot—which has existed the past quar- 
ter century—to abolish religion in this hemisphere, then 
his hearers could give credence to his words. If Ger- 
many has plans to conquer the world and abolish all 
religion, why hasn't religion been abolished in Ger- 
many ? 

Paul Sauer, a Lutheran pastor in Chicago, wrote a letter 
to the Chicago Tribune saying he is an official visitor of 
the Northern Illinois district of the Lutheran Missouri 
Synod. A paragraph reads: 

“The Evangelical Lutheran Free church of Saxony, 
Germany, was organized in 1876.” 

Then, says Dr. Sauer, the following relates to the 1941 
situation in Germany, taken from the same source: 
“The Free Church in Germany is represented in 769 
communities and has 188 preaching stations, 43 pas- 
tors, 12,430 souls, 8,164 communicant members. 
“The Lord has held his protecting hand over his serv- 
ants in Germany. Until now not one of them was in- 
jured. Until now our Christians can meet for their usual 
services. There is none to molest them.” 

More evidence is found in German church statistics just 
obtained from Germany by a prominent American Cath- 
olic, which were forwarded to the Herald, published at 
Lake Geneva, Wisconsin. 

In greater Germany there are 45 million souls professing 
Evangelical faiths. These are composed of Lutherans, 
Reformed Church Lutherans, and Unitarians, with 19,- 
600 parishes and 17,000 pastors. The German govern- 
ment pays to these pastors an annual sum of 130 mil- 
lion marks—about $52,000,000 at present exchange 
rates—and allows 72 million marks for the maintenance 
of church properties, that latter figure coming to some 
$28,000,000. The annual budget of the Protestant 
church groups amounts to $114,000,000, says the re- 
port. 

In the German government there is a special Catholic 
Division of the Ministry which looks after matters af- 
fecting Catholics, who number 28,000,000 out of great- 
er Germany's present population. Bishops are appoint- 
ed by the Pope with the consent of the German govern- 
ment, the only stipulation being that they take an oath 
of allegiance. 

Now in greater Germany there are 970 monasteries, 
8,991 convents and 119,000 sisters. $22,400,000 is 
disbursed each year as pay to the Catholic clergy and 
maintenance of theological schools, chaplains in the 
army, and related works. 

The report which was made by this American Catholic 
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said no such ‘‘persecutions’’ have occurred in Germany 
as have been alleged by the war party propagandists 
—allegations fabricated in the offices of the various pro- 
war propaganda agencies. 

The same kind of people who fabricated the Belgian 
atrocity tales in the first World War are now trying to 
stir up the war fever by issuing absolute falsehoods 
about the religious situation in Germany.

‘There is no unity in the effort to shoot our way into 
foreign war, as we will do if the House next Thursday 
accepts the Senate proposal to permit our own armed 
ships to go into war zones and belligerent ports. This 
constitutes on our part an asking for war. 
‘There is no unity in approval of the policy which finds 
us—at peace—wasting and disrupting our own economy 
in a way that invites that day of reckoning certain to 
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make seem insignificant the crash of ten years ago; no 
unity on the thought of tying to the politics of Europe 
until we can't know who are friends from day to day; 
no unity in the game of praising Finland one day for 
courageously fighting Russia to save her sovereignty, 
and condemning her the next day for trying to regain 
her lost sovereignty from Russia; no unity where vi- 
cious effort prevails to smear and discredit those who 
seek honestly to save our country from involvement in 
war.

|B eta of the United States is rife in England 
now says Gail Borden, recently returned from 
Churchill's Islands.

At first glance the British fear might be rejected as 
groundless because of the fanatical support given Brit- 
ain by the Roosevelt Administration, but the British 
seems to lack faith in the strength and ability of the 
New Dealers to hold the anti-war crowd in the United 
States in check. The British for some time have been 
alarmed by the 80 percent anti-war sentiment, and the 
growing anti-British attitude now being openly dis- 
played in all large cities every time a British official or 
propagandist shows up. A case in point is found in the 
women in Detroit who tossed eggs at Lord Halifax No- 
vember 4, one at least hitting the target.

Still he has 
friends, and one of them, Mrs. Carolyn Thrash Dorsett, of 
223 Haywood Street, made his bon? of $10,000 so that he 
could leave Buncombe County jail and return to his publishing 
business in Indiana. The Advertiser prints this exclusive tn- 
terview for the benefit of those who do not know what he be- 
lieves and who would like to hear the ideas that have made 
him a national figure. 


bY crcseripae Dudley Pel- 
ley, speaking from his 
cell in Buncombe County 
jail, declared that his work 
with the “Silver Shirts” 1s 
suspended and that he would 
like to devote his time here- 
after to the publishing of re- 
ligious books. 

The gray-haired little man, 
with gray moustache, gray 
goatee, and blue eyes under 
heavy black eyebrows, was 
taking his jailing in default 
of bond in good humor. 
“Bigger men than I have been jailed for their principles,” he 
said. 





His militant organization of Silver Shirts no longer exists as 


an organization, he said, but has become a “movement” which 
may, if there is war, result in the overthrow of the Jews 
of America in an even more vital upheaval than that which 
took place in Germany at the time the Nazis took over. 

He told briefly the history of the Silver Shirts, explaining that 
he organized them in desperation when no one would listen 
to him after the last World War. | 
“T was in Russia during the last conflict,” he explained, “and 
saw Communism come in. I saw that Communism is Jewry 
in action. I saw the murder of women and children that ac- 
companied the rise of Communism in Russia. | 
“Then when I came home to America, I was horrified to see 
the same things happening here that led up to the Commun- 
ism in Russia. I organized the Silver Shirts because I needed 
a colorful organization to make people listen to me. 

“The Silver Shirts have now outgrown the organization stage 
and no longer exist as such. They are now a movement, not 
an organization, if you get the difference.” 

He said that his main business is the publishing of books in 
Indiana, and that only a third of it concerns his activities of a 
political nature. 

“T publish religious books,” he said. “I got into the other line 
because I felt it a duty. I have never liked it, it has been just 
one worry after another. I believe my work with the Silver 
Shirts is finishing, because the people are beginning to see that 
Pelley was right. I now want to go back and devote my time 
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to my publishing business alone.” 

His best advertisement, he said, is Walter Winchell, Broadway 
columnist and radio commentator. 

“He represents not only Jewry, but the crowd in Washington,”’ 
Pelley said. “Every time he mentions me I get hundreds of 
letters from people who have heard him. Most of them ask for 
literature, and tell me that anything Winchell hates so strongly 
must have some good in it.” 

The American Jews are getting the United States into war to 
stave off the show-down between themselves and the American 
people, he said; they believe that the war will hide their activ- 
ities in seizing the power of government and industry in the 
United States. 

“Has Naziism worked in Germany?” he was asked. 

“Has it worked!” he exclaimed. “It is working perfectly. 
The Germans are not over-running Europe because of superior 
forces, but because there are no Jewish grafters taking most 
of the money. We can’t say that for America; here we can 
see their fingers clutching at every side. 

“But let me say that I don’t think Naziism would work in the 
United States. It definitely would not.” 

“What system would work here?” he was asked. 

Pelley glowered at the reporter. 

“What's the matter with Constitutionalism?”’ he demanded. 
“Tt worked for us prior to 1914. It will work again, if we 
purge it of its Jews.”

CCORDING to Maurice Samuels, “‘distin- 
guished Jewish novelist, the panic is on. 
He says he had only to travel a few days, 

4 visit a few homes, listen to a few ques- 
tions from Jewish audiences, to get the 
full blast of it. Had he read Lindbergh's 
Des Moines speech? Was it credible? What were Jews 
to do? Why had their leaders let it come to pass? 
Where were the Zionists, the B'nai B'rith, the American 
Jewish Congress, the American Jewish Committee? 
Where were their spokesmen, their defenders? Why 
were they not united? Why wasn't the Lindbergh 
speech prevented? What did they have an Anti-De- 
famation League for? In short, according to an article 
by Mr. Samuels going the rounds of the Jewish press, 
the nation’s Jews went into a dither when Lindbergh 
implied that they as a people were directly promoting us 
into war against Hitler. 

But here is an arresting statement in Mr. Samuels’ treat- 

ment of the situation and his recommendations that his

“T et ug understand once and for all: Anti-Semites 
do not want a solution to the Jewish Problem; they 
only want to exploit it. Anti-Semitism is not an 
expression of dissatisfaction with the acts and 
thoughts of Jews; it is a facet of hatred of law, of 
progress, of peaceful accommodation of human 
differences ...° 


We can stop right there in Mr. Samuels’ article and 
waste no further time or gray matter in its consider- 
ation. | 

Samuels in exhibiting such a philosophy is the Jewish 
Problem in itself—the Great Gentile Headache that can 
sisi mean the tearing of America asunder before it is 
cured. 


JN THE first place, anti-Semitism is a purely academic 
term originated by the Jewish people themselves to 
describe Gentiles who may not like them. It has only a 
borrowed connotation in Aryan philosophy and does 
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not belong there. The average Christian Gentile is per- 
fectly willing for the Jew to live and have his religious 
and racial faith, and anti-Semitism does not occur to 
him till Jews begin to flock about him, force their way 
into his institutions, impoverish him economically 
through surreptitious practices, and insolently start 
running his government after their orientalized con- 
celts. 

The Christian Gentile resents this, just as he would re- 
sent any other minority race attempting it. : 
There was no anti-Semitism in the United States prior 
to the influx of vast numbers of Jewish people during— 
and immediately after—the World War. 

Nobody started “‘hating Jews’ in America till a screw- 
ball political Administration disclosed itself as Jewish in 
all vital features and set about altering Constitutional 
government. When that Administration further began 
agitating for reprisals on the German Nazis, the great 
American rank and file shouted ““The Jews Are Respon- 
sible!’’ Lindbergh in Des Moines happened to give ex- 
pression to what millions of his fellow countrymen are 
saying privately—and emphatically. The very fact 
that Jews en masse resent his having done so, exhibits 
that eccentricity of temperament that forever puts the 
breach between Jews and Gentiles. 


SOMEHOW or other these alleged Jewish ‘“‘leaders”’ 
and ‘‘spokesmen”’ take it for granted that there is 
profit and prestige in challenging the despotic ethics of 
this stiff-necked kosher element. They start off by pub- 
licly insulting the intelligence of their critics by the 
acceptance that those critics are against Jews from sad- 
istic tendencies or because money of a sort may be made 
in the practice. It is stereotyped ballyhoo! 

Both of these are baleful and mischievous libels and 
only increase the determination of the aforesaid critics 
to continue at the malodorous business till they have 
knocked some sense into Israelite skulls. 

There is scarcely an outstanding anti-Semite in Amer- 
ica that is not sickened down into his viscera of the 
whole nasty squabble. And hoping against hope that 
there is some solution to it, is the thing that keeps him 
at it. But Jews like Winchell make it seem hopeless. 
The minute the solution is found, the anti-Semite will 
get himself about better business. As for “exploiting” 
anti-Semitism, that is all part of the queer oriental psy- 
chology that no human being pursues a calling unless he 
privately makes a profit therefrom. To pursue such a 
labor from spiritual motives brings a loud Bronx Cheer 
from the nation’s Maurice Samuelses. 

Well, so long as such is his reaction, anti-Semitism will 
flourish, because it is to end the noisy nuisance of Juda- 
ism that the anti-Semite ‘‘takes the heat.” 

The Jew makes not the slightest effort to answer the 
challenges or reproachments of the anti-Semite, or try 
to reach the negotiations that he laments as so impos- 
sible. So why deplore the statements? 

All right, Samuels, have it your own way. If you 
didn’t have that blind spot in your psychology, Lind- 
bergh at Des Moines wouldn't have bethought to put 
your people on the spot.

SETA VER since the morning that Hitler's armies 
s)_~ crossed the Polish border, this country has 
j not been without its elements scheming, 
S working, spending millions, propagandiz- 
ing by means of press, radio and movies 
to defeat him. But it has likewise been 
recognized from the first that a great people like the 
Americans could not be aroused to start actual fighting 
unless a crisis provoked them into approving a congres- 
sional declaration. That crisis, of course, had to be 
manufactured. Hitler had shown himself too canny to 
let it result from anti-American aggressions. 

Now with the war in Europe two years old, with the 
German Fuehrer the conqueror of Poland, Norway, Den- 
mark, Holland, Belgium, France, Jugoslavia, Greece, 
Russia and—to all practical purposes Britain—that crisis 
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is manufactured with malice aforethought. Just as the 
anti-Hitler elements on this side of the ocean began 
their dark conspiracy by telling our people that they 
should give all help to Britain ‘‘short of war,’ they now 
tell our people that they can go to war and not send an 
army to Europe or any other place outside the territor- 
ial United States. 

All that our Government needs to do is to help Britain 
fight the Battle of the Atlantic. The elements that Hit- 
ler has worsted on every front know that no great na- 
tion can go to war and fight only one military engage- 
ment. Its people must make up their minds to fight 
whatever number of battles the fortunes of war, or the 
strategy of the enemy, command. 

To join in the Battle of the Atlantic means the imme- 
diate raising of an American army of ten million men. It 
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means that the day we begin open hostilities against the 
triumphant Germans, Japan has to keep her pledge to 
the Nazis and attack us in the Pacific. It is a two-theater 
war which the United States must fight, but the anti- 
Hitler elements in this country are careful to keep this 
from the public attention. 


N WASHINGTON the anti-Hitler 


elements under direction of 
the President, the vast majority of 
them of one race and religion, 
have maneuvered to put us into 
this two-theater war without a de- 
claration of war. 
They know that they couldn't get 
a formal declaration of war. Their 
sinister plan has therefore been as 
follows:— 
The Executive has asked that the 
United States merchant vessels 
forthwith be armed. Under inter- 
national law a merchant vessel carrying guns is regarded 
as an auxiliary cruiser. Note how this conceded fact has 
been carefully suppressed from news dispatches on the 
subject. A German submarine cannot sink an unarmed 
vessel without warning, without being guilty of an act 
of aggression against the flag under which it is regis- 
tered. But it can sink an armed one without such warn- 
ing and it is not guilty of an act of aggression against 
its flag. 
Of course, as speakers and bulletins of the America 
First Committee have repeatedly pointed out, an ordi- 
nary unarmored freight ship is no match for a submarine 
or German raider, merely because it happens to mount 
a gun. The days have gone past in sea warfare when 
one shell discharged from a deck gun could send a 
U-boat to the bottom. Today, so far has undersea 
warfare advanced that the fastest and best-equipped de- 
stroyer has its hands full to keep out of the way of sub- 
marine torpedoes. 
All that the arming of such American freight vessels 
really does is to ensure their being sunk without warn- 
ing and without a single member of the crew escaping. 
In other words, putting an archaic cannon on the decks 
of a freighter isn't actually to protect the freighter, it’s 
to get around the stipulation in international law that 
makes those vessels immune from destruction. 
The anti-Hitler elements want the vessels destroyed. It 
is part of their conspiracy to embroil the Americans. So 
this past week the bill has been sandbagged through 
Congress making the outrage legal, and contending in 
addition that American ships shall have the right to sail 
unmolested in any waters of the earth whether they are 
areas of hostilities or not. 





DMIRAL Stark has made the well-founded statement 


that it will take at least four months, at present rate 
of equipment, to arm just 200 ships with such war-pro- 
voking deck equipment, although there are a thousand 
engaged in trans-Atlantic freighting. Yet the moment 
we arm one ship officially, German submarines under 
international law have every right to shoot without 
warning and send them to the bottom. They can hon- 
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estly contend they must do this because they have no 
way of telling, without inviting their own destruction, 
which ones are armed. 

Now that the arming resolution has been passed, and 
carte blanche has been given our shippers to sail any- 
where on earth which they please—with the govern- 
ment taking reprisals against the Germans if unpleas- 
ant things happen to them—we can look for a quick 
series of disastrous sinkings. 

This, of course, is what the anti-Hitler elements have 
intended to have happen. 

But they have taken no chances. They have repealed 
the Neutrality Act as well. The object was to void the 
law which prohibited a United States merchant vessel 
from entering embattled zones where destruction was 
almost positive. 

The President and his colleagues have accomplished this 
on the fatuous plea that any less license is not freedom 
of the seas. The merest tyro in international law con- 
cedes that no such thing as freedom of the seas exists in 
wartime and no nation conducting its affairs by interna- 
tional law expects to enjoy it. That he bases his argu- 
ments upon it only discloses his hand—that he is a will- 
ing and even eager combatant himself and is doing all he 
can to get his country into it. 


E PRESIDENT knows that as soon as we send 


such freighters to British ports, through waters in- 
fested by mines and patroled by whole fleets of German 
U-boats and bomber planes, they will be sunk in whole- 
sale numbers. 
When this happens, the American Navy which will be 
convoying them, will shoot back. The Battle of the 
Atlantic between the United States and Germany will 
then be on in earnest. A state of actual warfare will 
exist. 
Then the President obviously has it in his hand to go 
before Congress, tell the nation how we have been “‘at- 
tacked”” by Germany, that the Nazis are ‘‘making war’ 
upon us, that the decision is ‘‘no longer in our hands,” 
that we are actually in the war and waging it, and that 
he wants Congress to recognize the fact by formal dec- 
laration. 
Thus the sane and sober elements of the Republic will 
see the final consummation of as sinister a conspiracy 
against the peace, the security, the lives, liberties and 
properties of the United States and its citizens, as can be 
found in history. 
And it is none the less a conspiracy, and a tragic one, be- 
cause its leaders declaim that it is being pursued for the 
glamorous, utopian and preposterous project of ending 
war, fear, dictatorship and irreligion all over the earth. 
Let us see this action of the American Congress this 
week for what it is. 
Our House and Senate, by acceding to the plots and 
conspiracies of the warmakers and voiding the Neu- 
trality Act in all its protective phases and stipulations, 
have formally declared an undeclared war—if there is 
such a sophistry. And every Senator and Congressman 
who voted “Yes” last Thursday on Capitol Hill has put 
himself on record as a party to the wickedness. 
The question at stake now—whose answer is upon the 
laps of whatever gods there be—is whether as these 
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American ship sinkings occur, they are going to be 
charged to Germany or to the Washington Roosevelt- 
ians in the Congress as well as the White House. 
Practically nothing has jelled in this war since it began, 
as the anti-Hitler elements expected it to jell. Adding 
the forces of the United States to the conflict, and as- 
suming thereby that it eventually washes Hitler up, may 
by no means achieve the objectives expected anymore 
than the least of them have been achieved in Europe. 
Anyhow, we are out in the open now. 

The Capital dispatches have told us that the Neutrality 
Act would not have been repealed had not Mr. Roose- 
velt and Secretary Hull gotten upon the telephone when 
House opposition developed, and used their great pow- 
ers to club the recalcitrant into line. 

Just for the record, therefore, let us mark that thereby 
has responsibility for what presently ensues been in- 
vited straight upon the heads of these two gentlemen. 
But the Congressmen who permitted the White House 
and State Department to dominate them were no less 
culpable. 

Evidently they did not go to Congress to represent the 
antiwar voters back home. They went to Congress to 
accede to whatever the Executive Branch of the Gov- 
ernment wanted done. : 
Senator Wheeler is alleged to have remarked sometime 
since: “People who think they can trust the Congress 
of the United States, simply don’t know the Congress of 
the United States.” 

The eminent Senator obviously spoke with accuracy. 
But the American people are learning fast. 

Last Thursday’s vote on peace or war did more to en- 
lighten them than senatorial filibusters that last from 
this Thanksgiving till next Fourth of July! .. . 








Choo-Choos Kapoot 


IFTY-ONE American railroads, we 


are told, run risk of having to sus- 
- pend operations on December 7th un- 
jeipemmee ess the members of the Brotherhoods 
_— ee have their wage increases granted. 
7 Bee iil F. This, if permitted to happen, threatens 
the nation with all the disasters of a 
general strike. The mails will cease to be carried; food 
and milk trains will stop running. A great city like New 
York will exhaust its rations in three to four days. If 
New York suddenly starts going hungry, trouble in a 
big way can result. This easily means martial law. 
Martial law means the commandeering of all existing 
gasoline stocks to move military lorries, with accom- 
panying denial of oil to private transportation. The 
whole nation bids fair to find itself set upon its feet 
within a fortnight or a month. If the government under- 
takes to use soldiers to move the mails and break the 
strike, then sabotage of the worst sort will be forthcom- 
ing from among the dunderheaded elements. That may 
mean the destruction of bridges and tunnels that require 
months to repair. 
It is a comparatively simple matter to start such a dis- 
organization of the nation’s economic life. It is another 
thing to halt it and restore the country to the law and 
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order that maintains this present week before the strike 
begins. The New Dealers have asked for such turmoil, 
however, by their insane defense boondogglings. Ap- 
parently they believe such paralysis plays into their 
hands. 

The President will have the excuse for usurping more 
power. But if hunger riots of serious size break out, 
and the hot-heads start the slogan that one race is re- 
sponsible a grave readjustment of the present political 
set-up may come swifter and sooner than the average 
American suspects. 

It is to be doubted if the New Dealers will actually allow 
such jeopardy of their racials to occur. The railroad- 
men will be accorded their demands. After all, meeting 
the wage increases and subsidizing the roads to provide 
them with the finance will be but another step toward 
New Deal socialization of our common carriers. The 
country is not without its wiseacres who contend that 
such is the hidden purpose of these wage troubles in the 
first place. 


OWEVER let those astute persons who are follow- 

ing divine prophecy in these matters not forget that 
the predictions have been made that when trouble de- 
scends upon America in chastisement for following 
Luciferian counsels, it ‘‘comes suddenly and like a thief 
in the night.”” Its run is declared to be short and 
sharp. We are not due to have any prolonged period 
of turmoil as has distinguished similar readjustments 
abroad. 
The wave of disgruntlement with New-Dealism is so 
vast throughout the hinterland that it is probable the 
common citizenry, eighty to ninety percent opposed to 
the war entry and all these emasculating favors now be- 
ing shown Britain, will welcome the chance to use the 
disorders as excuse for remedying graver woes. 
Wise people are guided in all this dolour by the admoni- 
tion, “The enemy felleth himself.” 
This would seem to be a good place to state that if Roll- 
Call cannot use the mails for distribution of its weekly 
edition, its readers must accept suspension with as good 
grace as possible, realizing that the publishing hiatus 
cannot be laid to its proprietors. It will resume at the 
first moment that train service is restored. 
Back in 1929 a celebrated New York clairvoyant im- 
parted to the publisher of Roll-Call the complete agenda 
of difficulties that faced the nation beginning with “a 
crash on the bourses of the world”’ that was to occur the 
last week of that October.

Moreover, it was then their 
estimate that a minimum of four to six years would be 
necessary, after we began coming in with the huge fin- 
ancial aid required, before we could beat the Nazis to 
their knees, and that ten to twenty years was more 
probable. The tax on our utmost resources, from war 
materials to finances, was foreseen by the British lead- 
ers. I was told that the outcome of the war would be 
threefold: 
“Germany must smash Russia; Russia must bleed 
Germany white; the United States must be loaded with 
a burden of indebtedness which would prevent for at 
least a hundred years our interference with the develop- 
ment of the British Empire. Before the end of that 
time—perhaps as an immediate war result—we would 
be brought into the new Republic-Empire, with com- 
plete domestic autonomy, and a ‘proper advisory’ part 
in foreign affairs. 
‘About two months ago I was asked by a close friend 
who is high in Empire circles to express an opinion as to 
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the probable reaction of our people to the issuance of 
paper money jointly by us and the British, with the pic- 
tures of King George and President Roosevelt appear- 
ing on all units, as on stamps and official papers.’ 
There's the bald, naked plan, explaining why Great 
Britain is letting Germany and Russia fight it out, so 
that both may be bled white. Meantime, they are pro- 
tecting their own resources, and drawing upon us 
through the emasculating lose-and-lend everything to 
Britain fund, the second purpose of which is to saddle 
the United States citizens with such a gargantuan bur- 
den of debt that it cannot be paid off “‘for at least a hun- 
dred years.” 

How is the Christian American citizen—whose fore- 
fathers fought at Concord, Lexington, and suffered at 
Valley Forge to secure independence from Great Brit- 
ain—going to like money bearing pictures of King 
George and King Franklin I? 

They can’t get away with it—but perhaps they will try 
it.

Silly Gentile Claque 





IVING as we do now in another of the world revolu- 

tionary periods, it is heartening to know that the 
pattern for all revolutions of the past are similar to that 
of this period. 
Traveling through France and Italy just before and at 
the time of the French Revolution of 1789, Arthur 
Young, a British farmer, wrote in his Journal: 
**Thus it is in revolutions, one rascal writes and a hun- 
dred thousand fools believe. . . . The people are thus 
kept in a continual ferment. . . . Of such materials are 
all mobs made, so impossible is it to satisfy in moments 
like these, when the heated imagination dresses every 
visionary project of the brain in the bewitching colors of 
liberty.” 
And the following passage reminds us of the disgusting 
and rowdy manners popularized in recent years by 
Jewish Reds and Gentile Communists who have be- 
come nuisances in public halls and in legislative cham- 
bers. Mr. Young wrote in his Journal: 
**. . . the spectators in the galleries are allowed to 
interfere in the debates by clapping their hands and 
other noisy expressions of approbation; this is grossly 
indecent; it is also dangerous for if they are permitted 
to express approbation, they are, by parity of reason, 
allowed expression of dissent; they may hiss as well as 
clap, which it is said they have sometimes done; this 
would be to overrule the debate and influence the 
deliberations.” 
Numberless times the Jewish-directed Red mobs in the 
labor unions have muscled into the galleries of legisla- 
tive chambers in a number of States, for the very pur- 
pose of influencing the deliberations in progress. 
Analogies as to what happened in the French Revolu- 
tion and what has happened in this country since March

is the title of a widely circulated N 
book by Douglas Miller, who formerly oc- $ 
cupied “an insignificant post in the diplo- 
matic service of his Government,” said 5 
Senator Wheeler November 6 in the Z¥# 
Senate. Of that patent piece of propa- ~ 
ganda, the reputable author, Samuel 
Crowther, said: ““The whole approach is juvenile.’ 
Senator Wheeler observed: ‘Of course, it is juvenile, 
to any thinking man.” Then the Montana Senator 
quoted Bernard M. Baruch, as reported in the Wall 
Street Journal; Baruch said: © 
“Hitler will be on the spot, not the United States.” 
That Baruch remark drew this fire from Senator Wheel- 
er: “Is he a Nazi? Is he anti-semitic? Does he hate Mr. 
Roosevelt ?”’ 
Douglas Miller's book was run serially in some news- 
papers throughout the United States. It was read care- 
fully by a member of the editorial staff of Roll-Call. Its 
arguments and its thesis would not stand up to rigid 
analysis, but let the well-known writer on business sub- 
jects tell us in his article, ““We Don’t Have To’’"—mean- 
ing we do not have to do business with Hitler. Mr. 
Crowther’s article begins thus: 
“This is an extraordinarily dishonest book, in that the 
author purports to write of Nazi business methods from 
first-hand experience as a commercial attache at Berlin, 
1925-39, but almost nothing in his book is drawn from 
experience except a few trivial and well-known inci- 
dents. Instead, most of the book has to do with events 
after 1939, and it is almost wholly a rewrite of the regu- 
lar anti-Nazi propaganda. It is only slightly factual, and 
most of these ‘facts’ are wrong. The book bears every 
evidence of having been written by a propagandist and 
planted on the supposed author, who is an assistant 
professor in economics in the University of Denver. It 
would be interesting to trace this book to its origin.” 
Again Mr. Crowther spikes it for what it is when he says 
of this piece of journalistic amateurism: 
“The book is not unlike several that were published 
during the last war exposing the Kaiser's world plans. 
This book differs from those in being more credulous 
and having a larger chamber of horrors.” 
Note the technique of the propagandists. A theme is 
selected. A well-known correspondent, or author, is 
found—and if the man is not known, Jewish publicity 
will make a propaganda “‘star,” with advertising after 
the manner of building up a Hollywood unknown— 
who will lend his name to the opus. It is published and 
ballyhooed, and the propaganda pack is in full cry. 


Canada Keeps Its Sanity 


JNVASION of the United States by Germany has been 
exploded by genuine military experts, including 

Lieutenant Colonel Thomas R. Phillips, of the General 

Staff Corps, United States Army, his able article on the 

subject appearing in the September-October 1941 issue 

of Army Ordnance. 

Now if the United States is immune to invasion, so is 
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Canada, and May 7 in the Canadian House of Commons 
Maxime Raymond said flatly it was an “impossibility.” 
In the following words he reveals that they have a war 
party in Canada similar to our own: 

“The danger of the war of nerves seems to come to us 
not necessarily from the enemy, but from our own,’ 
and then he added: 

‘We entered the war against Germany not for humani- 
tarian motives, but only because England had declared 
war on Germany, and England declared war to protect 
its own interests." 

Facing the European situation realistically, Mr. Ray- 
mond further said that in Britain there is a school of 
diplomats, politicians and Parliamentarians who believe 
that England and Germany should join after the war to 
‘re-establish order and dominate Europe.” He asked: 
‘Should ruin be faced for this?” 

The following day, May 8, 1941, Canada’s Senator Pep- 
per, an official in the Ottawa Government, put the blast 
on Mr. Raymond. 
Since such news got little circulation, it is still news in 
this country, and indicates effectively they have the 
same kind of “unity” in Canada we have in this coun- 
try. The dispatches originated in the offices of Cana” 
dian Press service, and were published in the Canadian 


paper, Globe and Mail. 


“One Man Alone.. ”’ 


PEAKING at a rally 
in Indianapolis Sun- 

day, November 8, the 
former Governor of Wis- 
consin, Philip LaFollette, 
said in part: 
“One man alone told us 
when the lend-lease bill 
was passed that there 
would be no convoying. 
‘One man alone traded planes badly needed by our mili- 
tary forces to Great Britain. 
‘One man alone traded destroyers to Great Britain 
without consent of the people of Congress. 
‘One man alone sent his relatives and friends to the 
four corners of the earth as ambassadors, if you please.

‘One man alone sent troops to Iceland to mingle with 
troops of a belligerent nation.

‘One man alone then rushed to the radio the other night 
and told us our ships were being sunk. It seems to me 
he treated those as his ships rather than yours. 
‘I want to warn you, you folks, the common people, 
are going to be blamed for this whole thing. The war 
party can’t help but see disaster lies ahead.” 














Shortages Are Created .. 


USPICION now exists that “shortages’’ are manu- 
factured. Between two and three million people 
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have lost their jobs because of the manufactured “‘short- 
age’ of steel. There is no shortage. 

The “‘shortage’’ of aluminum, too, has been exposed 
like Secretary Ickes’ oil “‘shortage.’’ No more metal col- 
lections, because of the big flop of the LaGuardia pots 
and pans ballyhoo. 

Next in order came a copper “‘shortage,”’ but off-the- 
record reports tell of copper mines shut down to create 
a shortage, both in this country and in South America. 
Following these, the doleful song of the Wastepaper 
Blues arose in the jazzy din of Tin Pan Alley. 

In this country there is a shortage of nails—that is, con- 
tractors cannot buy them in sizes 8 to 16, because of the 
steel shortage.

News that a war is on is slow in get- 
ting into Canada, evidently. 

Soon everyone expects there will be a “shortage’’ of 
coal because Honest Harry-Worry Ickes was made ‘*Co- 
Ordinator of Coal for National Defense,”’ said a dispatch 
November 7.

“This point about what is called the freedom of the seas 
naturally aroused British concern. It sounded well- 
intentioned, but what did it mean? Did it mean that the 
right of blockade in time of war was abolished? We 
were emerging from a struggle in which blockade had 
played an important part in preserving the liberties of 
Europe and the rights of the United States. The British 
Navy had just crushed the submarine. British ships 
had just carried the greater part of the American Army 
to Europe.” 

Remember Woodrow Wilson at Versailles in 1919 was 
asking for real freedom of the seas. The British and U. 
S. Jews would not stand for that, and the only sea free- 
dom they would recognize was freedom for the British 
bullies of the seven seas to continue with their domi- 
nance, which is precisely what Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt means when he sounds off for “freedom of the 
seas. 

So Mr. Churchill continues, in a pained and injured 
tone thus: 

‘It certainly seemed hard to be told, in the moment of 
common victory, by the friend we had aided, that this 
great weapon of defense was to be blunted, if not 
broken.” 

Lloyd George was one of the ‘‘Big Four” at Versailles, 
and concerning the freedom of the seas clause, proposed 
by Woodrow Wilson, Churchill said: 

“Mr. Lloyd George said he could not accept this clause 
under any condition.’ 

Why could they not accept it? Because, says Churchill: 
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“If it had been in operation at the present time we 
should have lost the power of imposing a blockade.”’ 

Because of the British blockade during and after the first 
World War, 800,000 Germans, men, women and child- 


ren died from the effects of starvation or malnutrition.

‘““‘Why should these boys have to get killed? Why isn’t 
there something done to stop this needless slaughter?

Just three days before, Mr. Wade had a letter from his 
son, ‘Bud’’ Wade, censored so thoroughly he could not 
decipher it.

Weeping, Mrs. Ryan displayed a telegram from the 
Navy Department which notified her that her son was 
‘killed in action to defend his country.” 

Scornfully she said: 

‘He wasn’t killed defending his country. He was killed 
defending Russia and communism.”

HILE the British Jews in

tivity; George Z. Medalie, high in the councils of B'nai 
B'rith and militant advocate of Judaism; Roger W. 
Straus, son of the late Oscar S. Straus and whose wife 
is a daughter of Daniel Guggenheim; Henry Ittleson, 
president of Commercial Investment Trust whose wife 
ig a director of Survey Associates, Inc.; Maurice Wert- 
heim, husband of Alma Morgenthau and international 
banker and director of The Nation, communistic week- 
ly; Sidney J. Weinberg, product and beneficiary of the 
international banking firm of Goldman, Sachs & Co.; 
Edgar B. Stern, president of A. G. Becker & Co., invest- 
ment bankers; Joseph M. Proskauer, self-advertised foe 
of communism until very recent times. 
The American Jewish Committee, B'nai B'rith, the 
American Jewish Congress and the Jewish Labor Com- 
mittee constitute the General Jewish Council. B'nai 
B'rith is an international, anti-Christian, pro-Commu- 
nist front for propaganda which maintains the Anti- 
Defamation Society to provide intimidation when per- 
suasion and financial pressure fail to silence critics. The 
American Jewish Congress stems from the leadership 
of Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. The Jewish Labor Commit- 
tee is a Left Wing Socialist enterprise formerly directed 
by Charney Vladeck, Russian-born Socialist. 
Before Andrew Carnegie created his several founda- 
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tions to accomplish the recapture of the United States 
as a colony of the British Empire, Cecil Rhodes created 
a foundation for Rhodes scholars, as the nucleus of a 
secret society to accomplish the same purpose. This 
objective is so much akin to the International Servile 
State envisaged by International Finance that Harold J.

eT SEEMS to be high time for all the news- 
"i papers and periodicals throughout the land 
qt that are opposed to the Rooseveltian poli- 
SA cies, to instigate “Wouldn't It Make You 
meee =Mad?” Departments, wherein might be 
published all the New Deal, kosher and 
English effronteries attempted upon Americans to in- 
volve them in the Churchill-Hitler War, or get Uncle 
Sam to pay for Britain's failures. 

The Russia of the Czars is dead, but the spirit of the 
Russian duma hovered in the chambers of the United 
States Capitol as Senator James FE. Murray, Montana 
Democrat, voted the proxies of twelve absent Demo- 
crats when his committee attempted to keep secret the 
fact that President Roosevelt's Secretary of State, Cor- 
dell Hull, was negotiating a secret treaty with Great 
Britain which would result in Great Britain and British 
subjects being exempted from taxation on their enor- 
mous financial holdings in the United States. A prece- 
dent was set in voting the absentees’ proxies as none 
had been consulted on the subject. 

Not only would English property be exempted of feder- 
al taxes under the secret treaty, but also state, county 
and city taxes.

They failed because Senator Arthur Vanden- 
berg, Michigan Republican, objected, and demanded 
that the negotiations be made public. In an effort to 
thwart the Michigan solon, Senator Murray then voted 
the twelve proxies. 

Only through Senators who had not sold their souls to 
President Roosevelt, did news of the secret treaty come 
to light. And because of the secrecy, the big question 
immediately comes to mind, “Who is it that is selling 
out the United States to England>” 

American taxpayers are now being taxed almost to im- 
possible limits to get money to make up the billions 
given Great Britain under the Lend-Lease act—and 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Hull, and a coterie 
of boot-licking Senators, posing as representatives of the 
American people, would increase those taxes so that 
British millionaires might escape taxation in America— 
while the eases of George Arliss and Noel Coward, fined 
in London for not listing American securities, still echo 
in the courts of London. 

It is evident that the British will take everything from 
the American people which secret treaties, open agree- 
ments and Lend-Lease bills provide, and still clamor for 
more—as President Roosevelt permits legalized looting 
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of the American pocket book to protect British million- 
aires. 

As brought out by Senator Bennett Clark (D. Mo.), 
the English own most of the cobalt deposits in America, 
and would be exempt from all taxes on the commodity, 
which is used in the production of metals. 

It was explained by those members of the committee 
attempting to push the treaty through in absolute sec- 
recy, who opposed such procedure, that the tax-exempt 
privileges would apply not only to munition factories 
financed in whole or in part by the British Government, 
but also to direct investments of British subjects in this 
country in manufacturing enterprises, mineral deposits, 
real estate, etc. 

What is the motive behind this hi-jacking treaty, 
negotiated between Secretary Hull and Lord Halifax, 
British ambassador? The attempt to cover up the deal 
is suspicious in itself. Is it to protect certain individuals 
in easy money from rake-offs from munition business? 
To protect the British owners of business in America 
which is valued at $17,000,000,000? 

Has this “fight for democracy”’ become one big racket 
in which the people of America must pay and pay and 
pay—in lives and dollars—while British milljonaires 
escape taxation, and the British Government seeks to 
loot America? 

Is Congress going to protect the American citizen or 
protect the British billionaire who seeks to make every 
penny possible out of this war as the warmongers in this 
country seek to make American youths pay with their 
lives on foreign battlefields protecting “democracy?”

ty-month war by Spring. The prospect then would be 
that more than international banking as a system would 
head where the woodbine eternal twineth. The big in- 
ternational banking houses might then be forced to take 
such a solar plexus blow from such foreign write-offs 
that they are forced to the wall in a series of stupendous 
crashes. The loss of internal industrial holdings would 
then be indescribable. A second bank holiday might 
result beside which the first was a children’s picnic. 
Only this second time the Administration will have no 
more bonds to sell, no corporate reserves to tap into, 
no estates to confiscate. 
The cupboard of American financial resource has bare 
shelves now. Ten years of denuding it to find the funds 
for the most imbecilic boondoggling have left it sterile 
for emergencies that demand substantial viands. 
Mr. Roosevelt and his colleagues must therefore pro- 
tect this jeopardized boodle abroad and somehow con- 
trive to get it back or reassume jurisdiction over it. The 
American domestic structure is at stake, due to the 
high, fast and loose practices that have been permitted 
in banking over the past caloric decade. 
We are, in other words, recalling the Neutrality Act and 
deliberately promoting a series of “‘diplomatic incidents” 
that we may join England with a minimum delay and 
defend the foreign involvements of the Lehmans and 
Koonlobers, the Morgans and the Drexels. Of course 
in such defendings, it will be argued that we are pre- 
serving our internal economic structure, but the ques- 
tion is becoming highly controversial as to whether such 
a structure as conducted to the present is worth such 
preservation, particularly if it costs the lives of the best 
in current American manhood.

SIT AIOW MUCH longer are the sane Christian 
Gentiles of this country going to tolerate 
the atrocious priorities racket?

ting of the United States on a ten-

Why Japanese War? 


IVIANOR General William Rivers, who has spent ten 


consectitive years’ service in the Philippines, in a no- 
table memorandum prepared February 17, 1941, asks in 
its title, “Why Risk War With Japan?” 
He quoted Admiral Yarnell who told a naval committee 
of Congress a few years ago that to prosecute a success- 
ful war in the Far East we would “need to build dry 
docks and a base in the Philippines,”” and that a ‘“‘fleet 
perhaps two to one with regard to Japan’ would be 
needed. 
With a goodly portion of our one-ocean Navy operating 
in Mr. Roosevelt's personal war in the Atlantic, there 
must be at best naught but a skeleton fleet in the 
Pacific, and that inadequately based. 
Furthermore, as pointed out by Major General Rivers, 
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should such ships as we have in the Pacific be based at 
Singapore with units of the British fleet-—as suggested 
by Major George Fielding Eliot—we would face a 
supply situation of great magnitude, with the supply- 
ing merchant ships running the gantlet of the formid- 
able Japanese navy with its 75 to 100 submarines, 140 
destroyers, 34 cruisers and 12 battleships. Those fig- 
ures are given by Major General Rivers and are prob- 
ably conservative in the extreme for Japan has not 
given statistics on naval building for several years. 
Furthermore, there is the Japanese air force, which has 
its suicide squad of fliers. They will take any old crate 
which will get into the air with a load of bombs, select 
the floating target and fly these bombers right down on- 
to the naval vessel selected to be blown out of the water. 
That's dive-bombing with a vengeance! It liquidates 
the bombers’ pilots, but it also liquidates the enemy 
ship. 

Admiral William D. Leahy, when Chief of Operations 
of the Navy, told the House Naval Committee February 
1, 1938: 

‘In my opinion, the fleet should remain in strategic con- 
centration, and should not be divided between the two 
oceans.” 

Major General Rivers says further of the supply situ- 
ation: 

‘“A far greater than the total number of merchant ves- 
sels in all our foreign trade” in all oceans would be 
needed to supply a fleet sufficient to cope with Japan. 
Testimony of all experts shows that the United States is 
not prepared to wage war in the Far East. To let loose 
the dogs of war in the Pacific will mean disaster of such 
a nature and such scope as to appall the imagination. 
Senator Gerald P. Nye placed Major General Rivers 
memorandum in the Congressional Record March 10. 








Under ‘Iron Control’ 


OE of the most damaging confessions from Jewish 
sources yet made in the years since the Communists 
took over Washington on March 4, 1933, comes in the 
column of Ed Talty, who is touted as one who gives the 
‘‘lewish Angle” in the news from Washington. This 
statement appeared in the American Jewish Outlook, 
September 12: 
‘For the Administration is frankly straining at the 
leash to launch an all-out propaganda campaign that 
will by comparison prevail when all means of communi- 
cation between people are under iron control.”

It wants to pierce that armor of com- 
placency to which is attributed much of the defense pro- 
gram lag, and make the average citizen painfully aware 
how narrow his personal hold on the four freedoms will 
be when they are gone from the rest of the world.” 
Doesn't that Jewish writer see how ironically funny his 
talk of the ‘four freedoms” is when he has just told us 
that one of them is to be abolished by the New Deal in 
order to sell us a war for said ““freedoms?’’ No, indeed, 
for this innocent Jewish columnist barges right on to 
say: 

‘Secondly, the Government wants to propagandize for 
democracy as a way of life, as a system of government 
and a plan for human progress.

Mr. Talty obligingly tells us what all patriots already 
knew, viz., that it is the Communist New Deal's pur- 
pose to bring “all means of communication between 
people under iron control.” 








America First, Last 


NSWERING hundreds of in- 
quiries which have come in- 
to the office of Roll-Call, the 
most reliable information which 
this publication possesses has it 
that this Committee’s days are 
numbered.

Roosevelt Empire 


[ESEaINS President Roosevelt's plan of Anglo- 
American world empire unconstitutional, Represen- 
tative Stephen A. Day, Illinois Republican, suggested 
October 19 a nationwide petition to the Chief Execu- 
tive to abandon his illegal course. In ringing words, Mr.

British Sabotage .. 


WHILE American sailors are going to watery graves 
carrying implements of war to Great Britain— 
paid for out of the American taxpayers’ money—Eng- 
lish ships are carrying manufactured articles to South 
America to fill orders which were secured by British 
sabotage of American business. England is carrying 
on business as usual. 
As American business men are forced out of business 
because of priorities, with the resultant increase in un- 
employment, in the wild effort to aid Great Britain, that 
country has set up a system of espionage in order to 
secure South American commercial trade at the ex- 
pense of American manufacturers. And, further, the 
English government, not content with the billions being 
given it via the U. S. Treasury, is rifling American mail 
and taking hundreds of thousands of dollars from 
Americans. 
This banditry was revealed by Representative Everett 
H. Dirksen of Illinois, in charges made following a trip 
to South America as a member of a committee investi- 
gating airplane accidents. According to Dirksen, busi- 
ness men told him that British 
censors at Trinidad had taken 
$75,000 from registered mail go- 
ing from New York to Buenos 
Aires, from one steamship alone. 
The ship was stated to be the 
American Steamship Argentine. 
Another case involved the large amount of $100,000 
secured by the British in remittances enroute from Rio 
de Janeiro. 
The British buccaneers not only rifle the mail of money, 
but commercial mail is opened to reveal business deals 
by American firms so that British firms may undersell 
the Americans. According to Dirksen’s charge, the

letters, when opened, are photographed or copied and 
the information gathered is turned over to British com- 
mercial firms to enable them to compete with American 
business. 

British ‘“‘gratitude’’ never changes; British arrogance 
never changes, and British unfair tactics remain the 
same as for centuries past. President Roosevelt has done 
much talking about pirates on the high seas recently. 
What will he do about these English pirates? 

“If the South American sends an order to New York, 
the British are immediately aware of it,’’ Dirksen said. 
‘In many cases British salesmen are sent to the writer 
of the letter in an effort to induce lito 

him to make the purchase in Brit- ibe. 
ain rather than in the United 
States.” 

It appears that the shortage of /7 
ships by Britain is not because 4% 
they are busy carrying arms to 
England but because they are oc- 
cupied in conveying manufactured 
articles to South America and 
other places while American ships 
are convoying fighting material to 
Great Britain—and, inasmuch as Britain is now fighting 
on no fronts, one wonders where the English are storing 
the material. 

Dirksen's charge is not the first news of British sabotage 
of American business. Three days previous to Dirk- 
sens statement, Representative Louis C. Rabaut, 
Democrat of Michigan, who also toured South America, 
stated that he is preparing a report, telling of British 
censorship for competitive purposes, to submit to Con- 
gress. 

One more Lend-lease bill, and the British would demand 
that Americans remit their taxes direct to London.

Whether founded or unfounded, mere suspicion or idle 
rumor were sufficient to send the one in disfavor to 
prison, or to a concentration camp without charges be- 
ing preferred, without trial, nor were such persons 
given the opportunity to hire counsel nor to put up any 
kind of defense. 
Such a reign of terror exists today in Jewish-controlled 
England. The Jewish government may be pulling a 
sit-down strike on the war, but the Red Revolutionaries 
at the top—from Churchill right through most of his 
Cabinet—are putting over the Communist Revolution 
at home. 


HEN the Jews in London, Paris and Washington 

decided to make war on Germany, the first thing 
that was done in England was to invoke the provisions 
of the Defense of the Realm Act, that malodorous law 
passed in the first World War days. Familiarly known as 
DORA, the provisions of this law takes from English 
citizens all the rights, liberties and protections which 
had been a proud British heritage down the centuries 
from the days when the nobles and the people of the 
churches forced King John at Runnymede to give them 
the famed Magna Charta in 1215. 
Captain Ramsay, a distinguished and honored veteran 
of the first World War, and a Member of Parliament, 
for instance, was unceremoniously thrown into a Brit- 
ish concentration camp during the early weeks of the 
present World War. 
Captain Ramsay, and thousands of others who had 
called English citizens’ attention to the criminal activ- 
ities of the Jews in politics and finance, were impris- 
oned, without trial, under the vicious section 18-B of 
DORA which confers upon Ministers of the Crown the 
power to imprison anyone upon mere suspicion. 
Such days of horror existed during the days of the 
French Revolution and came to be known as the Reign 
of Terror. 


UST the other day, Rev. J. Frank Norris, of Detroit, 
and Fort Worth, Texas, was quoted by a Detroit 
newspaper as saying that all who believed as do Lind- 
bergh, Senator Wheeler and Senator Nye should be un- 
ceremoniously thrown into concentration camps. His 
psychology seems to be conditioned somewhat by his re- 
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cent visit to England where he met Churchill and other 
ministers in the Churchill Cabinet. Winchell on various 
occasions has publicly bawled over the radio for similar 
action. 
In this country, however, men like Reverend Norris and 
Winchell must be sharply reminded that in the Consti- 
tution of the United States we find the famous Bill of 
Rights, Article IV of which reads: 
“The right of the people to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers, and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not be violated, and no war- 
rants shall issue but upon probable cause, supported by 
oath or affirmation, and particularly describing the place 
to be searched, and the persons or things to be seized.” 
That is, if any officer of the law, be he Federal, State or 
of one of the local units of government, violates this 
provision of the Constitution, he and his superior ofh- 
cers can be called rigorously to account under the Con- 
stitution and existing laws. 
In England there exists no written Constitution, but we 
are more favored, and for the first time in our history 
has it become necessary for citizens to find out just what 
is in the Constitution, and how completely and how 
thoroughly it protects the liberties of American citizens 
from the encroachments upon their rights by those 
— Jews who direct the policies of the New 
eal. 
That Constitution was born during days of toil, trouble 
and war. Its birth followed the end of the Revolution- 
ary War. The men who drafted it had risked their lives, 
their fortunes and their sacred honor, and they decided 
that henceforth those who lived under the Government 
of the United States of America should be safeguarded 
by a Constitution into which they wrote the basic prin- 
ciples of law to guard those rights and liberties for 
which they had fought so desperately. 


BECAUSE no written Constitution exists in England, 
it was possible for the Jewish conspirators to rail- 
road a law through which is known as the Defense of the 
Realm Act, whose provisions can be invoked by decree. 
In England today if one is thrown into prison, or a con- 
centration camp, without trial, after six months or so, if 
the prisoner has enough influence, the so-called Advis- 
ory Committee may hear his or her case—oh, yes, they 
have imprisoned many women in England, too, since 
September 3, 1939, thus proving that democracy still 
rules in Churchill's Island! If the Advisory Committee 
is in a good mood, they may free such a prisoner. Suffice 
to say, most of those incarcerated since September 3, 
1939, are still rotting in prisons and concentration 
camps. 
Because the Roosevelt Administration is aping the Brit- 
ish Jews on all counts, it is not outside the realm of 
possibility—as hinted by Winchell on more than one oc- 
casion—that the Jewish advisers to the President wish 
to do the same thing here. 
They may try it—those Jews entering the final stages of 
political madness—but they cannot get away with it! 
Let all superstitious New Deal Jews remember what 
happened to Robespierre. History has a habit of re-

North Carolina, and which shows signs of becoming a 
classic of the American Bar, came to its first hearing in 
Buncombe County court on November 18th. Pelley 
was not present. 

At this hearing, Pelley’s attorney moved for an order in 
the nature of a Bill of Particulars, to require the prose- 
cution to define definitely the specific charges of “high 
crimes and misdemeanors’ which it claims that Pelley 
committed and because of which his original suspension 
of sentence should be revoked. Judge A. Hall Johnston 
granted this order. Nettles, Williams, Harkins, et al, 
must now submit to Pelley’s lawyers by December 5th a 
description of everything they consider they hold 
against him. 

The Asheville Israelites are openly boasting that Pelley 
will be sentenced to serve at least one year in Raleigh 
State Prison. This, however, appears to be but wishful 
thinking. They contend that Pelley must be “sent 
away’ regardless of how much it may cost them, and 
they seem to be busily engaged in raising funds to pro- 
secute the case to the United States Supreme Court. 
That they may be violating a few laws of Federal con- 
spiracy themselves, their counsel does not seem to have 
advised them. 

The Court ruled in the November 18th hearing that the 
prosecution must give Pelley’s counsel a general state- 
ment of such specific charges which they expect to 
prove under their demand for revocation. These charges 
however, must be limited to infractions of the Securities 
Act alone. 

In short, if Pelley during the past five years has violated 
any provision of the so-called Capital Issues or “Blue 
Sky” law, then upon proof of such acts the suspension 
may be revoked. 


UNLESS the prosecution can show violation of the 
above-mentioned act, or a definite conviction for 
some crime having been committed by Pelley- between 


1935 and 1940, there is no “misbehavior” and the 
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efforts of the prosecution fail. The question of a sen- 
tence under the “prayer for judgment’ condition, 
covering the second count, is purely a matter of law, 
not of fact. It is extremely doubtful, and this is the 
opinion of many able counsel, that the court has power 
to impose any sentence under this condition. 

Thus the original bottleneck is broken and Pelley seems 
to be on his way, not only to clear his good name but to 
recover adequate compensation for the injuries inflicted 
by this nefarious Jewish maneuver to ruin his activities 
and movement throughout the nation. 


Reduced to plain English, the rulings of Judge John- 
ston in Buncombe County court on November 18th 
mean that Pelley’s opponents cannot go wandering 
about all over the earth, hunting for charges to file 
against his “‘good behavior,’ but must confine them- 
selves strictly to proving whether or not he has contin- 
ued to advertise or sell stock in his corporations in North 
Caroina. The item of Pelley’s politics, his religious or 
economic activities, his criticism of the Administration, 
or any other item foreign to the State Securities Law, 
will not be allowed to be introduced at the hearing on 
December 15th, when Pelley faces his tormentors. 


Inasmuch as Pelley has kept the Blue Sky Law scrupu- 
lously during the past five years, the Nettles-Williams- 
Harkins bloc would seem to be ‘‘out on a limb.” 
However, the case is not won yet, by any means. The 
Asheville Jews seem to be obsessed with the objective of 
making Pelley spend at least a little time in jail, so that 
his victory may not embarrass them too rancorously. 
Judge Johnston’s ruling, that the prosecution must 
keep strictly to violations of the Securities Act, narrows 
the whole issue, however, to a plot of firmer ground for 
Pelley's feet. 

The principles of our beloved Master, Jesus, still stand 
four-square on this earth, it would seem, and the at- 
tempt of the Antichrist to injure or curtail them gives 
indication of being shattered and broken against the 
rock of truth and the support of loyal followers.

y, A you would scarcely be able to accredit it. 
{ESF Actually, Winston Churchill arose in the 
Y}4 House of Commons the other day and

The council adopted, by a vote of 10 to 6, a 
resolution recommending that the Viceroy convey 
to the British Government the ‘deep discontent’ of 
the House; that in the opinion of the House, it is 
likely to prejudice the war efforts of India at this 
crucial juncture. 

Churchill said in the House of Commons on Sept. 
9th that ‘problems arising out of the progressive 
evolution of self-governing institutions in regions 
the peoples of which owe allegiance to the British 
Crown, are a separate matter entirely to those of 
states and nations now under the Nazi yoke.” 


OF ALL the brazen pieces of cynical effrontery that 

have ever been launched upon the world by the 
half-Jew Churchill and his British quasi-Bolshevists, 
this statement is the worst.

Comes to 
Main Street. . 














"T ROUBLE is making fast in this 
country. 
Just what kind of trouble it turns out 
to be, depends directly on what the 
President does—or doesn’t—do with- 
in the next month. But one thing is 
apparent. 
It bears no aspect of being the sort 
of trouble that New Dealers welcome. 
It is not going to be the sort of trouble 
that comes from war involvement, and 
the raucous raising and dispatching of 
an American Expeditionary Force overseas, and all the 
panoply and power-drunkeness that distinguished our 
participation in the conflict of 1917. 
The person betting over-heavily on that sort of trouble 
is going to lose money—f it’s money he bets! 
The variety of trouble that is fast making in this coun- 
try is the trouble that accompanies a wholesale repudia- 
tion of the Congress of the United States as at present 
constituted, and the acts and policies of the current Ad- 
ministration. 
For the first time within the history of this Republic, its 
Congress and Administration are operating in open de- 
fiance of the mass wishes and opinions of eighty percent 
of 130 million people. 


Eighty percent of 130 million people figures out to 104 
million people. 

The remaining twenty percent of the population—that 
affects to want us in the war—figures out to 24 million 
people. Obviously, 15 to 20 million of these are Jewish 
and the balance English. 

There is scarcely a native-born American in the country 
who wants European war-participation today for its own 
sake; the great majority of our population is plenty 
scared at what is going on in the world abroad, but fly- 
ing to the side of the British Army, or turning over- 
night into pals of the Bolsheviks, is not its idea of pre- 
serving its interests. 

The question is, in the face of this fact, as the war comes 
to Main Street, how is Main Street going to react? 

If the answer may be allowed while we are still nomi- 
nally at peace, Main Street is going to react in terms of 
complete and devastating repudiation of the whole mad 
Yiddish: plot to emasculate this Republic that Hitler may 
be vanquished and Great Britain retain her dominance. 
There is, of course, a very great difference between re- 
pudiation and revolution. 

The American people are by no means in any mood to 
overthrow their government. They see nothing particu- 
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larly wrong with their form of government that they 
should espouse some other form of government. What 
they do see is the necessity for abolishing a crowd of 
subverters and usurpers who have prostituted their gov- 
ernment so calamitously that it is a colossal headache to 
undo their mischiefs. 

Our republican form of government has been adequate- 
ly and exquisitely vitiated and the thing that gives 
every indication of being in progress is the drastic dis- 
charge from the American scene of the vitiators. 
Undoubtedly the likeliest trigger that shall be pulled, 
inducting some sort of renovation, is going to be the 
fecundities in the labor-strike situation, or the brazen 
dispatch of our sons overseas in cynical disdain of the 
Roosevelt promises. More of this presently . 


SOCAL Justice described the situa- 
tion neatly in an editorial on 
December Ist like this— 
‘With the curtain for the final act of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s war drama about to 
rise,"’ it said, “eighty percent of the 
great audience of 130 million Ameri- 
cans remain unresponsive. In the 
parlance of show business, the eighty 
percent are ‘sitting on their hands.’ They are not ap- 
plauding the play, the author or the actors, because they 
feel that they have been deceived. 


‘The audience paid its money to see a Peace perform- 
ance. The presentation was so advertised, but having 
gotten the chumps into the theater, the producers have 
deftly switched the show and put on a revival of a ‘flop’ 
which. had been foisted on the same sucker audience 
twenty-five years before. Circumstance has forced the 
addition of a few new lines which make the piece even 
more unpalatable than the original. 


‘Substantially the plot is this: The United States must 
insure a British victory at any cost. We must go to war, 
if necessary, to drive the scourge of Hitlerism from the 
face of the earth. But the audience for the most part, is 
disappointed in this theme, since the posters outside 
stated clearly that the drama concerned the defense of 
America and avoidance of foreign wars. 


“If the play runs its programmed course, the United 
States must take up the fight when all of continental 
Europe has been vanquished, leaving us alone to accom- 
plish the apparently impossible task of invasion and 
conquest.” 





poles Coughlin’s paper may have employed a bit 
of whimsical metaphor, but here is a similar report 
in another key. Writing in the Scripps-Howard press, 
Thomas L. Stokes declares himself— 
‘The war is coming to Main Street! 
‘The talk used to be of what Congress was doing, and 
it was all far'away and vague and mostly a matter of 
curbstone opinion, not given or taken too seriously. But 
now people find that what is important to their lives are 
the words and decisions of what were jokingly called in 
the early NRA days of the New Deal ‘the kommissars,’ 
the men who now are really important.

T SEEMS regrettable at 

times that the lads who 
seek to remake the Republic

Frankly, in five 
States in particular it was so open and bad that it made 
me feel that statements in Roll-Call were mild in com- 
parison. Kansas, Missouri, Minnesota and California 
were particularly outspoken and bitter. 

“The Chosen Phew are openly insulted—if that is pos- 
sible—on the streets and in the stores. The name Rosen- 
feld is used openly everywhere and in dozens of places 
I was asked if it were true that certain individuals were 
making money smuggling Christians into Washington. 
There is no doubt which way the wind is blowing and it 
is everywhere apparent that the right kind of propa- 
ganda is reaching—or has reached—the nation’s homes 
and offices. Truly I wasamazed .. ” 


REGIMENTATION of the farmers in the same Mid- 
west sections is not going any better than the popu- 
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larity of the Chosen Phew. Consider what a state of 
rancorous insubordination the Republic is arriving at, 
when farmers are ‘posting’ their acres against the ap- 
pearance upon them of United States Government ofh- 
cials.

From Canton, O. came another report on Nov. 26th, to 
the effect that sixty-two Stark County farmers wanted 
the Agricultural Adjustment Administration to know 
they meant business in refusing to pay the 49c penalty 
for excess wheat acreage. 

The Stark County farmers posted signs warning the 
AAA representatives off their property after obtaining 
a temporary restraining order in common pleas court 
staying collection of the penalty charges. Their farms 
were bedecked with placards that read— 


NOTICE: Absolutely no trespassing on this land 


by any member of the State, Federal and County 
Triple A Committee! 


Depth-Bomb Taxes 


T’S the fantastic tax situa- 
tion that’s developing in 
the nation that’s going to have 
ugliest repercussions, how- 
ever, when the country’s com- 
mon folk are called upon to 
relinquish from 15 to 22 per- 
cent of their weekly pay en- 
velops to provide the funds ' . 
for the Churchill-Britain WPA SSF /7 
project. It’s one thing to soak re Si 
the rich, or loot the shirts off the corporations and the 
banks that astronomical funds may be forthcoming for 
loaning to Russia, China, Patagonia or Tibet, but when 
the New-Deal kosherites demand that the man or woman 
now barely getting by on $45 a week, give up $6 to $9 
of it for the preservation of the Roosevelt policies, the 
Al Smith cynicism that ‘people don’t shoot Santa Claus’ 
may have a decided reverse English on it—if Santa Claus 
continues his identification with the boondoggling Fed- 
eral government.

WE MIGHT as well face it, that if the war goes as 
sour in public estimation the next three months, 
as it has gone the last three, all the depth-bomb taxes 
that the Rooseveltians can bethink to levy from now 
till Hitler starts attending the synagogue will blow no- 
body out of any waters but themselves. 

Like Churchill's Mississippi-River analogy, this repudia- 
tion of the Roosevelt war-tax program is rolling along 
and anti-New Dealers can afford to “‘let ‘er roll.” 


Most of what the kosher crowd performs from this time 
onward is either tying its members up in ever tighter 
knots or digging the pit deeper and deeper for 
their feet.

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Shortages of Plenty 


OMETHING must be done. There is no shortage of 
food—or anything else in this addled Republic but 
nickel and tin. Nevertheless, it behooves the Crack-pot 
Emergency Makers in Washington to convince the pub- 
lic there is a shortage, first that the seriousness of the 
Hitler victories overseas may be impressed, and second, 
that no one gripes too disastrously about high prices.

The largest commercial holdings of butter. 
The largest stocks of cheese.

Despite all-time record high reserve stocks of staple 
foods, prices have soared, retail prices for butter having 
advanced 20 percent from a year ago; eggs, 24 percent; 
cheese, more than 30 percent; lard, 67 percent; pork, 
20 to 30 percent; and beef, 2 1/2 to 6 percent. 

Just how Ickes would go about creating a wheat short- 
age would be interesting to learn because the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture says the hoard of wheat on hand is 
enough to supply all national needs for the next two 
years. The New Dealers will remedy that, probably, by 
criminally destroying a portion of it. 

In addition there are vast reserves of other grains, of 
fruits, and of vegetables. 

Nevertheless, do not be surprised any day to have Mr. 
Shortage Magician Ickes, or Mrs. Roosevelt, or Mayor 
LaGuardia stand up and shout that there are ‘“‘short- 
ages’ of practically everything the statisticians say are 
plentiful.

Price-Control Komissar 
UNLESS the Congress works out an equitable scheme 


for controlling prices, the bill now under consider- 
ation may further work toward the sabotage of the 
United States form of government. That fear was 
voiced November 24 in Washington by Representative 
E. E. Cox, Georgia Democrat who does not fear the 
price control bill's provisions so much as he does its 
administration by the price control czar, Leon Hender- 
son. Mr. Cox said of Henderson:

The 
mail reaching Roll-Call of late is disgraceful with re- 
ports of “‘calls by Government Men,” detentions by 
county sheriffs, warnings from news vendors, and plain 
ugly criminal threats from frenzied kosherites, suffered 
by law-abiding persons who may have bought or re- 
ceived books or periodicals put out by this publishing 
house or similar concerns. 

What can be done about such jeopardies or embarrass- 
ments, this correspondence demands, and how far are 
the correspondents within their rights in challenging or 
ignoring these threats to their prerogatives? 

Roll-Call returns this answer, without the slightest 
equivocation— td 
Let all readers, subscribers, news vendors or boosters of 
such periodicals as Roll-Call be apprized that a definite 
criminal act is being committed by such “Government 
Men,” sheriffs, police officials, or frenzied kosherites, 
when they make the slightest gesture to restrain or em- 
barrass anyone in either buying or perusing such litera- 
ture, whether it criticizes Jews, New Dealers, Britishers, 
or any other breed or bloc that at the present moment 
may be making everything within the United States 
foul, perverted, decayed or bankrupt.

HE U. S. Criminal Code—Sec. 51; Old C. C. No. 19 

—provides stiff penalties for any person or official 
interfering with the citizen’s enjoyment of free speech 
and free press, or stopping the sale of books or period- 
icals that in themselves are publishing material which 
proprietors consider in promotion of the public interest. 
These laws apply against Federal and State authorities. 
Even the F. B. I. is not excepted. 
The most recent and leading U. S. Supreme Court de-

cision, handed down Nov. 22, 1939, holds: 

‘‘A municipality can not require of all who wish to dis- 
seminate ideas to first present them to police authorities 
for their consideration and approval, with a discretion to 
the police to say some ideas may, while others may not, 
be carried to the homes of citizens, and that some citi- 
zens may, while others may not, disseminate this infor- 
mation from house to house. . . . 

‘Although a municipality may exact regulations in the 
interest of public safety and health, these may not 
abridge the individual liberties secured by the Consti- 
tution to those who wish to speak, write, print or circu- 
late information or opinion. The purpose to keep the 
streets clean is insufficient to justify an ordinance which 
prohibits a person from rightfully, on a public street, 
handling literure to one willing to receive it.”’ 


RECENTLY, the U. S. Supreme Court held invalid a 
Jersey City ordinance which required a permit from 
the city officials before any public meeting could be held 
or announcements circulated. 
Persons interfering with those selling publications vio- 
late Section 51 of the U. S. Criminal Code, which sec- 
tion carries severe penalties, including a jail or prison 
sentence, a fine, and the payment of damages to_ be 
awarded to the person whom they prevented from doing 
that which said person had a right to do, as defined in 
this law, in violation of the above decisions of the 
U. S. Supreme Court on Nov. 22, 1939. 
Many Silver Shirts have been visited by F. B. I. men and 
police officers, in an effort to intimidate them or threaten 
them with incarceration, or to take away their liveli- 
hood. These visits and acts were violations of the 
above section and decisions. 


Al THE present moment, Roll-Call’s legal staff, and 


the Pelley counsel, are preparing a general conspir- 


‘acy suit that is to be launched under the Federal Code 


during December and January. Any G-Man, Federal 
or State officer, sheriff or city police official, or any Jew 
or attorney for a Jewish bloc, that has ever engaged in 
this nefarious program of trying to suppress or embar- 
rass Pelley or his periodicals for telling the truth about 
America’s traducers, is going to be called to defend him- 
self against the charges that Pelley and his supporters 
will offer against them. It will be an epochal litigation, 
but it is demanded just now to put the long-delayed 
squelch on the nation’s Winchellites who are seeking to 
gain their ends by scaring people into panic. 

Whoever is in a position to attest that he has been in- 
timidated or approached with any sort of threat, for 
buying or reading the Pelley literature, or supporting 
Pelley and his activities to the moment, is asked to write 
the fullest particulars to Roll-Call at once. 

We are still living and operating under the Constitution 
in this Republic, and a demonstration of the Civil 
Rights of all citizens in the face of this propaganda war- 
making or Jewish-defense miasma will have a salutary 


_fffect and render a wide public service. 
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
